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SCUD DUD, 
PART TWO 


Two and a half years after the Gulf War, 
Congress is considering spending $1.8 bil- 
lion on a new version of the Patriot missile, 
despite a recent MIT study that casts even 
more doubts on its performance. 

The House Armed Services Committee 
will choose between the Patriot, built at 
Raytheon Corporation’s Andover facility, 
and a competing missile called Erint (Ex- 
tended Range Interceptor), built by the Lo- 
ral Corporation. 

The Patriot became a sensation during 
the Gulf War, as TV reporters breathlessly 
repeated claims that the missile was phe- 
nomenally successful in knocking Saddam 
Hussein’s Scud missiles out of the sky. The 
Army and Raytheon asserted the Patriot 
had a 70 percent success rate in Saudi Ara- 





bia and 40 percent in Israel. 

Congressional researchers concluded last 
year, though, that the Patriot scored true 
hits on just nine percent of Iraq’s Scud 
warheads. And now one of the Patriot’s 
original critics — MIT professor 
Theodore Postol — is back with an 
even more devastating follow-up re- 
port. 
After reviewing video footage from 
60 percent of the Scud-Patriot battles, 
Postol and colleague George Lewis say 
the Patriot may have failed to hit any 
incoming warheads. 

Nearly half the time, the Patriot ex- 
ploded into empty space or locked onto 
falling Scud debris, the researchers say. 
The other times, the Patriot exploded 
nearby but failed to destroy the war- 
head, according to Postol and Lewis. 

“The preponderance of evidence,” 
says Postol, a former Pentagon analyst, 
“is that the Patriot destroyed no Scuds 
during the war.” 

Postol and Lewis’s study is being 


edited at Princeton University. 
Raytheon counters that Postol’s methods 


| are unscientific because video tape is too 


slow to capture collisions. Furthermore, ar- 
guing over the performance of a weapon 
during war is “academically interesting but 
largely irrelevant,” says Robert Skelly, 
Raytheon’s vice-president for administra- 
tion. 

Skelly notes that Kuwait and Saudi Ara- 
bia like the Patriot enough to have bought 
$1.2 billion worth since last year. He adds 
that Raytheon has improved the missile’s 
electronic guidance system several times 
since the war ended. 

But the MIT academics are being heard 
on Capitol Hill: Representative John Cony- 
ers (D-Michigan), chairman of the House 
Government Operations Committee, is 
pushing for an independent investigation of 
the Patriot before sinking $1.8 billion into 
the new version. The final decision is ex- 
pected late this year or early in 1994.

STATEMENT 


Some enterprising third-graders from the 
Joseph P. Manning School, in Jamaica 
Plain — Racine A. Bell, Robert Guen, 
Catherine A. Nabor, and Ricky Newton — 
were recently awarded the grand prize in a 
national science competition sponsored by 
Toshiba Corporation and the National Sci- 
ence Teachers Association.

A press re- 
lease issued by Toshiba lists the potential 
environmental hazards as “air pollution, 
acid raid, ultraviolet light and urban haz- 
ards like bullets.” 

In detailing the potential benefits of the 
Weather-Pro 2000, the young Einsteins say 
it could “protect people against crime, sav- 
ing money and hospital bills. Maybe it 
would reduce crime by making it hard to 
hurt or kill other people.” 

“This competition was about vision,” said 
Ruth Ann Bennett, the teacher who accom- 
panied the kids to Washington to receive 
their awards last month. “And reality.”

MAKING BOOK 
AT TOWER 


If you walked into staid-and-proper 
Waterstone’s Booksellers and discovered 
a display for U2’s Zooropa or stacks of 
Janet Jackson CDs, you’d probably be a 
bit bewildered. 
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Conspicuously absent from last Satur- 
day’s Globe article about the probable 
demise of Nightstage, a Cambridge night- 
club, was mention of the lesbian bar Na- 
tion, which has been housed there, under 
various names, since April 1989. 

According to promotions director Cyndie 
Barone, Nation, which changed its name re- 
cently from Indigo (after the name change, 
many of the club’s patrons started calling it 
“Indignation”), has closed temporarily. 
The club, the only lesbian bar in the Boston 
area, will reopen at the same location after 
Labor Day, again under the name Indigo, 
she says: “We’re re-organizing with re- 
gards to Nightstage, which would make In- 
digo a more free-standing entity.” 

But sources at Nightstage believe Satur- 
day, July 10, was the last call. “They’re 
closed,” says an employee who asked to re- 
main anonymous, “and they may reopen in 
September, but that’s doubtful.” 

The club’s demise bodes ill for the Hub’s 











It was only slightly less odd, then, to 
stroll into Tower Records and Video last 
week and find several entries from the New 
York Times bestseller list carefully laid out 
on a table, including The Bridges of Madi- 
son County, by Robert James Waller, Plead- 
ing Guilty, by Scott Turow, and The Fifties, 
by David Halberstam (and all selling for 30 
percent off list price, at that). 

What can shoppers read into this devel- 
opment? Tower has been selling books 
since it opened its huge magazine stand two 
years ago, but its inventory has been largely 
limited to books with some link to popular 
music: record-buying guides, rock-star bi- 
ographies, bound volumes of sheet music, 
and books on pop culture (tattoo art, for 
instance). 

It’s clear, however, that the store’s book- 
buying philosophy has gradually broadened, 
since the shelves now include the likes of 
Sue Miller’s For Love, John Kenneth Gal- 
braith’s A Short History of Financial Eupho- 
ria, and Anna Quindlen’s Thinking Out 
Loud. You'll even find Oh, the Places You'll 
Go, by that recent inductee to rock-and-roll 
heaven, Dr. Seuss. 

Tower’s book-buyer, Michael Powers, 
downplays the notion that the record-sell- 
ing giant is trying to make inroads in the lo- 
cal bookstore business. Though the Tower 
chain runs 15 full-fledged, stand-alone 
bookstores around the country, it intends to 
keep the Boston space a “micro bookstore.” 
However, Powers says, management hopes 
to add bookshelves and tables to the exist- 
ing space soon. 

And when it does, Powers will fill them 
up with a mix of titles, based not on mar- 
ket research, but customer feedback and 
the staff's own instincts. “We’re getting 
more titles, period,” he says. “We just sell 
what turns us on, books that interest us. 
We have so much traffic, we can try any- 
thing.”

INDUSTRIAL 
PICKPOCKETS 


As Governor William Weld mulls over 
the state budget, he faces a clear test of who 
holds more sway over him — business in- 
terests or environmental activists. 

Under a waivable-fee system that has ex- 
isted for more than 10 years, the Massa- 
chusetts Public Interest Group (Mass- 
PIRG) automatically collects about 
$350,000 in annual fees from college-tu- 
ition bills unless students check a box indi- 
cating they do not wish to contribute. Each 
contributing college votes every two to 
three years on whether to continue support- 
ing the group. 

The question: should Weld veto an 
amendment approved by the Massachusetts 
legislature that would kill the automatic col- 
lection? ; 

MassPIRG contends industries that feel 
the brunt of its activism — in particular, 
Associated Industries of Massachusetts 
(AIM), a coalition of state corporations — 
have led the fight against the fee system. 

“We do a lot of toxics work, getting more 
corporate disclosure about the amount of 
toxics they are dumping into rivers and 
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where they are storing them,” says Chris 
Lindstrom, a canvass director for Mass- 
PIRG. “You can see where that puts us at 
loggerheads.” 

AIM says its lobbying is not an attempt to 


put its foes out of commission. 


“It’s an issue of preference,” explains 
Robert LaRosa, AIM’s executive vice-presi- 
dent. “Why should there be special treat- 
ment for MassPIRG [a state chapter of the 
national organization] when their national 
budget is $60 million? This isn’t a personal 
vendetta by AIM or the Massachusetts busi- 
ness community against MassPIRG. They 
shouldn’t take it personally.” 

Weld, expected to make the decision to- 
day, is more likely to be guided by politics 
than policy. “It’s a tough call,” he said earli- 
er this week. “I have a lot of sympathy for 
MassPIRG, but I have virtually a united Re- 
publican caucus set up on the other side.”

IMPROVING 
CLIMATE 


The Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum 
will soon install a climate-control system — 
needed to stem the further deterioration of 
some of its pieces — thanks to a $1 million 
grant from the National Endowment for the 
Humanities announced last week. 

The grant is the largest the museum has 
ever received, and will help finance a $6 
million air-circulation system that can 
maintain constant temperature in the gal- 
leries while accommodating the central 
courtyard’s flowering plants and trees. 

The grant comes on the heels of other 
good news for the Gardner: annual atten- 
dance, which fell from 200,000 in the late 
1970s to 128,000 in 1991, grew by 10 per- 
cent last year, to just shy of 140,000. For 
the first six months of 1993, attendance is 
up by 20 percent over what it was during 
the same period in 1992.

RECKLESS 
ENDANGERMENT 


Back when the feds were bringing white 
supremacist Randy Weaver to justice — 
killing his wife and 14-year-old son in the 
process — about the only people saying the 
Weavers should have been left to pursue 
their paranoid fantasies in peace were hard- 
core civil libertarians and Weaver’s fellow 
neo- Nazis. 

Among those civil libertarians was 
Phoenix columnist Harvey Silverglate, who 
wrote last September 4: “There would seem 
to be enough real crime involving illegal 
weapons in our cities that federal agencies 
don’t have to go to the hills of Idaho to turn 
Randy Weaver from a gun-toting -but- 
reclusive mountaineer into a criminal” 
(“Freedom Watch,” News). 

Now, following a trial in Boise, Idaho, in 
which Weaver and a co-defendant, Kevin 
Harris, were acquitted of charges that they 
murdered a federal agent, even the New 
York Times is disgusted with the govern- 
ment’s misconduct. 

In an editorial this past Monday recount- 
ing the feds’ nefarious misdeeds — among 
them, shooting Weaver’s son after the boy 
shot back in retaliation for an agent’s killing 
his dog; shooting Weaver’s wife in an un- 
provoked attack while she was holding their 
10-month-old baby; and falsifying evidence 
— the Times notes in high dudgeon: 
“There are a lot of lunatics out there in the 
woods. But it is not the job of Federal law 
enforcement agencies to behave in a way 
that seems designed to confirm their para- 
noia — especially when there is no proof 
they have violated any laws.” 

And just as Silverglate, in a subsequent 
“Freedom Watch” column on May 7, lam- 
basted the feds for targeting the Branch 
Davidians, in Waco, Texas, leading to mass 
suicide, the Times editorial charges the gov- 
ernment with lacking sufficient grounds for 
its assault on the compound. 

“President Clinton has ordered an inves- 
tigation of the conduct of Federal agencies 
in Waco,” the editorial concludes. “He 
should expand that investigation to consider 
the Idaho fiasco as well. And-when the 
overlong tenure of F.B.I. Director William 
Sessions ends — as end it must — the new 
chief must make sure the agency stops 
wasting time, money and lives in this kind 
of reckless enterprise.”

OFF THE ROAD 

Five years ago: July 15, 1988 

> Songs, photographs, and books have immortalized Jack 
Kerouac. But David Barber wrote that the icon wasn’t rep- 
resentative of the man. 

“There can be few legends without some jettisoned facts. 
But in Kerouac’s case, the disparity between the myth and 
the man is especially disquieting. Contrary to the conven- 
tional hagiography, he was not the apostle of the beat gen- 
eration so much as its faithful chronicler, its amanuensis. 
Nor was he a natural-born wild child with a heroic appetite 
for combustible adventure; his keenest lusts were literary, 
experience was always handmaiden to searing prose. And 
far from being consumed with epic landscapes, Kerouac 






‘| was inordinately preoccupied with a very small piece of the 


American map — the desolate working-class mill town on 
the Merrimack River [Lowell] where he was born and 
raised in the years between the two world wars.” 


THE NAKED TRUTH 

10 years ago: July 19, 1983 

» About 100 naturists — people who enjoy sunning, 
swimming, and socializing in the nude — boarded the 
Cape Cod Princess in their birthday suits to go whale- 
watching. Felice Freyer commented that everyone was 
stripped of pretension. 

“Compared with bathing suits. nudity allows a few more 
inches of knowledge about the bumps and curves of your 
fellow humans’ physiques. That’s not what the naturists 
say they’re interested in, though: they enjoy what you don’t 
know about a naked person. For example, you don’t know 
— and can’t guess — his occupation, how much money he 
makes, or his favorite color. You start a conversation with 
fewer preconceptions and prejudices.” 


MARTINA’S NET WORK 

15 years ago: July 18, 1978 

> J.C. Louis talked about sports, country, and family with 
first-time Wimbledon tennis champ Martina Navratilova, 
then in the early part of her 
spectacular — and very public 
— career. 

“She quietly acknowledged 
that to remain at the top means 
as much work as getting there 
— or more. Yet while her own 
country [Czechoslovakia] ig- 
nores her, ours seeks to bestow 
on her not only the ephemeral 
glory of the victorious underdog, 
but the historical heroism of the 4 
refugee.

her defection, Navratilova stated that she had been living 
predominantly in America for several years before her deci- 
sion to remain here. Such reports were largely exaggera- 
tions, she said. Her greatest loss, she feels, is not her coun- 
try, but her family.” 

Navratilova would go on to win Wimbledon eight more 
times. 


NOT WILDE ABOUT OSCAR 
20 years ago: July 17, 1973 
>» Carolyn Clay was perfectly earnest when she confessed 
that she would rather review Oscar Wilde’s life than his plays. 
“Because I think it’s more gracious to state one’s bias at 
the outset than to let it ooze out between the lines, I should 
begin by confessing that I find Oscar Wilde’s life consider- 
ably more intriguing than his plays — especially than Lady 
Windemere’s Fan. His life was stuffed with clever repartee 
and stinging bons mots; it was often exceedingly melodra- 
matic in its own right; and it was, for all that, acted out by 
real people and not by socially representative mannequins. 
It’s no wonder so many plays have been written about him.” 


LIZ AND DICK GO BOOM 

25 years ago: July 17, 1968 

» Deac Rossell reviewed Boom, a Richard Burton/Eliza- 
beth Taylor film. He wasn’t impressed. 

“The film see-saws between the pompous and the banal: 
Burton intones poetry in a Samurai warrior’s robe and 
sword, Taylor swears like a sea captain and shrieks for her 
hypochondriac’s pills. Somebody got Joseph Losey to di- 
rect, and unhappily, his subtle realistic style, which can 
evoke nuances of irrationality from natural events, is 
buried under a crushing weight of verbiage and decor. 
Anyone could have directed the film. Like Michael Cacoy- 
annis in The Day the Fish Came Out, Losey has left an at- 
mospheric realism behind for a futuristic, allegorical, and 
philosophically pretentious drama, and neither has any 
sympathy for that type of material.”

plus, artists for Menino

t was “a ghastly experience,” says 
the Institute of Contemporary Art’s 
Milena Kalinovska: last week she 
marked the end of her first full year 
as director by opening a new show, 
then bidding farewell to more than a quar- 
ter of her staff. 

The layoffs of the ICA’s public-informa- 
tion manager, membership director, gallery 
and bookstore manager, and registrar/exhi- 
bitions manager are the second round of 
staff cuts Kalinovska has been forced to 
make in a year; four other ICA staffers lost 
their jobs in a budget cutback last summer. 

The downsizing comes at a time when 
the art-institute staff is already in turmoil: 
curator Matthew Teitelbaum will leave the 
ICA at the end of the summer to become 
chief curator at the Art Gallery of Ontario, 
and long-time development director Teil 
Silverstein has resigned. 

Kalinovska will take on the responsibili- 
ties of chief curator in addition to her own. 
She intends to hire an education coordina- 
tor and a development director, to consoli- 
date some positions, and to restructure the 
museum’s administration. Once that pro- 
cess is completed, the ICA will have a staff 
of 10 — down from 15 this past year, and 
less than half of what it 
was at its’ high point, in 
the late 1980s. 

Admittedly shaken by 
the financial difficulties 
she’s faced in her short 
tenure as director, Kali- 
novska blames the prob- 
lems largely on the lack 
of government, founda- 
tion, and corporate sup- 
port that troubles most 
cultural institutions in 
Boston. But she also 
says the ICA reacted 
slowly, and too late, to 
the economic recession. 

She believes the insti- 
tute — which operated 
in the late 1980s with a 
budget of approximately 
$2 million, as compared 
to the current $1.6 million — is paying 
now for having overextended its resources 
in the past. However, she is quick to add, 
“Despite everything that’s happened, our 
vision and our program are in place.” 

“The ICA has recently been seen as a 
major institution rather than a small muse- 
um,” Kalinovska reflects. “It did huge, his- 
toric exhibitions like the ‘Binational’ [a 
1988 exchange with Diisseldorf] and 
‘Montage’ [an examination of the history 
of the form, 1992], that needed enormous 
budgets and resources to create and re- 
quired more people, more membership, 
more overseers, more trustees. . . . You 
need resources to maintain all this. It’s 
been extremely difficult to downscale.” 

Kalinovska’s lack of experience- running 
an institution has exacerbated that difficulty. 
Hired as a super-curator with a reputation 
for working successfully with artists and de- 
veloping programs that incorporate commu- 
nity concerns, Kalinovska is new to direct- 
ing an institution and raising funds for it. 

In contrast to her predecessor at the 
ICA, David Ross, now director of the 
Whitney Museum, in New York, Kalinovs- 
ka seems more comfortable talking to 
emerging artists than to art stars; more at 
home eating lunch from a brown bag while 
she supervises an installation than wooing 
a fundraiser over cold green-bean salad 
and Tynant water. 

She’s won local acclaim for her artistic 
and social vision. “With Milena, , you have

an exciting convergence of an internation- 
al perspective with an interest in direct ser- 
vice rooted in contemporary social issues,” 
says Edmund Barry Gaither, director of the 
Museum of the National Center of Afro 
American Artists, who served as an adviser 
for the ICA’s current Malcolm X show. 

But former ICA employees, none of 
whom would speak for attribution, tend to 
be mixed in their assessment of Kalinovs- 
ka. Although most believe she is enor- 
mously talented and dedicated, some of 
them say she’s relied too much on the 
opinions of trustees and outside art ex- 
perts in determining the institute’s artistic 
and administrative direction. She hasn’t 
trusted her own instincts and those of the 
people around her, her critics say. 

Kalinovska, for her part, says she’s con- 
fident the consolidaticn of resources she’s 
undertaken won’t shrink the museum be- 
yond recognition. “We still have a $1 mil- 
lion endowment,” she notes. “We bought 
our building this year for $328,000. The 
trustees have been extremely generous. At- 
tendance has been good. We’ve received 
major grants. And we will finish this year 
with a nearly balanced budget.” 

And the exhibitions planned for next 
year are intact, she adds. “We still have 
the ICA’s adventurous program, which 
we put in place a year ago and is still the 
core of ICA.” 

Kalinovska’s ICA 
sponsors four major ex- 
hibitions a year, three of 
them under standing 
rubrics: Made in Mas- 
sachusetts features local 
artists; Currents looks at 
new talent or, as in this 
year’s “Dress Codes” 
exhibition on cross- 
dressing, grapples with 
one compelling theme; 
Issues Addressed ex- 
plores social concerns 
and attempts to involve 
different segments of 
the community in dis- 
cussion — as in “Public 
Intervention,” planned 
for next spring, which 
deals with public art. A 
fourth exhibition each year is likely to be a 
retrospective or a traveling show. 

Key to the ICA’s mission, Kalinovska 
says, are the participation of artists iri 
putting all ICA programs together, and 
sponsorship of education and outreach 
programs that complement exhibitions. 

The museum’s current show, “Malcolm 
X: Man, Ideal, Icon,” for example, which 
opened last week, is paired with an exhibit 
of “Voices from Massachusetts” that looks 
not just at Malcolm X, but at ways in 
which his life and philosophy have been 
articulated by Massachusetts-based 
painters such as Allan Rohan Crite, histo- 
rians, videomakers, and teen writers. 

The two-part exhibit also includes a 
new program in which Boston-area teens 
will act as museum docents, and an ex- 
tensive speaker series that will include 
voices as diverse as those of Gaither; 
Minister Don Muhammad, of the Nation 
of Islam; State Representative Gloria Fox 
(D-Boston); James Jennings, director of 
the Montroe Trotter Institute, at UMass; 
and the Reverend Eugene Rivers, a con- 
troversial street minister. 

Kalinovska makes no secret of her dis- 
like for blockbuster shows such as last 
summer’s Annie Leibovitz retrospective, 
which drew large crowds and raised the 
museum’s revenues. Such exhibits, she 
maintains, do nothing to address impor- 
tant issues in contemporary art, to involve

artists, or to educate the public. 

“You have to contextualize art,” she maintains. “Maybe 
you could have done that [the Leibovitz show] asking the 
question, for example, ‘What is fame?’ ” Otherwise, in 
her opinion, it isn’t worth mounting. 

Kalinovska resents the extent to which museums depend on 
blockbusters to survive. She’ll present them, however, if she 
finds there’s audience demand. And she notes that she’s timed 
“Malcolm X,” which she thinks will be her most popular 
show this year, to coincide with the summer tourist season. 

Because it has a small staff and limited resources to pre- 
sent four ambitious programs, the ICA will have to cut 
back on other activities, Kalinovska predicts: “We’ll have 
less of a bookstore, less of a spring benefit, and less ability 
to collaborate with others on programs.” 

She and her supporters are hoping, perhaps unrealisti- 
cally, that Boston’s tight-fisted government, foundation, 
and corporate funders will rally to the ICA’s cause. 

“It will be great if people jump up and support the ICA,” 
says one former museum staffer. “But it’s going to be 
tough with such a small staff. . . . If there are four good 
programs, it may work. But they can’t fudge on anything 
now. Because everything in the next year depends on how 
strong those four exhibitions will be.” 


Arts and the mayoral race 

Many in Boston’s cultural community have decided that 
Tom Menino’s their man. The acting mayor and city-council 
president was the first mayoral candidate to state publicly that 
the city should do more to support its cultural institutions. 

Menino last month called for a one percent increase in 
the local hotel tax to raise revenues for tourism and cultural 
development in Boston. The candidate, who served for four 
years as chairman of the Boston City Council Committee on 
Arts and Humanities, estimates the tax would raise $1.75 
million annually for tourism and $1.75 million for the arts. 

The proposal is already paying off. Later this month, 
more than 10,000 Boston artists, arts administrators, and 
arts advocates will receive a letter signed by several well- 
known figures in Boston’s cultural arena urging them to 
support Menino. 

Expected to be among the letter’s signatories are: Jeremy 
Alliger, director of Dance Umbrella; artist Mags Harries; 
Polly Hogan, producing director, and Ron Ritchell, artistic 
director of the Lyric Stage; José Mateo, artistic director of 
the Ballet Theatre of Boston; cultural consultant Catherine 
Royce; Josiah Spaulding Jr., president of the Wang Center 
for the Performing Arts; Don Sturdy, executive director of 
ARTS/Boston; and producer Michael Wasserman. 

Prominent arts philanthropists John Cullinane, president 
of the Boston Public Library Foundation, and Ken Freed 
also plan to lend Menino a helping hand. 


Liberalism and the library 

The Boston Public Library (BPL), which enjoys more sup- 
port from the city than do most cultural institutions, recent- 
ly received a most welcome gift from a private foundation. 

Frederick William MacMonnies’s life-size bronze sculp- 
ture Bacchante and Infant Faun, banned from the BPL late 
in the last century, has returned to the Copley Square loca- 
tion, eventually to grace its inner courtyard as it once did. 

Architect and BPL designer Charles McKim donated the 
sculpture of a spirited follower of Bacchus to the library in 
1894, and planned to put it at the center of the courtyard 
fountain. But the statue of a naked woman, dancing and 
smiling ecstatically as she holds aloft a bunch of grapes for 
the naked infant she’s carrying to admire, scandalized 
proper Bostonians. 

In 1896, the Boston Art Commission, official overseers 
of city-owned art, examined a model of Bacchante and re- 
jected the gift, calling it a “monument to inebriety.” 

Under pressure from Bacchante supporters, the com- 
missioners later agreed to install the statue on a temporary 
basis. But even public announcement of this decision 
raised a hue and cry. A headline in the Boston Post de- 
clared: BACCHANTE COMING. ART COMMISSION WILL SET UP 
NAKED DRUNKEN WOMAN FOR INSPECTION. Boston’s Watch 
and Ward Society (founded in 1884 as the New England 
Society for the Suppression of Vice) proclaimed the sculp- 
ture “the glorification of that which is low and sensual and 
degrading.” Cartoonists, columnists, and clergy railed 
against MacMonnies’s creation. 

Library officials removed the statue from the courtyard 
two weeks after installing it. In May 1897, McKim offered’ 
his spurned gift to New York’s Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, which eagerly accepted it. 

MacMonnies created marble and bronze replicas of Bac- 
chante for several museums around the United States. One, 
a bronze statue cast from the original plaster model, was be- 
queathed in 1930 to Boston’s Museum of Fine Arts (MFA). 

BPL administrators have long sought to bring Bacchante 
and Infant Faun back to the library courtyard. But neither 
the library nor the MFA has had the financial wherewithal 
to replicate the museum’s Bacchante for that purpose. 

With the restoration of the McKim building under way, 
MFA curator of American Decorative Arts and Sculpture 
Jonathan Fairbanks convinced the George B. Henderson 
Foundation, which supports projects that enhance Boston’s 
visual culture, to fund creation of a replica (which cost 
$35,000). 

Sculptor Bob Shure, of Skylight Studios, in Woburn, 
made the cast, which is now in storage in the Pompeian 
Room at the BPL. 

The library has to commission a new pedestal for its 
Bacchante, which may be unveiled when the first phase of 
library restoration is completed next year. 

According to library spokesman Art Dunphy, however, the 
library may wait to install the sculpture on the 100th an- 
niversary of i its first appearance in the courtyard, in 1996. O

ene-spliced tomatoes. It just didn’t have 

the same wholesome ring as sun-ripened 

raisins or garden-fresh lettuce. So the 

marketing minds at Calgene Fresh, Inc., 

brainstormed for a more consumer- 
friendly catch phrase to introduce the world’s first geneti- 
cally engineered produce. Something less futuristic. 
Something that didn’t suggest the corporation was play- 
ing God. Something less — well, revealing. 

Flavr Savr. 

It seemed just the right NutraSweet-style blend of 
product ambiguity and commercial cadence. The idea 
wasn’t really to conceal the unparalleled breakthrough 
Calgene scientists had made in the biotech food industry. 
After all, altering the basic genetic code of a tomato by 
reversing the gene that causes spoiling was no modest 
accomplishment. The market ramifications of a vegetable 
with a 90 percent longer vine-and-shelf life were enor- 
mous. 

But there was too much at stake — $20 million and 10 
years in Flavr Savr’s development and a biotech industry 
poised to introduce scores of genetically altered foods in 
the coming years — to risk alienating the public. 

At the same time, any hint of deception might provide 
just enough kindling for anti-biotech activists and envi- 
ronmentalists to spark a public backlash. Already, oppo- 
nents were gearing up to pressure regulators for stricter 
rules on testing, registration, and labeling of gene-spliced 
foods. 

So this fall, when Calgene rolls its 
ersatz vegetable carts into Midwest 
grocery stores to test-market its first 
commercial crop of Flavr Savr Mac- 
Gregor tomatoes, the company will 
try to have it both ways. Affixed to 
the tomatoes themselves will be in- 
nocuous-looking FLAVR SAVR stickers 
— and informational brochures on 
the carts will explain how MacGre- 
gors were born and will list an 800- 
number question line. 

“The key to the success of this 
product will be whether we deliver on 


HORMONES AND MILK 


In a decision that could set the tone for the Food and Drug Administration’s policy on ge- 
netically altered foods, the agency will soon rule on how much consumers need to know about 
a synthetic hormone used to boost milk production. The issue is whether labeling should be 
required for products containing genetically engineered bovine-growth hormone (BGH), a 
copy of a naturally occurring hormone in cows that is soon expected to be approved for use 
by the FDA. BGH raises each cow’s annual milk yields by an average of 2000 pounds. 

Just this past week, the European Community — generally more skeptical about biotech 
than Americans are — prohibited the use of genetically engineered BGH for seven years. 


sistance — are among the scores of future foods now be- 
ing developed by about a dozen US companies. 

Biotech-food-industry officials like to talk about crops 
that could resist drought, disease, insects, and extreme 
temperatures, particularly when they are accused of dis- 
regarding the social implications of the technology by 
setting their sights on the huge profits that may be 
reaped. 

The financial stakes are high indeed. The Flavr Savr 
tomato’s debut marks a milestone for an industry that 
projects genetically engineered crops will be a $5 billion 
enterprise by the year 2000. The US Department of 
Agriculture reports that more than 375 permits to field- 
test genetically engineered crops have been issued since 
1987 to corporate giants such as Monsanto, Upjohn, 
and Du Pont. About 100 more applications are pending. 

But the advent of genetically engineered food has been 
greeted with as much trepidation as enthusiasm. Though 
most scientists agree that, at this point, there is nothing 
inherently dangerous about gene-spliced produce, there 
are a plethora of other concerns that consumers, manu- 
facturers, activists, and government regulators are begin- 
ning to raise. 

“This is a new technological revolution,” says Sheldon 
Krimsky, professor of urban and environmental policy at 
Tufts University and author of Biotechnics and Society: 
The Rise of Industrial Genetics. “And those of us who 
have historical memory recall that any technological rev- 
olution with the transforming powers that genetic engi- 


neering has — like the creation of radioactive isotopes 
— is likely to have both assets and liabilities.” 


he US Food and Drug Administration (FDA) is 

wrestling with an array of scientific, environmental, 

health, and ethical questions, ranging from how 
much genetic tinkering is acceptable without pre-market 
testing to how much consumers need to know about 
food that has been altered. 

The latest flurry of debate follows an FDA ruling last 
year that, in essence, opened the American market to bio- 
engineered foods. The new policy, spurred by the Bush 
administration’s now-defunct Council on Competitive- 
ness, accepts the hypothesis that gene splicing is safe. It 
states that pre-market testing is necessary only if the 
product being introduced is “novel.” 

If the end product is not a risk to consumer health and 
has not been altered nutritionally, then it is has the FDA’s 
blessing. Thus, if a frost-tolerant fish protein is intro- 
duced into a fruit, that’s permissible because both foods 
are considered safe and the transfer doesn’t have any ap- 
parent health implications. 

The FDA has included in its policy a “guidance to in- 
dustry” section “to assist companies with their own inter- 
nal review of these new foods.” In essence, the FDA 
leaves it up to the industry to decide whether a product is 
risky enough to warrant government scrutiny. 

But Krimsky says the FDA policy doesn’t go far enough 
to protect consumers from the poten-

tial risks that genetic engineering 
poses to the food supply. The FDA, 
he says, could have chosen to treat 
genetically altered foods the same 
way it treats food additives, thus 
holding them to higher safety stan- 
dards. Food-additive standards would 
have required manufacturers to sub- 
mit scientific proof that foreign genes 
and their byproducts do not harm 
consumers or reduce a food’s nutri- 
tional value. 

Instead, the FDA’s policy states

weeks a year, and one of those rea- 
sons is the technology itself,” says 
Stephen Benoit, vice-president of 
marketing at Calgene Fresh. “So we 
are going to be talking about the 
technology because of the benefits it 
provides.” 

And ultimately, Benoit says, con- 
sumers’ desire for better-tasting 
tomatoes year-round, coupled with 
the right information, will diminish 
any apprehension shoppers might 
have about the science that produced 
this brave new food. 

The Flavr Savr marketing strategy 
underscores the complex questions 
stemming from a burgeoning tech- 
nology that will ultimately challenge 
our basic concepts of food — and 
that could, in the not-so-distant fu- 
ture, significantly alter the world’s 
food supply. 

Cross-species products — such as 
juice made from tomatoes spliced 
with an Arctic-flounder gene to in- 
hibit frost, and potatoes carrying a 
chicken gene to improve disease-re- 
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getting the udder infection mastitis. Mastitis, they say, leads 
to more pus in milk, and thus to the use of more antibiotics 
to treat the infections. They also say the drug will, in effect, 
drive small farmers, many of whom won't be able to afford 
BGH, from a market where there is already a milk surplus. 

Supporters say BGH is naturally occurring, does not af- 
fect humans, and does not alter milk’s nutritional value. 
Moreover, no current study can distinguish between syn- 
thetic and natural BGH. So, they reason, how could a label- 
ing requirement be enforced? 

FDA commissioner David Kessler recently asked two ad- 
visory committees to consider a series of questions that, 
once answered, may set the course for regulating genetically 
engineered foods in America. Among his questions: 


* Is it important for consumers to know whether food is derived from BGH-supplemented cows? 

* Are there any health consequences that may result from consumption of such food? 

* Are there sound public-policy reasons to require or encourage disclosure? 

* Would it make sense to permit foods not supplemented with BGH to be labeled as such? 

¢ How practical would a labeling requirement be? 

Regardless of what side the FDA takes on the labeling issue, Paul Thompson, director of 
the Center for Biotechnology Policy and Ethics, at Texas A&M, says he has never seen a fed- 
eral agency consider a subject so thoroughly. 

“I have a nagging suspicion that they’re not going to make the decision they should make [in 
favor of labeling], but they certainly Seem to have framed the questions right,” he says. “I wish 
I could be more critical, but I think they’ve done a remarkable job in defining the issues.” — TS 
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food, if similar to what ostensibly 
could have been produced by tradi- : 
tional cross-breeding, need not be 
subjected to new federal regulations. 
In the case of cross-species gene 
splicing, the FDA’s current regula- 
tions cover only suspected allergens, 
and by and large leave it up to indus- 
try to determine what constitutes an 
allergen. 

Such is the case with Flavr Satr 
tomatoes. But Calgene is asking the 
FDA for a “safety status” advisory 
opinion to demonstrate the tomato 
has undergone vigorous review. It’s a 
step FDA spokesman Brad Stone 
says may be Calgene’s way of at- 
tempting to quell any public skepti- 
cism about its product in these pio- 
neering days of genetically engi- 
neered foods. 

“Technically speaking,” Stone 
says, “if they’re willing to vouch for 
its safety, they could put it on the 
market.” 

The FDA policy has raised the 
hackles of detractors ranging from 
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West Coast chefs, some of whom are boy- 
cotting gene-spliced foods, to East Coast 
physicists, like Krimsky. 

“The FDA chose the path of least resis- 
tance,” says Krimsky, who’s chairman of the 
Council for Responsible Genetics. “By treat- 
ing genetically engineered crops like hybrid 
crops, they leave it up to the regulated in- 
dustry to determine whether to submit the 
product to FDA review.” 

The FDA policy is in line with the biotech 
industry’s belief that genetic engineering 
simply brings more efficiency to the tradi- 
tional breeding and selection practices that 
have been in place for centuries. 

“Genes get shuffled around a lot in nature 
and in man, and have for many thousands of 
years,” says Robert Gottlieb, a spokesman 
for the Massachusetts Biotechnology Coun- 
cil and senior vice-president of Feinstein 
Partners, a biotech consulting company. 
The same logic = he says, in such cas- 
es as tomato/flounder gene splicing: 
“Cross-breeding happens. Donkeys and 
.horses are cross-bred to make mules, 
and nobody seems to have raised a 
tremendous ethical cry over that. 
These biotechniques are just new 
tools for making products.” 
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upporters of genetic engineering 
say the technology also elimi- 


nates the randomness and im- 
precision that plague the traditional 
methods. Before biotechnicians could 
isolate specific genes, they say, the 
thousands of genes that passed from 
one generation to the next often car- 
ried with them new undesirable traits, 
as well as the sought-after improve- 
ments. As a result, it can sometimes 
take 20 years to develop a new plant 
variety that has been stripped of un- 
wanted characteristics. 

Biotechnology, including genetic 
engineering, allows single genetic 
traits to be transferred from one 
species to another. 

“It’s a very, very powerful and fun- 
damental set of techniques,” Gottlieb 
says. “You’re talking about a host of 
methods that are beginning to find 
their way into people’s lives, whether 
they are aware of it or not.” 

With that in mind, the FDA, at the 
behest of the Clinton administration, 
is revisiting its year-old policy on ge- 
netically engineered products by con- 
sidering a proposal that they be la- 
beled. The debate is focused not on 
nutritional or safety concerns. In- 
stead, the FDA is for the first time 
considering mandatory labels based 
on a consumer “right to know.” 

In a related matter, the FDA is 
considering whether to approve the 
use and require the labeling of 
bovine-growth hormone (BGH), a 
genetically engineered product that 
would be injected into dairy cows to 
enhance milk production. (See “Hor- 
mones and Milk.”) 

“There is a key ethical decision that 
has to be made here,” says Paul 
Thompson, director for the Center 
for Biotechnology Policy and Ethics, 
at Texas A&M. “They’re going to 
have to make a choice of whether it is 
the responsibility of public policy to 
protect individual choice and consent, 
or apply science [proven to be safe 
for] the food supply. It’s an ethical 
dilemma because we would like to 
have both of those, but there seems to 
be a conflict.” 

Supporters of the FDA’s current 
policy believe requiring producers to 
include information that has nothing 
to do with the nutrition or healthful- 
ness of their product sets a bad prece- 
dent. Moreover, they say, the practical 
problems of labeling products could 
effectively crush the industry and stymie de- 
velopment of important new products. 

Labeling whole foods, like tomatoes, 
might be easy, they say. But what happens 
when large food manufacturers gather 
fruits, vegetables, and grains in massive 
quantities from different suppliers as ingre- 
dients for their products? How can a com- 
pany determine whether an ingredient has 
been genetically engineered? And even if it 
can, should the entire product, containing 
even the smallest amount of a gene-spliced 
ingredient, be labeled as such? Should la- 
beling be required for meat derived from 
animals raised on genetically altered feed? 


° 
he FDA’s Food Safety Advisory Com- 
mittee is also listening to arguments 


presented by groups like the Pure 
Foods Campaign, an organization spear- 


headed by renowned anti-biotech activist 
Jeremy Rifkin. Though the industry is quick 
to dismiss Rifkin and his supporters as anti- 
biotech zealots, the FDA acknowledges that 
its own regulations compel it to take into ac- 
count many concerns voiced by pro-labeling 
advocates. 

For instance, FDA regulations say a prod- 
uct’s label is misleading if it fails to disclose 
all facts that pertain to the potential conse- 
quences of using the product. As it stands, 
the FDA may mandate approval for prod- 
ucts that contain potential allergens. So if a 
gene from a peanut is spliced into a potato, 
special labeling might be required. But of 
particular concern to critics are unknown 
allergens created by a gene spliced into a 
foreign environment. 

“We don’t know whether it is possible to 
create new configurations of food allergies 
by mixing proteins across species,” Krimsky 
explains. 

Krimsky thinks companies like Calgene 
may not need to inform the public about the 


s 


gene splicing involved in projects like Flavr 
Savr tomatoes, since that doesn’t introduce 
other species’ traits. But he firmly believes 
the industry is obliged to inform the millions 
of Americans with food allergies that new, 
cross-species foods may have unknown 
health effects. 

Without such labeling, he says, “if some- 
thing did go awry, you’d have no means of 
retrieving the cause. It precludes the possi- 
bility of finding out information on a large 
scale because people would not be able to 
report any distinction about the kind of food 
they eat.” 

At a recent public hearing, numerous oth- 
er concerns were also expressed to the FDA 
food advisory panel as it considered the la- 
beling issue. Among them: 

¢ Ethical. Vegetarians and some whose 
religious beliefs embrace dietary concerns 


believe they have the right to. know if their - - 
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vegetables contain animal genes. 

In addition, activists from groups like 
the Pure Foods Campaign say the sanctity 
of natural food is at stake. The simple mu- 
tations about to be marketed, they say, are 
just a harbinger of frightening new and 
unrecognizable genetic combinations that, 
if the FDA fails to act, won’t even be sub- 
jected to mandatory testing, registration, 
or labeling. 

Less-strident opponents say they simply 
believe they have a right to know what tech- 
nology was involved in making the foods 
they consume so they can make an informed 
choice. \ 

* Economic. Studies show that large 
farms are more likely to benefit from, or be 
able to afford, products like BGH, which in- 
crease production. Ultimately, critics argue, 
small and family-owned farms will be driven 
out of business, replaced by corporate farms. 

¢ Environmental. Some observers are 
concerned that transgenic plants, if they’re 
of hardier stock, could crowd out wild

plants and push those teetering on extinc- 
tion over the edge. 

An exhaustive field test conducted by 
British ecologists over three years, the re- 
sults of which were reported recently in the 
British journal Nature, found that a geneti- 
cally engineered crop of rapeseed was no 
more invasive than an unmodified crop. 
Though many scientists are suspending 
judgment about the risks posed by other 
species or crop manipulations pending fur- 
ther study, they say the test may, at the very 
least, prove to be a prototype for analyzing 
the impact of other transgenic plants. 

* Social. Though advocates often talk 
about the prospect of using biotechnology to 
create resilient crops that could ease world 
food shortages, critics say the industry is not 
moving in that direction.

Genetics] reviewed all the major products on the horizon 
in the research-and-development stage,” Krimsky says, 
“we could not find one that was a clear example of ad- 
dressing an important global or national agricultural 
problem. We did find that most of the products were de- 
signed to increase the value of crops or create a market 
niche.” 

FDA spokesman Stone says the agency’s advisory com- 
mittee appears to be split along ideological lines. Scientists 
and academics on the committee apparently believe there 
is no scientific basis for requiring labeling on gene-spliced 
products. Consumer-advocate members are inclined to 
give the public the information it 
needs to make an informed 
choice. 

One possible compromise un- 
der consideration is “reverse la- 
beling.” Like environmentally 
friendly products that have earned 
the Green Seal of approval, prod- 
ucts would be proclaimed 
“biotech free” after review by an 
independent board. Reverse label- 
ing, supporters says, would let the 
free market decide whether there 
is a place for biotech foods on su- 
permarket shelves. 

“The philosophical disagree- 
ments are not quite so pro- 
nounced on reverse labeling as 
they are on mandatory labeling,” 
Stone says of the committee’s 
deliberations on the proposal. 
Nevertheless, he says, significant 
problems remain, including how 
to verify that no ingredient in a food has been genetically 
engineered.

ost biotech-industry observers believe the FDA 
will not significantly depart from its current poli- 
cy, and will thus allow manufacturers of geneti- 
cally engineered food to proceed without new regulations. 

But marketplace acceptance is as much an uncertainty 
as regulatory approval. “The decision-makers are you and 
I,” says the Massachusetts Biotechnology Council’s Got- 
tlieb. “If nobody buys the tomato, people will stop making 
them. That’s basically how the American system works: let 
the marketplace decide.” 

It will take a skilled marketing strategy to walk the new 
biotech foods around the potential land mines awaiting 
them. At the heart of the matter is the public, which 
knows little more about gene splicing than what it has 
gleaned from Jurassic Park. Surveys conducted by the 
biotech industry and its detractors find that only a small 
portion of Americans even know what it means for food to 
be genetically engineered. 

And that’s why a heated battle is being waged for the 
hearts and minds — and wallets — of the American con- 
sumer. Rifkin’s Pure Food Campaign, for example, is or- 
ganizing boycotts to alert consumers about the “Franken- 
foods” now being developed and to pressure image-con- 
scious companies to wash their hands of genetically engi- 
neered products. 

“There are manipulations happening to the food supply 
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over which they [consumers] have no control and for 
which there is very little consumer information,” says Dan 
Barry, executive director of the Pure Foods Campaign. 
“We want to change that. We’re putting together an ac- 
tivists’ network of individuals who lead protests outside 
major-supermarket headquarters, outside of food compa- 
nies, and outside of dairies and dairy co-ops.” 

The campaign’s primary targets so far have been Camp- 
bell Soup Company and McDonald’s, two companies with 
enough purchasing power to make or break a product. 
Campbell’s, which owns the rights to grow and use Flavr 
Savr tomatoes for processed products, has backed away 
from plans to use it in its soups and sauces. The Pure 
Foods Campaign says the threat of a worldwide boycott 
and the effect that would have on Campbell’s rosy- 
cheeked image made the company think twice. Company 
officials deny the connection, saying the tomato simply 


doesn’t meet their current needs. 

Rifkin and company are boycotting McDonald’s in the 
hope of getting a similar response. The campaign is urg- 
ing McDonald’s to pledge not to use milk products de- 
rived from cows injected with BGH. So far, McDonald’s 
has given little hint about what it will do. 

In the meantime, the biotech industry is charting its 
course and mulling over ideas that it hopes will help quell 
public concern. 

“As biotechnology crosses the commercial threshold, 
what has to happen to ensure acceptance by consumers?” 
asked an article in a recent issue of the Washington 
Grapevine, a trade newsletter published by the United 
Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Association. “There seems to be 
a general agreement among professionals in the field that 
consumer education is key — that acceptance could be 
substantially enhanced through education and information 
efforts aimed at explaining the use of biotech in ways that 
consumers can understand.” 

But as Calgene executives know, with public opinion on 
gene-spliced foods still being shaped, the biotech food in- 
dustry must carefully measure how much information is 
enough to inform and attract customers without alarming 
or overwhelming them. 

“One thing you ought to know,” says John McClung in 
the Grapevine article. “Don’t call it a ‘revolution.’ The re- 
search shows that when it comes to their food supply, 
consumers don’t like to think in revolutionary terms — 
it’s just too unsafe and uncertain a concept for anything as 
basic and essential as the food supply.”

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SCREENING FOR GENES 


Though the moral dilemma posed by the possi- 
bility of using gene intervention to thwart human 
aging — similar to what was done to Flavr Savr 
tomatoes — may be generations away, the federal 
government is already grappling with more-imme- 
diate ethical considerations associated with master- 
ing the genetic code. Foremost among them: 
genetic discrimination — prejudice based on a 
person’s genetic predispositions. 

One program in particular has generated signifi- 
cant interest — and controversy — since its incep- 
tion three years ago. The US Human Genome Pro- 

ject, backed by the National Institutes of 
) Health and the US Department of Ener- 
gy, is a $3 billion, 15-year project aimed 
at identifying each of the estimated 
100,000 human genes and deciphering 
their protein codes. 

It’s an effort that promises to reveal 
previously unfathomable information 
about our genetic make-up and provide a 
key to understanding the more than 4000 
genetic diseases afflicting humankind. 

It’s also a project that has galvanized 
an uncommon coalition of scientists, ac- 
tivists, and politicians who are concerned 
about the power and the perils of know- 
ing a person’s genetic blueprint. 

“Genetic discrimination is currently 
happening and will undoubtedly contin- 
ue,” warns a fact sheet published by the 
Foundation on Economic Trends, a 
Washington-based organization headed 
by anti-biotech activist Jeremy Rifkin. 
“Recent reports have documented inci- 
dents where individuals have been turned down for 
life, health, disability, and auto insurance, denied 
government employment, and turned away from 
adoption agencies because of suspected genetic ab- 
normalities in themselves or families. This despite 
the fact that these individuals were not ill but mere- 
ly genetically predisposed to certain illnesses.” 

In 1990, US Representative John Conyers (D- 
Michigan) introduced the nation’s first legislation 
to address genetic discrimination and privacy. 
Called the Human Genome Privacy Act, the legisla- 
tion would forbid disclosing genetic information for 
reasons other than medical emergencies and foren- 
sic investigations. The bill has an eclectic mix of 
supporters, ranging from consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader to gene-therapy pioneer W. French Ander- 
son. Last year, a congressional subcommittee de- 
cided to withdraw the bill so language could be 
written that would allow the law to apply not just to 
the federal government but also to the private sec- 
tor. Conyers plans to reintroduce the measure this 
session. 

It is a measure Anderson believes is a crucial 
check on government power. 

“It is important we have a social mechanism in 
place to ensure that the new genetic-screening in- 
formation being developed is not abused or misused 
by the government,” he says. —TS

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hey’re not laughing over at Wingo 
Square anymore. Boston Herald 
staffers — who love to make sport 
of the internal squabbles, constant 
re-shuffles, and torturous levels of 
anxiety at the rival Boston Globe 
— received a high-voltage shock 
of their own around noon this past 
Tuesday. After a mere four months at the 
helm, editor Martin Dunn, 38, left to take 
the top job at the New York Daily News 
and was replaced by managing editor Alan 
Eisner, 45, a Herald veteran whose tenure 
predates Murdoch’s 1982 purchase of the 
tabloid by almost 10 years. 

Even before the stunning change of the 
guard — Dunn’s abrupt departure came as 
a complete surprise to his colleagues, and 
he was reportedly ordered out of the Herald 
offices immediately by the angry publisher, 
Pat Purcell — the tabloid troops seemed 
too distracted with their own worries to 
have any real fun at someone else’s expense. 

That explains the Herald’s muted re- 
sponse to the June 11 sale of the Globe to 
the New York Times. Sure, Howie Carr 
got in a few licks at the “bow-tied bum- 
kissers” and Eisner spouted some bring- 
’em-on bravado. But these days, it’s the 
Herald’s world that seems to be coming 
apart at the seams. 

And in watching Dunn get lured to New 
York as a pawn in the tabloid tong war be- 
tween Daily News owner Mort Zuckerman 
and presumptive Post owner Rupert Mur- 
doch — to do battle against New York 
Post editor Ken Chandler, himself a for- 
mer Herald editor — the Herald learned 
its own hard lesson in the realities of giant 
corporate absentee ownership. 

Bombshell number one was Herald own- 


| er Murdoch’s play to gain control of his old 
| toy, the Post. Although the irrepressible 


Aussie appears to be beating Post unions 
into submission, the implications of a New 
York acquisition are still unclear for the 
Herald, which has been downgraded from 
flagship paper to runt of the litter. 

Not only did the well-liked Ken Chan- 
dler head down to the Post after editing 
the Herald for seven years, but Purcell — 
who arrived at the Herald in 1984 and 
adroitly steered it toward stability and 
community acceptance with tireless work 
on the rubber-chicken circuit — also 
moved his base of operations to New 
York, where he tends to Murdoch’s pub- 
lishing properties. And finally, Dunn, who 
succeeded Chandler in March after rescu- 
ing Murdoch’s middlebrow London 
tabloid Today, jumped ship, leaving 
staffers to ponder the implications of an 
Eisner regime and to wonder who will 
move up the masthead behind him. 

At the same time, there’s been dramatic 


| churn in the ranks to match the exodus at 
| the top. In the past few months, a large 
| number of veteran and valued Herald 
| staffers have exited stage right, creating 





shock waves in a newsroom small enough 
to be affected by a single departure. (See 
“They Went Thataway,” page 24). 

Some of those left behind have grown 
increasingly unhappy with the results of a 
decision taken a few years ago to broaden 
the Herald’s mandate by assigning re- 
porters to prestigious special-project beats. 
Although it was ostensibly an effort to in- 
crease the paper’s editorial reach, the move 
has stirred internal rumblings that the pa- 
per is compromising its basic beat-the- 
Globe mission while creating a Globe-like 
caste system among Herald reporters. That 
division is further exacerbated by the yawn- 
ing chasm between the salaries and benefits 
paid to union and non-union employees. 

But after last Tuesday’s events, Herald 
tea-leaf readers were primarily concerned 
with trying to divine what Eisner’s eleva- 
tion says about Murdoch’s intentions. A 
solid, stolid, status quo type, Eisner could 
become the Herald’s equivalent of Jack 
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Driscoll, the loyal company man selected 
by Globe publisher Bill Taylor in 1986 to 
run his roiling news operation after the di- 
visive chaos wrought by Michael Janeway’s 
short-lived regime. Throughout his tenure 
— which ended when Matt Storin became 
editor this year — Driscoll was seen as a 
nice guy overmatched by his job. 

And the worry at One Herald Square 
that Murdoch may have selected a care- 
taker editor — instead of importing one of 
his young Brit Wunderkinder — has kin- 
died some fears that he might be looking 
to discard the Herald eventually. 

Right now, it’s all just feverish specula- 
tion in the heat of the moment. But as one 
concerned staffer put it: “Eisner was 
passed over by Murdoch several times. 
Now they give him the job. The question 
is, what does it mean?” 


What he’s Dunn 

On his way out the door last Tuesday, 
Dunn had kind words for the Herald, ex- 
pressing “huge regrets” and lauding his 
charges as “one of the best staffs I ever 
worked with.” But the evidence suggests he 
was just slumming in Boston. A widely cir- 
culating story holds that he and Zuckerman 
came to terms on the Daily News job early 
in the year, only to have Zuckerman pull 
the rug out from under him at the last mo- 
ment. “It wasn’t quite like that,” says Dunn. 
It seems obvious, however, that he was very 
interested in returning to New York, a city 
he reportedly fell in love with during an ear- 
lier stint as Big Apple-bureau chief for the 
downscale British tabloid the Sun. 

During his brief reign, Dunn did begin 
to put his mark on the Herald. He favored 
the big-headline, page-one splash, recon- 
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figured the pages to try to appeal more to 
women, and liked softer news of the tots- 
and-pets variety. 

One area that has Dunn’s fingerprints 
all over it is the Sunday Herald, whose 
many earlier incarnations consistently 
failed to pique reader interest. Despite a 
jump of more than 50 percent in daily cir- 
culation during Murdoch’s decade-long 
run, the Herald’s Sunday sales have re- 
mained flat — 227,768 in 1982 and 
227,952 today. 

The latest rehab effort included moving 
columnist Howie Carr to Sundays and 
commissioning a “Boston ’93” poll of how 
city residents live and think that ran for 
several weeks. Come this fall, according to 
the gossip, the Sunday magazine was slat- 
ed for a Dunn redesign along the lines of 
the newly created “You” features-and-en- 
tertainment section in the daily. 

The “You” section, which debuted in 
April, was also Dunn’s handiwork. For 
years, going back to original Murdoch edi- 
tor Joe Robinowitz, Herald execs have 
talked wistfully about trying to attract 
young women. “You” is, in theory, intend- 
ed to accomplish that, given its feminine 
look and a lead feature that generally fo- 
cuses On a prominent woman or an issue 
such as “modern love” or women’s health. 

Features editor Linda Tischler says the 
“You” redesign represented a long-over- 
due acknowledgement that “the Herald 
was like a hardware store — all male, with 
politics, crime, and sports.” Still, Tischler 
admits the feedback has been “mixed,” 
with critics labeling the section’s look 


- “retro.” The same could be said of some 


of the content — like the feature on how 
to pick a form-flattering swimsuit, or for- 
mer Mayflower Madame Sydney Biddle 
Barrows’s tips for keeping your man hap- 
py — which reek of Cosmo sensibilities 
and downscale demographics. 

The major “You” tradeoff has been less 
space devoted to local arts reporting and 
reviewing. “The ‘lesser arts’ coverage is 
getting short shrift,” Tischler acknowl- 
edges. “We don’t cover the city to the ex- 
tent we did.” 

During an interview with the Phoenix 
conducted a few weeks before his depar- 
ture, Dunn hastened to point out he was 
not interested in taking the Herald “down 
market.” But in an attempt to juice up the 
paper’s graphics and ‘ ‘put some pop” on 
page one, Dunn wasn’t averse to tarting 
up the paper with some less-than-lofty 
tabloid treatments. 

There were, for example, the big blow- 
outs after the Waco inferno. The day after 
the horrifying conflagration, the Herald 
went full-speed ahead with a full front- 
page photo of the blurry apocalypse and 
14 pages of DAVID’S FIRE stories. The next 
day, photos of the dead Davidian children 
adorned page one, followed by eight pages 
of AFTER THE INFERNO coverage. 

Then there have been the beasts. The 
dinosaurs from Jurassic Park made the 
front page twice in four days. There were 
two stories, including a front-pager, about 
the ducks that hatched outside a Middle- 
ton supermarket. A killer alligator from 
Florida took up three-quarters of page 
three on June 21, and three days earlier, 
the saga of the New Hampshire woman 
who discovered a frog baked into a pretzel 
made page four. On June 2, a story about 
a piranha being caught in a Mansfield 
pond wasn’t complete without a half-page 
photo of the fish being leered at goofily by 
its new owner. And a nearly full-page 
photo of a baby wallaby and her mom at 
the Franklin Park Zoo dominated page 
five of the July 7 paper. 

Then there’s been a smidgeon of good 
old sex. On May 28, the Mayflower 
Madame’s helpful hints for hormonal har- 
mony were teased atop page one. A July 10

photo of a young woman cooling herself by 
a fan displayed nothing more explicit than 
her bare shoulders. But her closed eyes and 
languid smile conjured up Porno Flicks 101. 
And a story on skin cancer inside the June 
13 paper liberally displayed the pulchritude 
of a young woman on a local beach. 

No, the woman wasn’t on page three, 
and she kept her top on. And the basic 
Herald story mix was largely unchanged 
under Dunn. But he seemed to be taking at 
least tentative steps toward reversing the 
Herald trend — encouraged largely by as- 
sistant managing editor Andy Costello and 
executive city editors Andrew Gully and 
Kevin Convey, the so-called Micks with 
Dicks who’ve been running the city desk 
for much of the past decade — toward 
more-mainstream journalism, with an em- 
phasis on political coverage. 

Enter Alan Eisner, a native Bostonian, a 
Boston Latin, UMass, and Suffolk Univer- 
sity grad who went to work full-time at the 
Herald in 1973, the year after his father 
was killed delivering the paper when his 


Purcell, who may be looking to loosen up 
the product? In remarks made to the 
Phoenix while Dunn was still running the 
show, Purcell stressed, “Our mandate and 
our objective is to carve out a younger audi- 
ence. As we got older . . . we got very politi- 
cal, [and there’s] still an element of heavy 
politics in the front of the paper. And I think 
we have an opportunity to lighten it up.” 

Dunn was moving in that direction. But 
that’s ancient history. 


Growing pains 

By all accounts, the Herald has come a 
ways since its page-one splash read: CAGED: 
. . . DAD AND HIS WIFE KEPT THEIR SON PRIS- 
ONER IN THIS CAGE WITH A PET DOG. And to 
date — with a few detours — the Murdoch 
years have represented a long, gradual 
march toward stability. 

“I think we’ve been evolving and that 
we’ve evolved into a pretty sophisticated 
area of journalism,” says Costello. 

Compared to a decade ago, today’s vital 
signs are certainly healthier. When Hearst 
sold the Herald American, as it was then 
called, the paper had a daily circulation of 
214,755. Today it’s 333,785, although it’s 
been as high as 360,000. The Hearst boss- 
es were reportedly losing $1 million a 





truck hit a pole in Brighton. 

Eisner began as a coffee- 
and-doughnuts gofer and 
worked his way up the lad- 
der, becoming managing edi- 
tor seven years ago. He is, by 
most accounts, a solid citizen 
and a good nuts-and-bolts 
guy who is something less 
than a towering force in the 
newsroom. He seemed to be 
forever doomed to losing the 
big office to Murdoch’s no- 
madic Brits. And everything 
in his professional DNA ap- 
pears to indicate one basic 
philosophy for running the 
Herald: stay the course. 

In an interview conducted 
before the events triggered by Dunn’s exit, 
Eisner downplayed the idea of a brave new 
Herald, noting, “We’ve always been tinker- 
ing with the product, [but] we did make a 
decision four or five years ago, as far as 
wholesale changes go, that if you changed 
too dramatically, people are not going to 
stick with you.” Adding that the paper now 
stands precariously “on the brink of prof- 
itability,” Eisner said, “You have to sort of 
hunker down and do the kinds of things 
creatively that won’t cost a lot of money.” 

Contacted after being named editor, Eis- 
ner said, “I’ve got some ideas I’ve wanted 
to do for some time to cement our role as 
a positive force for good in the communi- 
ty.” But he made it clear he supported the 
paper’s basic pre-Dunn direction. “I was at 
the helm running the paper day to day,” he 
asserts. “I’m from the area, and I know 
what the Boston market wants.” 

That last statement looks like a signal 
that there will be no vestiges of Fleet Street 
titillation at Eisner’s Herald. 

But could that put him in conflict with 








month back in 1982 when 
Murdoch bought the paper 
for a mere $1 million and 
some future profits. Today, 
Purcell says the operation “is 
cash positive,” although the 
suspicion is not by much. 
Ten years ago, the Herald’s 
pages were filled by what 
Convey calls the “Gang of 
12,” a dozen reporters each 
feverishly chasing a half- 
dozen stories a day.

Gelzinis, there are 35 city- 
side-reporter slots. 

The first wave of early ’80s 
migration to the Herald — including re- 
porters like Frank Phillips, Brian Mooney, 
Andrea Estes, and Joe Sciacca — helped 
put Murdoch’s tabloid on the map. But the 
breakthrough came in 1988, with eight new 
news hires and the creation of beats in ar- 
eas like education, transportation, health, 
and the environment. For the first time, the 
Herald was able to think further — albeit 
not much further — than 24 hours ahead. 
Today, although massively outgunned by 
the Globe’s resources — the broadsheet 
boasts about 180 news-side writers — the 
Herald can compete effectively on local 
news, politics, sports, and business. 

Traditionally, however, the paper simply 
hasn’t been big enough to offer options to 
valued veterans. When State House stal- 
wart Frank Phillips left to join the Globe a 
few years ago, he did so because he 
couldn’t envision his future at the Herald 
five years down the road. It explains why 
many staffers profess their disdain for the 
Globe while simultaneously dreaming of

life on Morrissey Boulevard. 

“The problem is you hit a wall at the 
Herald,” says one. “There is only so much 
they can offer you.” That’s true not only of 
money, but also of career opportunities. 

Ironically enough, a major source of in- 
ternal dissension was the decision to ex- 
pand the paper’s mandate into meatier in- 
vestigative and analytical reporting. The 
history of the “special projects” beats goes 
back to the ’88 hires and the staffing flexi- 
bility they afforded the editors. First 
Michelle Caruso — who would become fa- 
mous as the reporter who said she knew 
Chuck Stuart killed his wife, but couldn’t 
get her bosses to print it — began working 
on major crime stories. Then Jon Wells was 
pulled out of the State House to pursue po- 
litical corruption. Then reporters David 
Armstrong and Alan Levin began working 
on computer-assisted investigations. 

The fruits of their labors have been 
splashed on the pages of the Herald. Arm- 
- strong’s series this past February on priva- 
tization, an October 1992 look at Bill Clin- 
ton’s environmental record by Levin and 
Nick Tate, and Wells’s September 1992 se- 
ries on the profligacy of the Massachusetts 
Industrial Finance Agency are among some 
recent examples. To the editors, these pro- 
jects represent growth and sophistication, 
and what Costello calls “a healthy situation. 
The alternative is that everybody does the 
same thing and we’re a TV station.” 

But not everyone sees it that way. Some

on certain investigative efforts. And the Her- 
ald has been stretched thin in key areas. 
Although Ed Cafasso has just been as- 
signed to help out — and veteran political 
writer Wayne Woodlief is working the may- 
oral race as well — Joe Sciacca spent the 
early part of the campaign as the lone occu- 
pant of the Herald’s City Hall bureau. 
(Even so, the Herald’s coverage of the cam- 
paign to date has been less comprehensive, 
but feistier and crisper than the Globe's.) 
Several years ago, the Herald had a top- 
notch State House bureau, with Wells, 
Eric Fehrnstrom, and Bob Connolly. But 
Wells was never replaced, and the bureau 
hasn’t exactly been clicking on all cylin- 


drawn-out dalliance with a job in Con- 
gressman Joseph Kennedy’s office that 
ended when he finally decided to stick 
with journalism. And Fehrnstrom spent 
several years doing the work of a bureau 
chief without getting the title, salary, and 
benefits. Herald management has finally 
decided to do right by him. But the dis- 
tracted bureau appeared to be caught flat- 
footed when its Globe rivals broke the 
June 24 story that Bill Weld might chal- 
lenge Ted Kennedy in 1994. 

When the race riot erupted at South 
Boston High School in early May — po- 
| tentially the biggest local story of the year 
| — the lead Herald reporter, Jules Critten- 
| den, was literally under trial by fire: it was 
| his first day on the job. 
| 





“We did that on purpose,” says Gully. 
| “He had a great tryout.” The Herald ac- 
| quitted itself reasonably well that day. But 

so did the Globe, which also had the dra- 

matic photo of Ray Flynn dodging debris. 
| And to paraphrase one Herald staffer, 
| since when.is a tie with the Globe good 
| enough on local breaking news? 

Keenly aware that covering this kind of 
explosive local event has been the Herald’s 
franchise, Costello bristles at the sugges- 
| tion that the Globe is closing the gap, 

declaring “unequivocally, on every major 

spot-news story, we’ve beaten them and 
beaten them badly.” 

The Herald can and does outhustle the 
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Globe to the flashing lights and sirens. 
Even though the initial gang-crossfire sce- 
nario has now been challenged, the tabloid 
did a much more energetic job of covering 
the July 2 murder of nine-year-old Eric 
Shepard. The same can be said of the July 
4 car accident that took the lives of four 
Massachusetts teens. And the Herald has 
certainly poured plenty of energy and re- 
sources into chasing major scandals — 
leading the local coverage of John Silber’s 
financial dealings, ardently pursuing the 


grand-jury investigation of congressman- 
turned-confessed-felon Nick Mavroules, 
and now unleashing a relentless assault on 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles Jerold Gnazzo. 

But despite Costello’s protestations to 
the contrary, the local-news playing field is 
changing. For one thing, the loss of key 
news-side reporters will have an impact on 
Herald coverage. And although it remains 
to be seen whether he can truly galvanize 
an often-enervated newsroom, new Globe 
editor Matt Storin — dubbed “Mad Matt” 
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by the Herald’s “Inside Track” columnists 
— gets a lot madder than his predecessor, 
Jack Driscoll, did when the Herald scoops 
the broadsheet in its own back yard. 

Still Convey, who oversees the special 
projects, sees no reason to worry. “It 
seems to me,” he says, “that people who 
say we have too many projects people and 
we’re not keeping up on breaking news 
don’t know what they’re talking about.” 

But rightly or wrongly, the elevation of 
reporters to the projects beats has dis- 
turbed the Herald’s delicate newsroom 
equilibrium. As in Animal Farm, all animals 
are created equal, but now some are more 
equal than others. Now there are wise- 
cracks about reporters whose bylines don’t 
show up all that frequently, a strange 
change for a paper that used to conduct of- 
fice pools based on which Globe bylines 
made their way into print least often. There 
are reporters covetously eyeing a better gig 
that frees them from the daily grind. There 
is more bitching — to the point where it’s 
beginning to resemble a mini-version of the 
Globe’s incredibly polarized newsroom. 

“This was a hellhole to work in, but an 
equal hellhole for all,” notes one staffer, 
describing — with some hyperbole — the 
traditional Herald gestalt. “The Herald 
used to be a place of common misery. 
Now they’ve Balkanized the operation.” 

“Over the years, we’ve created more 
jobs,” responds Gully. “People want to 
move on to better jobs. You’re going to 
have the natural friction.” 

Exacerbating this friction is the divisive is- 
sue of salary and benefits at a paper that 
lags substantially behind the Globe pay 
scale. (According to the contract, a novice 
reporter starts at about $645 a week and the 
top-line salary is $792 a week. Under the 
Globe contract, reporters make up to $966.) 
Herald management cuts its own deals with 
the lucky employees — primarily columnists 
— awarded the 20 personal-services slots. 
And other staffers, such as bureau chiefs, 
also get better perks, which include 100 per- 
cent health coverage. But rank-and-file 
members of the Herald’s union pay more 
than 90 percent of those costs. As a result, 
says union president Lesley Phillips, 17 per- 
cent of the newsroom is actually uninsured. 

Of the discrepancy between the standard 
benefits and those bestowed upon exempt

employees, Phillips says: “They have Rolls Royce health in- 
surance and we’re walking the streets.” 

Meanwhile, the union is profoundly unhappy with man- 
agement’s offer of raises of three percent, three and a half 
percent, four percent, and four and a half percent, stretched 
out over 60 months. “There’s a lot of demoralization here,” 
says Phillips. “Membership has decided it’s finally time for 
us to show our disgust.” In early July, union members be- 
gan sporting WE WANT A FAIR CONTRACT buttons. 

It would be a stretch to suggest that Herald employees 
have traditionally marched to the office singing “heigh-ho, 
heigh-ho, it’s off to work we go.” Convey insists that the 
old image of the staff as a bunch of overworked and under- 
paid but nonetheless happy and unified campers was large- 
ly mythical. And it’s hard to quibble with Costello’s asser- 
tion that “you’re gonna go into any newsroom in the coun- 
try and people grumble.” 

But the atmosphere in the newsroom today clearly seems 
to have changed for the worse. 


“I think the biggest difference . . . is real low morale, no 
more rallying around the Herald,” adds another veteran

employee. “There’s a real heavy trade in gossip now.” 


The tide goes out 

Inside the Herald, June 22 quickly became known as 
“black Tuesday” — the day on which reporters Harvey 
Dickson, Bob Connolly, and Jon Wells all gave their notice. 
(Connolly changed his mind only hours later.) 

It was just the latest exodus in a year of alarming 
turnover at the paper, which had retained its basic corps of 
all-stars for years. 

Some of the holes have already been plugged. Ralph 
Ranalli and Bev Ford have moved into the vacant courts and 
crime jobs, respectively. Sunday-magazine editor Janet Walsh 
was named to take over the open city-editor job. And staffers 
like Jason Johnson, Jules Crittenden, Maggie Mulvihill, and 
Bill Hutchinson have been hired as the next generation of 
Herald infantry, the general-assignment reporters. But there 
are still four openings — for two general-assignment re- 
porters, one medical reporter, and an education reporter — 
left to fill before the paper gets back to full strength. 

The large turnover is not necessarily a referendum on 
life at the Herald. In many cases, the exits reflect very per- 
sonal decisions and a marketplace finally beginning to open 
up after years of stagnation. But they have taken a real toll 
on the place’s collegial psyche. 

“It’s stressful,” says a reporter. “You’re watching people 
who are friends and colleagues walk out the door.” 

That so many have left indicates the veteran reporters 
are suffering from the journalistic equivalent of the seven- 
year itch and realizing that, unlike the Globe, the Herald 
isn’t the last stop on the career path. 

“There’s some introspection about where you are and 
where you’re headed,” notes one reporter. There is also the 
burnout that comes with the Herald pace. And there’s 
more than a little concern about what the future holds. 

“A newsroom is like the tide going in and out,” says 
Costello. “And if it doesn’t, it stagnates.” Sounding suspi- 
ciously like the kind of diversity cop who would be the ob- 
ject of scorn on the Herald’s editorial pages, Costello says 
the newsroom will look different in the days and years to 
come. Jason Johnson, Leonard Greene, Samson Mulugeta, 
and Bill Hutchinson are all minority hires, and Costello 
predicts that “what you’re going to see are women and mi- 
norities moving into the hierarchy of the operation.” 

But what kind of Herald will they be working for? In the 
early 80s, the young-turk reporters mixed with editor Joe 
Robinowitz’s frenzied energy to bring the Herald back 
from the grave through sheer force of sweat and chutzpah. 
From Chandler’s arrival in the fall of 1986 to the current 
day, the paper has gone through what one staffer calls a 
“legitimization stage” — one that included remarkable sta- 
bility among the staff. But now, with the authors of that era 
leaving en masse, with editors shuttling in and out the 
door, and with Murdoch’s ultimate plans for his Boston 
bauble an eternal mystery (all the smart money thought 
he’d sell it off back in ’88 in order to hang onto the local 
Fox affiliate, Channel 25), all bets are off. 

Ironically, Dunn was bullish on the future of the Herald 
before he decided his future lay elsewhere. “I know the 
commitment is there,” he said of Murdoch. “This is a very 
significant part of the jigsaw.” 

But as one Herald wiseguy noted last Tuesday night, “we 
just lost a few of the pieces.” 

And for an institution that’s battled so mightily for — in 
Aretha’s words — “a little respect,” that can be a mighty 
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scary prospect.

Argh! What is wrong with me? Am I nuts? Should I 
have myself committed and just get it over with? 

These are the thoughts running through Alice K.’s 
mind. After all, this has been Alice K.’s fantasy: that the 
moody and complex Mr. Cruel would return to Alice K., 
fall passionately in love with her, and vindicate her once 
and for all. 

Why then — why? — is she standing there in his 
arms and thinking about Elliot M., the man she rejected 
(or sort of, anyway) six months before? 

Alice K.’s mind races. She’d come home the night 
before and found a sweet-voiced, vulnerable message 
from Elliot M. on her machine, saying he wanted to talk.

tionship soured, she and Mr. Cruel had an intense sex 
life — the kind of dramatic, passionate, sweaty sex life 
that makes it very easy to confuse lust with love — but 
after a while, sex became another stressful event, one 
more area, in a growing number of areas, where Alice K.

Now, now. Joel is a good fellow, and he will surely 
get the hang of this know-it-all business eventually. I 
still recall with a shudder the time when as a young pup 
I blithely adverted to “talking books for the deaf.” That 
said, Joel’s explanations of golf-ball dimples bites the 
bag. He writes, “Increased turbulence [due to dim- 
pling] means less drag on the surface of the ball. . . . 
The backspin imparted by the club face is what gives a 
ball lift, but without dimples, the air will ‘cling’ to the 
ball, and it will flop to the ground.” 

Not to put too fine a point on it, but this is com- 
pletely scrambled. For the real answer, we turn to the 
bookshelf. A few volumes to the left of Joel’s two epics 
we find . . . well, I guess Aquinas isn’t the ideal source 
on this. Let’s try Ira Flatow’s Rainbows, Curve Balls 
& Other Mysteries of the Natural World Explained. Ira 
tells us (or rather tells you; me, he merely reminds) 
that the purpose of dimples is not to reduce but to 
increase drag on the ball, up to a point. This enables 
the ball to grab the layer of air immediately adjacent. 
Because the ball has backspin, the air on top of the 
ball moves faster than the air below, and the ball 
develops lift. The Bernoulli principle in action, if 
you'll excuse a little name-dropping. Airplane wings 
work the same way. 

As for Return of the Jedi and the The Brothers 
Karamazov, Joel’s reference thereto gave me pause, 
too. However, rather than waste a lot of time trying to 
explain what The Brothers K was really about, which 
sounds perilously close to what I used to write in blue 
books in college, I called up Joel and asked what the 
hell he had in mind. Here’s his explanation: he got 
through the first 60 or 70 pages of The Brothers K and 
noticed that the brothers seemed to have problems with 
their father.

Ergo, they are 
thematically equivalent. Okay, so it’s not what you'd 
call a closely reasoned argument, but come on, says 
Joel, it was a joke, mostly. Joel, take some advice from 
one who knows: in this business you make jokes at risk 
of your life. This guy Balderston has been stewing 
about this for three weeks. Just be glad that downstairs 
the Post has guards.

ummertime, and we begin what I Ope will 
be an annual survey of Boston’s fine brew 
pubs. These are breweries without bottles, or 
bars that brew their own beers on-site, or 
restaurants with home-brewed beers, de- 
pending on your point of view. There 
are now four of them. The first one, 
Commonwealth Brewing Company, — 
opened way back in 1986. (Of 
course, 200 years ago, when i 
children drank beer for break- 
fast, almost all Boston tay- 


~erns were brew pubs.) dy 
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Although the idea of brewing one’s own beer in small 
batches is to be creative, there are certain common fea- 
tures to the beers served in brew pubs. Most important, 
almost all of them are ales — that is, top-fermented (by 
strains of yeast that colonize on the surface) at warmish 
temperatures. Generic American beers — you know, 
Bud, Miller Lite, Coors, Michelob — are lagers, which 
are bottom-fermented at temperatures in the 40s, then 
stored cold. Lagers can be made in a variety of styles, 
but they tend to be simple, clean-tasting, and stable. 
Since you don’t need all that refrigeration and storage 
equipment to make ales, brew pubs usually make ales. 

And some of the fun is, they make ales right in front of 
you. Those big shiny tanks of copper or stainless steel 
aren’t just industrial decor, they’re industrial equipment. 
Those sacks of malted barley stacked up on one side 
aren’t part of a brewing diorama, they’re what the real 
brewers in this real brewery are going to feed to some real 
yeast so you can quaff a sparkling steinful like the one 
beading up on the counter right now. They used to say, if 
you eat sausage, don’t look into how it’s made. But if you 
eat sausage in a brew pub, you can look right 
into how the ale is made without losing a bit of 
your thirst. 

The customers of Boston’s hot brew pubs 
mostly want to enjoy a casual evening in a 
beer-cellar atmosphere. But the brewmasters 
are obsessed hobbyists, and most of the bar- 
tenders give good technical chat, too. If you 
want to discuss “estery aromas” and dry- 
hopping and two-row barleys, you probably 
already own your own brew pub. But if 
you’re just interested in why that glass of 
brew pub ale doesn’t taste like a commercial 
bottled beer, most pubs offer literature, hand- 
outs, and sometimes guided tours that tell 
you exactly why. 

Entertainment aside, there are positives 
and negatives to ales brewed on-site. With a 
good, fresh ale, you can capture fruity and 
winey aromas that bottom-fermented beers 
— even great ones like Samuel Adams Bos- 
ton Lager — just don’t get. There is also a 
certain creaminess of body in a fresh, warm, 
cask-conditioned ale that even draft lagers 
never attain. 

The downside is that ales are apt to spoil. 
There is a particular spoiled aftertaste — I 
don’t know enough about brewing to tell you 
if it is oxidation, bacterial spoilage, or spent 
yeast — to which home-brewed ales are 
prone, though it also shows up in old bottled 
beers of all kinds. This spoilage is apparently 
harmless, and some people can ignore it easi- 
ly, especially after the first glass. It is more 
apparent in lighter styles of beer, and at 
warmer temperatures. 

I should add immediately that I found a lot 
less of this spoilage recently than when I last 
reviewed the brew pubs. But I still think the 
heavier ales at brew pubs are a better choice 
than the lighter styles, both because they ob- 
scure spoilage and because home brewers 
have more creative choices with the richer 
recipes. I respect a clean wheat beer as a 
technical achievement, but I love stout. 
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ties for cheese, onions, and bread — the British plow- 
man’s lunch. No Boston brew pub serves a plowman’s 
lunch, regrettably, but the classic combination is fre- 
quently sublimated into pizza, onion soup gratinée, or 
nachos.

Probably the best line-up of ales, top to bottom, is at 
the Boston Beer Works, which, paradoxically, has the 
weakest food of any Boston brew pub. I am inclined to

I also love Commonwealth Brewing Com- 
pany’s Boston’s Best Burton Bitter ($2.75 
half-pint, $3.25 pint) in the warm, cask-con- 
ditioned form. The pub sells it cold as well 
and, uniquely, bottles it for package stores. 
Served in the “manner of a traditional En- 
glish bitter,” it is clean as a whistle, but as 
creamy as a French horn. The current batch 
is a lot less bitter (and English) than I re- 
member, resulting in a rather sweet, fruity- 
smelling, creamy ale. More like the ales that 
were popular in Curley’s Boston, such as 
Pickwick and Croft. 

The special on my visit was Joe Q’s Export 
($3.50 pint), a pale ale served cold with a 
hoppy, floral finish. You could mistake this 
for a fine lager. I noted only a hint of 
spoilage. Commonwealth typically offers 
three light ales cold, and three or four heavier 
styles at 55 degrees. 

Commonwealth has perhaps the most ex- 
posed copper trim of any Boston brew pub, 
and many personal touches despite vast ca- 
pacity. The sound system came up with Joe 
Cocker’s “With a Little Help from My 
Friends,” the most appropriate background 
music possible. The men’s room has a con- 
dom machine and the day’s Herald sports sec- 
tion stapled up around the urinal. Bridge mix 
on the bar. A porter, a stout, and a “special 
old ale” in the high-alcohol barley-wine style. 

Despite a location between the twin level- 
ers of City Hall and Boston Garden, Com- 
monwealth has developed really excellent 
food. Beer goes especially well with spicy or 
salty or smoked food, which is most restau- 
rant food today. But ales have special affini-

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ably a merchandising strategy to hedge their bets on a 
list of fine ales with a beer-bash menu. 

Still, | was astonished at a sampler ($5.25) of Climax 
Wheat, with a clean finish and a touch of malt; Bambino 
Light Ale, in a hoppier style that does indeed “break the 
curse” (they mean the curse on the Red Sox for selling 
Babe Ruth; I mean the curse on light ales at brew pubs); 
Kenmore Kolsch, another light ale with a perfumed nose 
and taste; and their signature amber ale, Boston Red, 
currently hopped up and dried out to a creamier copy of 
our popular Sam Adams Lager. It was such a bravura 
sampler that I decided to overlook the substitution of 
Blueberry Ale for their superb Hercules Strong Ale, a 
barley wine that’s probably on summer vacation. They 
have kept their Buckeye Oatmeal Stout, and thus the 
Nadeau seal of approval. 

Foodwise, I’ve warned you in the past about the 
openly tomatofied chili (I endorse the smoked pork 
chops), and I have noted that the grilling here is better 
than the frying. I may have mentioned the slow service 
and the dismal industrial decor. The idea of brew-pub 
decor, boys, is to invoke the good old days of 
craft brewing, not to model one’s restaurant 
on the inside of a high-tech brewery. This 
dining area has been softened by more mu- 
rals and a vast international collection of 
empty beer bottles. But it’s less like a brew 
pub than a brew factory. It just happens to be 
saved by having some of the best fresh ales 
you'll ever taste.

For food and surroundings, the current 
winner is John Harvard’s Brew House, 
tucked into a brick cellar in Harvard Square 
like the Munich Hofbréuhaus. And some of 
the beers are very good, including Boston’s 
only brew-pub lagers. On a “Bard’s Sampler” 
($4.75 for five small tasting glasses), I was 
quite taken with the amber bock, a power 
lager with plenty of malt in the initial flavor, 
and plenty of bitter hops in the aftertaste. 
Even better was the export stout, a really 
smoky-tasting ale, black with roasted malt, 
and more of a bitter, Guinness-like finish 
than I remembered. These were beers to con- 
template, almost too flavorful for food. 

John Harvard’s Pale Ale and All American 
Light Ale had been completely cleaned up 
since my first visit. The former is as close to a 
good English bitter as I have tasted in a Bos- 
ton brew pub this year; the latter has some 
hop. Only a wheat beer, served Berlin-style, 
with lemon, brought down the average. The 
lemon helped, and having it cold helped, but 
this kind of straight wheat beer has little ap- 
peal to me even before it (inevitably) spoils. 
John Harvard’s does get credit for making it 
without fruit, however. 

The closest I could get to a pub lunch was 
the grilled pizza ($5.95), which has the ob- 
long appearance (but not the smoky crust) of 
the Al Forno original, and an especially cun- 
ning combination of cheeses. If they’d use a 
little more cheddar, and onions instead of 
tomatoes... 

More than the other brew pubs, John Har- 
vard’s has the service and atmosphere of an 
unhurried country pub or restaurant, no small 
achievement in Harvard Square. It is the only 
brew pub where they actually offer you water. 
The background music leans heavily toward 
the apparently ale-associated Beatles, with 
James Taylor (an Apple Records artist) for 
Cambridgeness. If you bring a ’60s relic with 
you, he or she may be able to recall all the 
celebrities in the stained-glass windows.

The Cambridge Brewing Company has sev- 
eral fine features, and the food and beer have 
greatly improved over the past few years. It is 
the only Boston brew pub with tables outdoors 
— lots of them. And it would have a great CD 
jukebox, from Billie Holiday to Joe Jackson, if 
you could hear any of the selections. In fact, 
it’s hard to hear anything indoors at the Cam- 
bridge Brewing Company. It has a complicat- 
ed celebrity-face mural to work out, and at 
least the celebrities are from the ’80s. 

It also has a peach wheat beer ($1.75 nine- 
ounce, $2.75 pint) right now that makes the

This is the well-known, time- 
honored international code for “Run, 
Tina, run! Get away!” 

Poor Tina. She didn’t understand. In- 
stead, she calmly stood where she was, 
in the bar at Spasso’s talking to some 
guy named Joe (as in Joey Buttafuoco). 

“Did I say girlfriend?” we overheard Joe 
ask her, referring to a statement he made 
that his girlfriend was in Hong Kong on 
business. “She’s not really my girlfriend. I 
mean, it’s just not there for me. But she calls 
me boyfriend.” 

In Morse code, this may be succinctly 
translated into -— — *— — *— — 
(“WWW”), which is short for “Wife? What 
wife?” Joe is now at the earlier stage of the disease, 
GWG (i.e., “Girlfriend? What girlfriend?”). Women who 
suffer this illness, which affects only memory and con- 
science, refer to it as BWB, or HWH after vows. In either 
gender, beware of early symptoms, as the disease progress- 
es inevitably to painful betrayals and infidelities. 

It’s important when you meet people to take careful 
note of what they tell you.

I am 
tired of grown-ups who get in touch with the child within, 
then let it run wild or cry in theaters. Our generation is the 
first to laugh at the idea of an old woman who has fallen 
and can’t get up, yet we are the last to shut up about our 
own personal disappointments in love.

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and I can’t shut up” syndrome. 

“Jump out the window,” I’ve been coaching Tina. 

But she won’t listen. Just talks and talks. About his fa- 
vorite colors, and shows, where they used to go. We close 
by analyzing why I/she/her other friends/therapist/peo- 
ple on the street think it might have ended versus why 
Mark said it ended. 

It’s a shame Mark left her for the usual reasons: fear of 
commitment, boredom, he didn’t love her anymore. I am 
beginning to feel the same way about Tina myself. Now, if 
Mark had left Tina for, say, Tina’s grandmother, then Tina 
could talk about it on Oprah. Cher would call in support 
of the grandmother. (Yeah, Cher!) But important for Tina, 
millions of viewers could hear her plight. The catharsis 
would be complete. 

But since it’s such a normal, everyday ending, Oprah 
isn’t calling Tina. Tina is calling us. We will be her mil- 
lions of viewers, singly hearing her repeat her story a mil- 
lion times. 

You can only say, “La-la-la-la-la-la” with your fingers 
stopping your ears so many times before you must listen 
to Tina again. 

Yes, it hurts. When love leaves you stranded on a 
desert highway, talking helps — but not that much. A 
time machine would be better, where you could travel 
ahead and find out that that relationship wasn’t so great. 
Or that you learned something from it that really helped 
you later to have a better relationship with someone fab- 
ulous.

And as you cringe they will laugh hysterically, until any 
beverage they have been drinking while remembering your 
Transitional will come shooting out their noses, 20 feet, 
hitting the wall opposite them, or a person in the way, 
whichever comes first. 

Maybe this is your friends’ payback for the moments 
they share with you during your worst obsessions.

uring a rehearsal, San Francisco’s Fat 

Lip theater company is vamping it up, 

swinging marabou boas and plus-size 

hips as they trill, “Honeybun, honey- 

bun, 301 pounds of fun.” Troupe 

rnembers — there’s Polly Pan, Peter’s 

Plump, Political Sister, and the Fat 

Fairy, who fights the evil Diet Hook — 

weigh between 200 and 500 pounds. They use a mixture 

of humor (“Macy’s — where the only things that fit are 

the linens and the cookware”) and fact (models in the 

1960s were eight percent thinner than the average wom- 

an; in the ’90s, they’re 23 percent thinner) to raise con- 

sciousness during their performances about fat pride and 
fat-phobia. 

“One of the reasons I do Fat Lip,” explains member 

April Miller, “is to be the role model I wish I’d had.” A le- 
gal assistant by day, dancer and femme extraordinaire by 
night, Miller wears miniskirts and plunging necklines to 
show off her 58-46-82 attributes. 
“Just think of me as a double 
Marilyn,” she jokes in a breathy 
voice. 
‘ Miller is perhaps the most 
flamboyant proponent of “fat lib- 
eration,” an emerging ideology 
that’s fueling the growing size-ac- 
ceptance movement. Founded in 
1969 by a thin man angered at 
the harassment his fat wife suf- 
fered, the 4000-member National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Fat Acceptance (NAAFA) is at 
the epicenter of the movement. 

The explosion in fat culture is 
seen in, besides NAAFA, the so- 
cial and exercise groups for 
heavy people that have sprung up 
in recent years. Every movement 
needs a publication, and people 
of size have Radiance, a large- 
women’s glossy magazine that 
began as a four-page newsletter. 
Average-size people may find it 
hard to believe, but the 1990s are 
an exciting time to be fat. 

America’s obsession with thin- 
ness — seen in the never-ending 
barrage of insulting messages 
from the mass media that equate 
slimness with beauty and self- 
worth, and the prevalence of job 
and social discrimination against 
heavy people — provides the im- 
petus for fat liberation. “The 
only way that it’s okay [in main- 
stream culture] to be fat is if you 
hate yourself,” says Jessica Bar- 
shay, a retired psychotherapist 
with many years of experience in 
treating big women. “There’s 
nothing more frightening than a 
fat woman who doesn’t want to 
change.” 

That’s exactly the message of 
fat pride. “Fat liberation means 
living in your body as it is now, 
not waiting till you’re good 
enough to live,” says Fat Lip’s 
Nancy Thomas. Just as some 
gays have reclaimed “queer,” 
many fat activists are reclaiming 
the word “fat” to describe them- 
selves. They find “overweight” 
too judgmental (“Over whose 
weight? I’m fine.”) and dislike 
euphemisms such as “Ruben- 
esque,” which to some have a 
hidden tone of apology. 

The movement also has the 
backing of hard science. Recent 
studies show that obesity is 
mostly biological in origin, and 
that diets just don’t work for the 
vast majority of people. This re- 
search has helped fat people realize that their problem 
isn’t a lack of will power, but a discriminatory culture. So 
rather than spending a lifetime trying to lose weight, they 
are finally making common cause with each other to fight 
for acceptance. 

“If the seats are too small, change the seats, not your 
body,” says Louise Wolfe, a 46-year-old nonprofit admin- 
istrator who became a political activist after her own con- 
frontation with fat discrimination. Hoping to be hired by 
Alameda County, California, Wolfe learned that she would 
never be considered, no matter how qualified, because of 
a policy requiring all county employees to be 
height/weight proportionate, as interpreted by an insur- 
ance company. Working with NAAFA, Wolfe was success- 
ful in overturning the policy in the early 1980s. She is now 
the chair of NAAFA’s national board. 

In addition to fighting discrimination, NAAFA is an ef- 
fective watchdog, going after offensive media images that 
encourage fat-phobia. Hallmark Cards has withdrawn car- 
toon cards deemed offensive and “Luann” cartoonist Greg 
Evans introduced a positive fat character. Current targets 
include Lane Bryant, a large-size clothing chain, which 
consistently uses only thin models; the Disney Channel, 
for an episode of Alice in Wonderland in which the Mad 
Hatter gets fat and is insulted by everyone, then loses

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weight and regains popularity; and the Weight Watchers 
“At Work Program,” in which employers are advised that 
“[a]bsenteeism, poor work performance, low productivity, 
depressed morale . . . are just some of the consequences 
of having overweight employees.” 

It would be a mistake, however, to think of NAAFA as 
only an earnest crusader. Most people join the group, says 
San Francisco NAAFA outreach director Christine Hau- 
pert-Wemmer, “because we have been left off the menu 
sexually.” Through social activities, fat women, who make 
up 75 percent of the group, meet “fat-admirers,” or FAs, 
thin men who have a preference for heavy women. Wolfe 
doesn’t think fat-admirers, who comprise the remaining 
25 percent of NAAFA, should get flak about whom they 
love to love. “Other men only date in the 100-to-125- 
pound range,” she says, “while FAs may date anyone be- 
tween 150 and 450.” 

“It’s not easy, going through life being body-hating,” 
says April Miller. “I have days when the amount of hate I 
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get overwhelms me. I think for a minute, ‘Maybe they’re 
right.’ But I just really believe that I’m entitled to a life.” 

Miller, 29, grew up in Minneapolis and has been heavy 
all her life. “Ooooo0, don’t get her mad at you — she 
might sit on you!” was typical of the taunts she endured in 
grade school. She became so accustomed to fat harass- 
ment that “it wasn’t till I went to college that I realized 
some of the negativity I was getting was because I was 
black,” she says. 

An embarrassed Miller spent her younger years trying to 
hide her body behind dull clothing: “I was doing the whole 
dark-brown-polyester thing, even though my favorite col- 
ors were pink and purple.” Now Miller finds that her 
body-revealing clothing protects her from harassment by 
projecting her as a confident woman. “When I’m on the 
street in dumpy clothes, I get a lot of harassment, mostly 
sexually based,” she says. “When I’m out in a miniskirt, 
low-cut blouse, stockings and heels, men are much more 
polite and respectful.” 

Diet-free now, Miller remembers her childhood as one 
long series of weight-loss regimes. She and her sister 
spent years as the only children attending Weight Watch- 
ers. “I remember dark, cavernous halls, full of angry, self- 
hating people,” she recounts. “But somehow the scale was 
always brightly lit!” 

She found the program mortifying, not only because she 
weighed as much as or more than the average-size adults, 
but because even when she lost weight, it was never enough. 
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In ninth grade, she underwent a month-long hospital diet of 
500 calories a day. She did lose some weight, but within a 
few months she had gained it all back, and more. 

Paradoxically, it was while she was in the hospital that 
she first began to accept her size. This acceptance sprang 
not from the program, but from the belly-dancing class 
she was already taking after school. It was the first arena 
for Miller in which size was an advantage. Today she 
dances for independent choreographers. 


FAT AND THE DIET TRAP 


As size acceptance takes hold, it’s not bras or Jesse 
Helms effigies going up in smoke, but diet books. Despite 
the promises from countless weight-loss volumes and diet 
programs — “you will lose weight and keep it off’ — 98 
percent of all dieters regain their weight, according to a 
1980 study published in Psychological Aspects of Obesity. 

Psychologically and physiologically, diets fail because 
they are based on deprivation, 
research shows. A person’s body 
interprets a diet as starvation, 
and shifts into low gear to pre- 
serve as much energy as possi- 
ble. (This diminished energy ex- 
tends to the mental process, re- 
sulting in a conclusion from 
British scientists that DIETS MAKE 
YOU STUPID, as the San Francisco 
Examiner headlined it.) Dieters 
are nearly guaranteed to gain 
back the weight they lost as their 
bodies attempt to “store” food 
for the next scarcity. Thus, many 
people who might have stabilized 
at “midsize” (up to 200 pounds) 
have become “supersize” (over 
300 pounds) after repeated diets. 

“The work ethic held out the 
hope that hard, degrading labor 
would eventually lead to riches,” 
says Dr. O. Wayne Wooley, an 
eating-disorders expert at the 
University of Cincinnati College 
of Medicine. “The diet ethic 
holds out hope that starvation 
will lead to beauty as currently 
defined. . . . Just as a few poor 
people do become rich, a few fat 
people become permanently thin 
enough to give false hope to the 
great majority who never had a 
chance to begin with.” 

The cause of obesity, research 
shows, has more to do with genes 
than eating. That was the conclu- 
sion of an April 1992 National 
Institutes of Health conference of 
obesity experts. In fact, research 
by Wooley at the University of 
Cincinnati and by numerous oth- 
ers shows that the majority of fat 
people do not eat any more than 
their thin counterparts. 

Joyce, 38, a fat activist, has a 
radical take on the relationship 
between food and fat. “I think it’s 
important to break the myth that 
eating determines fat,” she ex- 
4 plains, “but at the same time I 
x hear some level of apology there. 
oI You know, ‘We’re just like you, 
please accept us.’ So what if 
we’re self-indulgent? What’s 
wrong with that? Morality is 
about how you treat other peo- 
ple, not about your own personal 
choices that don’t hurt anybody.” 

Pat Lyon is a registered nurse 
with Kaiser Permanente and 
possibly the first health profes- 
sional in the country working 
full-time on size-acceptance is- 
sues. She debunks another myth, 
the one that says sizable people 
are unhealthy. “The physical stress that fat people en- 
counter as a result of facing fat-phobia can be at least 
equal to any physical risks posed by extra weight,” she 
warns. 

“In some cases being large is healthier,” adds Dr. Beat- 
rice Robinson, a psychologist at the University of Min- 
nesota Medical School. “For example, it offers protection 
from osteoporosis . . . and being large is less risky than the 
self-starvation of anorexia nervosa.” 

Miller is proof in the flesh, if you will, that one can be 
fat and healthy. But on a recent visit to the doctor, who 
said Miller’s health was excellent, her blood pressure 
wasn’t taken because the technician didn’t have a cuff big 
enough for Miller’s arm. 

The biracial Miller also proves that one can be heavy 
and sexy. She’s more accepted for who she is — a sensu- 
ous fat woman — in the black community, although 
stereotypes still exist there, too. “It’s hard to be a fat black 
woman and not be seen as a slut or Mammy,” she 
laments. Miller also moves freely in the predominantly 
white lesbian community, but, she quickly qualifies, “I 
don’t test it very far. It’s S/M lesbians who give me the 
most unquestioning, unconditional yes-you-are-a-sexual- 
being response.” 

Asked about her fantasies for the future, she says, “I 
would like to walk down the street and run into hundreds 
of fat women like me — self-loving, flamboyant, sexual, 
shamelessly having fun, and not apologizing.” Q

average wine cooler seem like Chateau 
Lafite. It’s got spoilage; it’s garishly 
overpeached; it’s like the drink in the plas- 
tic skull and the hangover from it put to- 
gether and watered down. Even for a fruit- 
wheat beer, it’s bad. 

Another special brew, Big Man Ale, is 
terrific proof of my “order strong” theory. 
This is another high-octane amber ale with 
lots of malt flavor, lots of bitter hop flavor, 
and a dash of hop aroma (herbal), all in at- 
tractive balance. 

Foodwise, we lunched on very delicious 
and beer-friendly smoked shrimp ($5.95), 
a generous-but-greasy plate of fried onion 
rings ($3.95), beautifully marinated steak 
tips ($6.95), and a rather interesting 
cashew chicken ($6.95) in which the nuts 
were crushed for a coating on the chicken 
breasts, with a sauce of a meaty-tasting 
homemade Mexican mole.

Beer hobbyists in Boston have been 
homing in on the Sunset Grill & Tap, in 
Allston. Although the Sunset is not a brew 
pub, it has an amazing 76 beers on tap, 
and perhaps 300 more in bottles. This li- 
brary makes it ideal for comparison tasting 
and exploration, and it does offer small 
tastes of the draft beers. The beer menu is 
by category, which means you can revel in 
18 bottled stouts, a dozen pilsners, 19 Bel-

gian ales, and so on. American microbrew- 
eries provide some real rarities, like a draft 
barrel of Samuel Adams dark wheat beer, 
the only wheat beer I’ve ever really en- 
joyed, for its malty flavor. 

Lest I be accused of shilling for Samuel 
Adams, I must point out that the Sunset 
currently exposes that brewery’s disgrace- 
ful blueberry ale, the first Sam Adams 
product with a seriously spoiled aftertaste. 

The Sunset is owned by Marc Kadish, a 
co-owner of Boston Beer Works, and has 
some of the same marketing philosophy: 
world-class beer with beach-blanket atmo- 
sphere and spring-break food. A recent 
barbecue sampler ($13.95) suggests that 
Kadish will go to beer heaven convinced 
that you’re supposed to burn the sauce on 
the ribs, undercook the chicken, poach the 
pork to powder, and burn the steak tips. 
You’re not. The Sunset has funnier 
desserts than Boston Beer Works. The joke 
is that you order a piece of apple pie 
($3.95) and get three. You order a slice of 
mud pie ($5.50) and get four. They aren’t 
great desserts, but they sure are big. 

There are some other places to get a 
good selection of draft beers with better 
food and/or atmosphere. Doyle’s, in Ja- 
maica Plain, is an enormous place that 
serves informally as a brew pub for small 
runs of ales brewed at the nearby Samuel 
Adams brewery. Cornwall’s, in Kenmore 
Square, has excellent British pub food 
(perhaps the only kind of excellent British 
food there can be), and a small but choice 
collection of draft stouts. 

One of the charms of beer is that most 
beers and ales don’t age well. Great beer is 
fresh beer, and brew pubs have a special 
claim to freshness. And there’s always 
something new, if only a new batch of an 
old favorite. You never have to invest in a 
cellarfull of expensive bottles, just a cheap 
notebook or your own taste memory. And, 
though you may be bored by wine snobs, 
who ever heard of a beer snob? Q

Beyond coffee and goodies: 


Neighborhood food by real cooks

have argued in this space that 

fancy neighborhood cafés like the 

Claremont are the restaurants of 

the 90s. Some have a core inter- 

est in bakery goods, some special- 
ize in coffee, but this one is run by good 
cooks. In fact, the Claremont is worth a 
trip out of your own neighborhood for the 
cooking. 

Not that the Claremont Café isn’t pret- 
ty, with ochre and olive walls, original art- 
work (sometimes by your waitress), and 
terra-cotta-colored stoneware serving 
pieces. Or fun, with soft jazz vocals, and 
helpful, informal servers. And not that it 
doesn’t have good bread, fine coffee, and 
extraordinary desserts. 

But the Claremont Café will win your 
heart with soup, salads, seafood, pasta, 
sandwiches, and antipasti. The first item 
to catch my fancy was the first soup I 
tasted, broccoli-watercress ($2.95, 
$3.50), which was a cur- 
ried purée with chewier bits 
of the broccoli, rich and 
full-bodied, without a hint 
of starch or cream. At the 
same meal, I also had a fine 
black-bean soup, more 
conventionally flavored pe 
with tomato, hot pepper, 
and a hint of cumin, with 
some chewiness left in the 
beans. At a later visit, a 
curried vegetable soup had 
a sweet-curry flavor and 
chewier grains of what I am 
pretty sure was well-cooked 
wild rice. Again, no cream 
or starch, but a fullness in 
the mouth that was only ac- 
centuated by the chewy 
bits. Such attention to both 
flavor and texture in a soup 
is unusual. 

At lunch, a seafood salad 
($5.95) had generous serv- 
ings of beautifully marinat- 
ed mussels, squid, and 
shrimp with black and green cured olives 
and Bibb lettuce. Roasted vegetarian 
lasagne ($5.95) was nicely constructed of 
fried eggplant, sheets of pasta, and layers 
of herbed ricotta, with a fine tomato 
sauce. My only quibble was that my slab 
was cold at the center. 

The dinner menu offers customary ap- 
petizers and “tapas,” small appetizers 
named after the Spanish bar snacks. We 
-ordered a few of the tapas (all at $3.95) 
— cold roasted asparagus, cold roasted 
olives, and grilled calamari — and got a 
generous tray with some added potato 
salad. The potato salad was done up in a 
savory tomato sauce; the calamari had no 
grill marks, but a nice texture and flavor 
over a bit of radicchio and frisée. The as- 
paragus was a generous heap, the flavor 
concentrated by the oven. The olives 
seemed more marinated than roasted, 
with wonderful herbal accents in the 
mixed varieties: tiny green, large green, 
and black. 

Appetizers were bigger and might make 
light dinners for some people. We had 
steamed mussels ($4.95) — fine, fat ones 
in a strong mussel broth with some toma- 
to for emphasis. Another, grilled eggplant 
($5.95), was arranged like a round tower 
topped with Genoa salami and buffalo 
mozzarella cheese. 

One must sop up these broths, sauces, 
and salad dressings, and the bread — a 
fine scali — is ideal. At lunch, remember 
to ask for it. 

Dinner plates overflow the café tables, 
and the food is beautifully made. Pan-

seared tuna ($12.95) was a meaty fillet, 
rare inside, sauced with a sourish dress- 
ing and bits of sun-dried tomatoes and 
pine nuts. A school of sugar-snap peas 
swam around the tuna. 

Grilled lamb chops ($13.95) were two 
loin chops, medium-rare when we or- 
dered medium (no problem fixing that 
error), with a glaze sauce full of 
wild mushrooms, including identifiable 
fresh cepes. And some lightly grilled 
spears of zucchini. And a side dish of 
delectable skin-on mashed potatoes. 
Chicken piccata ($12.95) was the usual 
flattened breast (in imitation of a veal 
scallop) with the usual lemon-caper 
sauce, plus the additional complementary 
accents of pickled artichokes and 
shredded leek. And more of those great 
potatoes. 

The Claremont Café had no beer-and- 
wine license at the time of my visits, but 
was well into the application process 
and did not allow brown-bagging. When 
the license comes through, probably by 
the end of the month, I 
think the tart sauces will 
match up better with fine 
beers than with most 
wines. Another hint of 
tartness, lemonized water, 
is the drink of choice right 
now, but the staff didn’t 
refill often enough — my 
only service complaint. 

Desserts ($4) are terrific. 
I was particularly pleased 
by a tiramisu rolled up like 
a jelly roll with a vivid cof- 
fee-and-cream flavor in 
most bites. A strawberry 
tart was a frothy confection 
of sliced ripe strawberries 
with a wisp of custard 
sauce splashed around on a 
chocolate candy crust. 
Chocolate bread pudding 
emphasized the bread, 
mostly pumpernickel, with 
a tantalizing whiff of 
chocolate. Banana cheese- 
cake, not something of 
which I normally approve, had a wonder- 
fully lightened texture. 

Coffee revolves around a small, intense 
cappuccino ($2.50) of the old type, ei- 
ther straight or decaf. We had a cup of 
burnt decaf coffee ($1.25), which was 
quickly replaced with an excellent fresh 
cup. 

After about four bad decafs in a row at 
various establishments, I have begun a 
study of the issue. A former café owner 
(this column seldom speaks to active 
restaurateurs) told me that decaf seems to 
go bad more quickly. On his drip ma- 
chines, regular coffee had to be thrown 
away after 20 minutes, but decaf was 
good for only 15. It may also be that cus- 
tomers are ordering a little less decaf this 
year, as the restaurant-goers appear 
younger and more able to tolerate caf- 
feine. Maybe the decline of cocaine has 
reduced the need for decaffeinated coffee. 
Maybe restaurant staff are more harried 
and lack the time to make a new pot. 
They are more likely to nip at the real cof- 
fee and notice when it goes off. What say, 
readers? 

The Claremont Café has real restaurant 
food, without some of the amenities, such 
as accepting reservations or credit cards. 
I can live with the no-reservation policy as 
long as that part of Columbus continues 
developing into a new restaurant row and 
there are alternatives. The plastic ban will 
become more of a problem only when the 
liquor license boosts the tab past the 
amount of cash many people like to carry 
in the inner city. QO

Good sandwiches at Riverfront, too, served in traditional, sub, or 
Syrian form. The Genoa salami ($3.95) and the turkey (99 percent fat 
free, $3.95) are both good bets. Friendly service draws a loyal legion 
(many from the nearby Cambridge courthouse) at both breakfast and 
lunch. There are only two tables, so plan on taking out.

Its current exhibition of ’60s and ’70s 
speed merchants, called “Muscle Cars: Wild in the 
Streets,” shows off some of Detroit’s most colorful 
and macho powerhouses from an auto age when HP, 
as in horsepower, meant a lot more than MPG, 
OPEC, or EPA. 

Next Sunday is a great time to chug your puny 
Japanese box over to the exhibit because it will be en- 
hanced by a Muscle Car Show boasting many of the 
most muscular specimens in New England. If you 
haven’t been there in a while, or ever, plan also to see 
the permanent exhibition and, humidity permitting, 
stroll the Larz Anderson Park grounds that surround 
the museum — they peak at a vista point from which, 


Ralph Nader’s book Unsafe at Any Speed. But that was 
time enough for the splashy cars to become icons of 
excess representing the youth subculture that estab- 
lished itself in the early 60s. These shiny toys may be 
the best example of how American businesses capital- 
ized on the new demographic of well-moneyed post- 
adolescent Baby Boomers. 

According to museum trustee and car nut Mike 
landoli, Detroit started using steroids in 1964 when 
Pontiac put the biggest V8 engine it had into an inter- 
mediate-sized car, the GTO.

SUNDAYS: 
Southern Gothic 


The Southern Gothic school of 
American writing is a plump vein that 
Hollywood has mined since the early 
°30s — with sometimes powerful, 
sometimes memorably awful results. 
The Brattle’s summer Sunday series, 
“Southern Gothic,” is a thick, impres- 
sive spread that includes most of the 
important adaptations of Faulkner and 
Tennessee Williams, as well as two out 
of Carson McCullers (Reflections in a 
Golden Eye and Ballad of the Sad 
Café) and the only picture ever adapt- 
ed from Flannery O’Connor (John 
Huston’s Wise Blood). 

These writers, with their special sen- 
sibilities, adapt well to movies; Faulkn- 
er and McCullers had as much drama 
in their veins as Tennessee Williams. 
O’Connor is a different case: her al- 
most uncategorizable style and tone 
translate, in Huston’s film, as gothic 
burlesque. I don’t know how you’d go 
about replicating something like Wise 
Blood (1979; August 8); even with an 
amazing, unconventional cast — Brad 
Dourif, Harry Dean Stanton, Amy 
Wright, Ned Beatty — Huston doesn’t 
carry it off, though what he comes up 
with is fascinating in its own way and 
shouldn’t be missed. 

Extravagantly, often poetically over- 
stated, with an undercurrent of hysteria 
running through them, these Southern 
Gothic pictures keep you alert and 
amused. They drew some of the most 
exciting actors in Hollywood: Brando in 
A Streetcar Named Desire (1951; July 
25), The Fugitive Kind (1960; July 
18), and Reflections in a Golden Eye 
(1967; July 18), Juano Hernandez in 
the remarkable, almost unknown In- 
truder in the Dust (1949; August 22 
— from Faulkner’s penultimate novel, a 
must-see), Humphrey Bogart in To 
Have and Have Not (1945; August 
29), Julie Harris in Reflections, Joanne 
Woodward in The Fugitive Kind. Plus 


some of Hollywood’s most exciting visi- ° 


tors, like Vivien Leigh in Streetcar and 
Anna Magnani in The Fugitive Kind and 
The Rose Tattoo (1955; August 29). 
These performers must have been 
pleased at the chance to play juicy, 
out-of-control characters. In the hilari- 
ous Baby Doll of Williams and Elia 
Kazan (1956; August 1), Carroll Baker 
is a married woman, approaching 21, 
who still sleeps in a crib and hasn’t yet 
had sex with her husband (Karl 
Malden — it’s easily his best work). In 
John Huston’s beautifully acted Reflec- 
tions in a Golden Eye, Brando is a re- 
pressed homosexual officer (married to 
Elizabeth Taylor) with a crush on one 
of his men, and Julie Harris, who’s 
married to his friend Brian Keith, has 
rebelled against her sexuality by cutting 
her nipples off with the garden shears. 
Geraldine Page is a minister’s spin- 
ster daughter, throbbing with unex- 


plored libido, in Summer and Smoke 
(1961; August 8). Vanessa Redgrave 
plays a grown-up tomboy who discov- 
ers a passion for her cousin, a dwarf, 
in Ballad of the Sad Café (1991; Au- 
gust 15). Southern Gothic is a meaty 
broth that keeps bubbling entertaining- 
ly over the top of the pot.

MONDAYS: 
Film Noir 


If you find yourself in the balcony of 
the Brattle Theatre some Monday night 
this summer, note that the regulation 
film noir roster has swollen to embrace 
such unlikely titles as Ju Dou, Chinese 
director Zhang Yimou’s 1991 film set 
on a farm in 1920s China, and Spell- 
bound, Alfred Hitchcock’s arty thriller 
about the tribulations of 








mental patient Gregory 
Peck. What’s going on? 
In an attempt to stretch 
the boundaries of noir — 
not to mention fill out 
the schedule with some- 
thing besides the usual 
cinematic suspects — 
the Brattle has assembled 
a group of films that 
won’t immediately come 
to mind as film noir. But 
when they’re gathered 
together, this disparate 
group of movies proves 
that the venetian-blind 
genre is not as black and 
white as you always 
thought. 

You might not be able 
to locate the trademark 
drawn blinds and ceiling 
fans in, say, Thunder 
Road (1958; August 9), 
the Arthur Ripley drive- 
in classic in which 
Robert Mitchum plays a 
moonshiner obsessed

feds-and*the>Mob. But 
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when it doubles with Raoul Walsh’s 
1947 Pursued (which the Brattle is 
billing as a “Freudian noir Western’’), 
you’re apt to think of Mitchum more 
as a victim of society than as the guy 
who runs through one of the coolest 
roadblocks on celluloid. After all, you 
already think of him as the guy who 
menaces that nice Gregory Peck in 
Cape Fear (1962; July 19). 

There’s also a new 35mm print of 
the rarely seen The Ghost Ship (1943; 
August 30); strictly speaking, it’s a 
horror film, but paired with The Devil 
Thumbs a Ride (1947), it takes on a 
new noir identity. 

For purists, the schedule does in- 
clude such standards as Sunset Boule- 
vard (1950; August 16) and The Post- 
man Always Rings Twice (1946; Au- 
gust 23). Not to mention Cape Fear’s 
lesser known counterpart The Pitfall 
(1948; July 19), a domestic-bliss-gone- 
wrong tale in which Dick Powell, hav- 
ing grown too accustomed to Jane Wy- 
att, takes up with Lizabeth Scott before 
he realizes that Raymond Burr is ob- 
sessed with her. Likewise, the popular 
Murder at Harvard (1950; August 2) 
shows alongside Witness to Murder 
(1954), in which Barbara Stanwyck 
tries to get everybody to believe she’s 
seen something unseemly. 

Is noir really a state of mind? Nei- 
ther Spellbound (1945; July 26) — 
with its famous Salvador Dali dream 
sequence — nor its lurid co-feature, 
The Snake Pit (1948), is a crime story 
exactly, but both melodramas overflow 
with such noir warning signs as obses- 
sive visual imagery and overindulgence 
in black and white cinematography, not 
to mention gobs of betrayal and para- 
noia. (Say what you want about Hitch- 
cock, but Snake Pit director Anatole 
Litvak was no stranger to the noir.) 

And though it’s filmed in an exuber- 
ant color palette, Ju Dou (1991; August 
23) is included here because its story of 
marital betrayal and crimes of passion 
brings to mind The Postman Always 
Rings Twice — even if its distraught 
heroine is an unlikely femme fatale. Not 
to worry, though. You can find the real 
thing in Angel Face (1953; August 16), 
in which the hapless Robert Mitchum 
gets behind the wheel with Jean Sim- 
mons one time too many.

Animation 


As the animation renaissance contin- 
ues apace, the Brattle’s Tuesday series 
provides two months of toons for our 
times, either cutting-edge nuggets or 
stuff so retro it’s hip again — all in 
glorious 35mm. Setting the standard 
were the first two offerings: Landscape 
of Dreams, by everyone’s favorite twin 
surrealists, the Brothers Quay, and 
Bugs in Drag, a Warner Bros. antholo- 
gy designed to explicate Garth’s asser- 
tion to Wayne that he actually got 
turned on whenever Mr. Bunny con- 
founded Elmer by doing the Crying 
Game thing. 

For those seeking a more whiz-bang 
intro to the genre, there’s Neo-Tokyo/ 
Silent Mobius (July 20), an omnibus 
of four shorts from Japan’s cyberpunk- 
meets-Heavy Metal world of animé. 
Set in various Blade Runner-style 
21st-century urban dystopias, the pro- 
gram comprises “Silent Mobius,” a 
swords-and-sorcery saga whose hero- 
ines are an all-female police squad; 
“Labyrinth,” an Alice in Wonderland 
trip; “Running Man,” which sounds 
similar to the Stephen King story about 
a savagely Darwinistic game show; and 
“The Order To Stop Construction” 
(directed by Katsuhiro Otomo of Akira 
fame), a Heart of Darkness black com- 
edy in which Kurtz is a willful robot a 
la HAL 9000. 

From France come two weird works 
(July 27): Marquis (1990), inspired by 
the writings of M. de Sade, and 
L’ange (1982), a poetic montage 
meant to evoke the early cinema of the 
expressionists and surrealists. 

Even Disney cartoons can be hip, as 
proved by the thoroughly postmodern 
and delightful Aladdin (1992; August 

- 3), whichis. worth seeing just for 
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Gilbert Gottfried’s bilious parrot, not to 
mention that anthropomorphic flying car- 
pet, those cool saturated purples and blues, 
and, oh yeah, Robin Williams’s pop-cul- 
ture-surfing genie. 

Back in fashion is animé’s ancestor, The 
Speed Racer Show (August 10). Influen- 
tial for its round-eyed hero, its technologi- 
cal fetishism, and its mix of naiveté and 
brutality, Speed Racer has found a new 
home on MTV because of its ’60s-kitsch 
charm (remember that theme song?). This 
program includes three episodes of the 
show, plus one episode of its precursor,

hardly blame him, since he was filming 
while the Germans still occupied Rome, 
with some cast members who belonged to 
the Resistance). But it does feature Anna 
Magnani, and seeing her for the first time 
(or the hundredth) is one of the great ex- 
periences in movies. Renoir’s The Golden 
Coach (1953; August 19), the story of a 
commedia dell’arte troupe, is a distillation 
of Magnani’s magnificent earthiness, her 
seemingly limitless capacity for expressing 
joy and sorrow. 

If there’s a must-see in the series, it’s 
Bertolucci’s The Conformist (1970; July 
29) which is going out of circulation. His 
adaptation of Moravia’s novel about a fas- 
tidious weakling (Jean-Louis Trintignant) 
who rises in the Fascist ranks is intellectu- 
ally as silly as the melodramatic sequences 
of Open City, with sexual aberration used 
as shorthand for fascism. But emotionally 
and aesthetically, it’s overwhelming. Vitto- 
rio Storaro’s images have such a pull that, 
at the end, you may find yourself a little 
appalled at having luxuriated in the deca- 
dence.

ture, The Tune (1992), which is about a 
desperate songwriter who gets help from 
some unusual characters. 

Finally, there’s Max Fleischer’s “Betty 
Boop Scandals” (August 31), featuring 
cartoons that, 60 years later, still seem 
risqué, thanks in no small part to the slinky 
sounds of Cab Calloway. Also from Fleisch- 
er is the program “Superman: The Car- 
toons,” with nine color adventures of the 
now newly reforged Man of Steel.

THURSDAYS: 
Voyages to Italy 


When I was just becoming a moviegoer 
and discovering all sorts of directors, I 
would have said that, after American 
movies, it was French movies I felt closest 
to. That’s still true (or true of French cin- 
ema up till the late *70s), but no nationali- 
ty of filmmakers has ever devastated me 
like the Italians. I’ve never felt the combi- 
nation of pain and beauty I have at mo- 
ments in the films of de Sica, Rossellini, 
Fellini, Bertolucci. The Brattle’s “Voyages 
to Italy” doesn’t call in at every port, but it 
has a full share of magnificent moments. 

At his greatest, Vittorio de Sica may be 
the most emotional director ever to work 
in films (he is surely the purest). The Bi- 
cycle Thief (1949; July 15) and The Gar- 
den of the Finzi-Continis (1970; July 
29) are as different in setting and texture 
as can be. What links them is the way de 
Sica erases the distance between us and 
the characters. It’s as if, by bringing us to 
pity both the poor laborer searching for his 
stolen bicycle and the bourgeois Jews 
about to be destroyed by Mussolini, he had 
refuted Renoir’s claim that the world is di- 
vided horizontally by class. 

Open City (1945; August 19) is the film 
credited as the start of neo-realism. Al- 
though there are remarkable sequences, 
Roberto Rossellini lets the heat of the sub- 
. ject matter get. the better of him. (you can 





and the short Toby Dammit (1967) with 
Terence Stamp in an adaptation of a Poe 
story, were, I confess, made long past the 
point where I lose patience with the di- 
rector. But the series closer, 1963’s The 
Leopard, one of several Luchino Visconti 
films showing, is one of the high points. 
Burt Lancaster is peerless as Tommasi di 
Lampedusa’s aging nobleman hero, who, 
during the Garibaldi revolutions, must 
confront the passing of his class. The 
hour-long sequence that ends the film, a 
ball that marks his loss of power, is one 
of the most astonishing things ever put on 
film. Without doing anything the least bit 
showy, Visconti makes it clear that a way 
of life has died right before our eyes. The 
film is about loss; watching it is like being 
handed the most exquisite treasure.

WEEKENDS: 
Special Engagements 


The odd juxtapositions in the Brattle’s 
Friday and Saturday “Special Engage- 
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ments” series allow you to see familiar 
films in new contexts. Take this weekend’s 
“Gays in the Military” theme, which pairs 
Lawrence of Arabia (1962) and 
Casablanca (1942) (July 16 and 17). 

Now, it’s well-known that T.E. 
Lawrence was gay, and his prowess as a 
military leader dispels Pentagon arguments 
in favor of the gay ban (though Peter 
O’Toole’s flamboyant Lawrence is never 
the same after captor José Ferrer appar- 
ently violates him). But Casablanca? Well, 
Rick does send Ilsa packing, only to turn 
to Louis and begin their “beautiful friend- 
ship” with a long countryside getaway. 
Still, a better pairing with Lawrence would 
have been Spartacus, another epic, which 
offers the classic “snails and oysters” bath 
scene in which Roman general Laurence 
Olivier tries to seduce servant Tony Curtis. 

Next weekend (July 23 and 24) brings 
four classic Hitchcock films from the ’50s, 
Rear Window (1954), Dial M for Mur- 
der (1954), North by Northwest (1959), 
and To Catch a Thief (1955). Seeing 
them all together makes you wonder why 
old, puffing protagonists like Cary Grant, 
James Stewart, and Ray Milland, end up 
with young, blonde babes like Grace Kelly 
and Eva Marie Saint. 

Visions of Light (1993; July 30 and 31) 
is a must-see on the big screen. Besides 
being a fascinating documentary in which 
great cinematographers explain their inno- 
vations, it’s a box of candy for the eyes. 

August 6 and 7 make up a “Music 
Weekend,” with one of the all-time great 
concert films, Jazz on a Summer’s Day 
(with such 1958 Newport Jazz Festival 
stars as Louis Armstrong, Thelonious 
Monk, Dinah Washington, and Mahalia 
Jackson), and Robert Altman’s Nashville 
(1975), which is peripherally about coun- 
try music — the actors playing musicians 
even composed their own songs. It bears 
seeing again because the spoutings of its 
third-party presidential candidate sound 
eerily Perot-like today, and because its 
tapestry of two dozen characters will whet 
your appetite for Altman’s similar Short 
Cuts, which opens this fall. 

Blade Runner (1982) and The Ear- 
rings of Madame de... (1953) (August 
13 and 14) don’t have much in common, 
though both Ridley Scott’s early cyber- 
punk noir (in the director’s cut) and Max 
Ophuls’s Belle Epoque carousel of gilded 
aristocratic adulterers are triumphs of at- 
mosphere. 

She Wore a Yellow Ribbon (1949), 
The Searchers (1956), and The Man 
Who Shot Liberty Valance (1962) (Au- 
gust 20 and 21) serve as reminders that 
long before the term was invented in the 
early ’70s, John Wayne and director John 
Ford were making “revisionist Westerns” 
that dissected the mythmaking of the 
West, including its violence, misogyny, 
and xenophobia. 

Tous les matins du monde (1992; Au- 
gust 27 and 28), starring Gérard Depar- 
dieu and his son, Guillaume, would go 
well with the music films, since its elo- 
quently mournful 17th-century soundtrack 
is indispensable to its French Amadeus- 
like story. 

Finishing where we started is Forbid- 
den Love: The Unashamed Stories of 
Lesbian Lives (1992; September 3 
through 9), a Canadian documentary 
about the closeted ’50s and ’60s that mix- 
es the usual talking-head footage with a 
fictional pulp romance in period style.

So do Brattle 
Wednesdays 


s Hong Kong braces itself for 
its 1998 return to the main- 
land, its prolific film industry is 
working overtime making 
movies and preparing for its eventual move 
to the West. August will see the release of 
Hard Target (with Jean-Claude Van 
Damme), the Hollywood debut of director 
John Woo, Hong Kong’s critically touted 
master of overkill. Inevitably more of that 
tiny island’s fertile talent will follow. Not 
only is the Brattle devoting Wednesdays to 
the tireless comic martial artist Jackie 
Chan, but the Museum of Fine Arts is 
showcasing recent Hong Kong films by 
several directors in a variety of genres. 

Chan is a potato-nosed comic athlete 
whose physical prowess and grace have 
been compared to Buster Keaton. He also 
has a knack for parodying such action 
heroes as James Bond and Indiana Jones, 
as can be seen in the Brattle’s Armour of 
God I (1986; July 21) and Operation 
Condor: Armour of God II (1991; August 
18). Unlike Arnold, he can be literate and 
funny; his homage to Keaton’s Steamboat 
Bill, Jr. in Project A II (1987; August 4) is 
cross-cultural influence at its best. 

Over at the MFA, Woo is represented by 
Once a Thief (1991; August 8), starring 
his perennial collaborator, Chow Yun-fat. 
It’s a departure from the usual Woo fare in 
that the relentless slaughter doesn’t begin 
until the film’s last half-hour. Until then 
it’s a relatively blithe tale of a trio of art 
thieves — two men and a woman — at 
large in France, a kind of Cary Grant—like 
romance with crude humor. But Chow and 
his two cronies are doublecrossed by their 
Fagin-like foster-father, and the body 
count gets pretty spectacular. A cross be- 
tween Robert Mitchum and George Gobel, 
Chow is unstoppable; even confined to a 
wheelchair, he mows the bad guys down. 

Thief's vaguely Oedipal theme recurs 
with a vengeance in the MFA’s Fong Sai- 
Yuk (1993; July 30 and August 6 and 8), 
perhaps the wildest and most original film 
in either series. Directed by Yuen Kwai, it 
epitomizes the astounding intricacy not 
only of the stunts in Hong Kong martial- 
arts films, but of the plots as well. 

Set during the Manchu dynasty, it ex- 
pounds the adventures of the Fong family. 
Mom and son are kung fu experts; Dad is 
a member of a secret society dedicated to 
overthrowing the emperor. Young Fong 
falls in love with the daughter of a power- 
ful local businessman; to win her he fights 
with the girl’s mother, also a kung fu ex- 
pert, and is defeated. Disguised as a man, 
his mom battles her mom to save face; in 
the course of the battle, the girlfriend’s 
mother falls in love with Fong’s. 

Similar in complexity, if not weirdness, 
are such period chopsocky epics as Drag- 
on Gate Inn (1992; July 23 and 25) and 
Once upon a Time in China (1991; July 
30), five minutes of either of which is vast- 
ly more entertaining than the whole of Last 
Action Hero. Adding a feminist, futuristic 
twist is The Heroic Trio (1992; July 16 
and 25), in which three female vigilantes 
band together and really kick butt. 

Martial-arts films aren’t all that Hong 
Kong studios produce, as can be seen by 
Mary from Beijing (1992; July 16). A love 
story starring the sublime Gong Li, it’s a 
hopeful parable of Hong Kong’s future re- 
lationship with China. 

The MFA will also be offering an “Early 
Hitchcock” festival through August 19: Ja- 
maica Inn, Secret Agent, The 39 Steps, 
and lots more. See Steve Vineberg’s essay 
in the July 2 Phoenix. 

Finally, some special events. On August 
18, the museum will show Robert Mugge’s 
Pride and Joy (1992), which features 
concert performances by blues greats Koko 
Taylor, Katie Webster, and Lil’ Ed, to cele- 
brate the 20th anniversary of Alligator 
Records. Not only that, but Ronnie Earl 
and Paul Rishell will be playing live. And 
on August 26 and 29, you can see John 
Valadez’s Passin’ It On (1993), a docu- 
mentary about the Black Panthers, and 
John Akomfray’s The Seven Songs of 
Malcolm X (1993).

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e were certainly in

scribing her role in Made in U.S.A., 
the 1966 Jean-Luc Godard master- 
piece that, 27 years later, is still wait- 
ing to make its commercial debut in 
the USA. A contretemps between Go- 
dard and the author of the book on 
which it’s (barely) based, Donald 
Westlake, has it languishing in legal 
limbo on this side of the Pond. But the 
people at the non-commercial Har- 
vard Film Archive have a print, bless 
them, and they’ll be showing it next 
month, August 10 and 11. Plan to go 
both days. 

Made in U.S.A. is not an easy film. 
The subtitles are hard to read; that’s 
appropriate, though, since Godard 
made the soundtrack harsh and diffi- 
cult, even for French speakers. A 
taped political speech is painfully dis- 
torted; later you find yourself listening 
to two commentaries being delivered 
at the same time. The background 
music — Schumann’s Rhenish Sym- 
phony, a Beethoven piano trio, a 
chord from the Eroica — is heard in 
repeating fragments, never whole. 

What’s more, your ear is assaulted 
by trains, planes, sirens, and tele- 
phones, which conspire to keep key 





hile the block- 
busters are rack- 
ing up millions 
in the multiplex- 
es this summer, 
you may want to head down to the 
Harvard Film Archive to check out 
the alternatives. Its programming 
for the next few months amounts to 
a comprehensive education in film 
history; “Avant-Garde Tendencies 
in Modern Cinema” (Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday through 
August 19) alone offers enough 
masterpieces to fill a “10 best of all 
time” list. 

More esoteric are “Out of the 
Dark: Crime, Mystery, and Sus- 
pense in the German Cinema 
1915-1990” (Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday through August 8) and 
“Disney in Wonderland: The 
Silent Cartoons of Walt Disney” 
(August 21-26). There’s also a 
handful of feature presentations, in- 
cluding Romanian director Lucian 
Pintilie’s The Oak (July 23-29) and 
Chris Marker’s “video essay” The 
Owl’s Legacy (through August 5). 

For those hungry for sex, alien- 
ation, and redemption, however, the 
avant-garde series will be the main

information from you. Paula Nelson 
(Karina), whose character Godard 
claims to have based on Bogart’s in 
The Big Sleep, has come to “Atlantic- 
Cité” to find out how her ex-lover, 
Richard, died; every time she says his 
last name a plane takes off or the 
phone rings. A journalist, Richard 
seems to have been mixed up in the 
real-life murder of Moroccan opposi- 
tion leader Mehdi Ben-Barka (kid- 
napped gangland-style from Paris’s 
Latin Quarter in broad daylight). And, 
yes, the Kennedy assassination is part 
of the mix; there are also cameos by 
characters named Robert McNamara 
and Richard Nixon. 

The plot is as bewildering as The Big 
Sleep’s, but unlike Bogart, Paula never 
gets at the truth, any more than we do 
in life. And for all that this atrociously 
beautiful film seems painted rather 
than shot (Paula wears Mondrian-in- 
spired dresses throughout), Godard 
doesn’t let us see everything. He crops 
so tightly, we get only partial faces; his 
use of Techniscope means there’s no 
vertical dimension (God). The de 
Kooning—like flayed skull that turns up 
in the dentist’s office suggests there 
are realities we’re not ready to live 
with, and indeed, near the end, Paula 
kills her novelist friend because “the 
truth must not be known.” 

Made in U.S.A. is, then, an episte-

attraction. Setting the moral tone is 
Pier Paolo Pasolini’s The Gospel 
According to St. Matthew (1964; 
July 19), which is perhaps the most 
faithful and numinous adaptation of 
the life of Christ made on film. Shot 
in craggy Calabria with an amateur 
cast (Pasolini’s mother fills in as the 
Virgin Mary), it’s a genuine reli- 
gious experience. 

After learning from Pasolini how 
to save your soul, let Bernardo 
Bertolucci show you how to lose it 
in The Conformist (1970; July 20- 
21), in which Jean-Louis Trintig- 
nant tries to purge his homosexual 
guilt by becoming a perfect bour- 
geois in Fascist Italy and betraying 
his ideas. With the beautiful Do- 
minique Sanda dancing a tango 
with Stefania Sandrelli, it’s a haunt- 
ing, moving allegory of sexual re- 
pression and great clothes. 

Speaking of repression, the series 
will be offering two vastly different 
classics on the subject. Dusan 
Makavejev’s WR: Mysteries of the 
Organism (1970; August 16-17) is 
a wild collage that combines a med- 
itation on Marxism, Wilhelm Re- 
ich’s sexual theories, and a story 
about a homicidal Soviet figure

mological nightmare, Hegel filtered 
through Wittgenstein. But it’s also 
Godard’s personal nightmare, a testa- 
ment to the limits of his knowledge of 
Karina, who was about to become his 
ex-wife. (No accident that the other 
film he was making at this time is 
called Two or Three Things I Know 
About Her.) He shoots the movie as if 
it were a comic strip: primary colors, 
no depth to the sets or characters. It’s 
film as pop art, as myth — he renders 
Karina less real in order to make her 
more true. In the cosmic chaos of 
Made in U.S.A., she’s the only truth 
that counts. 

Yet at the very end he relents. Leav- 
ing Atlantic-Cité, Paula grabs a ride 
with real-life Europe 1 radio journalist 
Philippe Labro. Freed of her comic- 
strip make-up, Karina starts to look 
and act normal; and as she and Labro 
begin a rational, thoughtful discussion 
of politics, the Larghetto from Schu- 
mann’s Spring Symphony, all hope 
and glory, wells up and flows 
unchecked to the end of the film. Even 
in 1993, this is a movie ahead of its 
time: Labro’s assertion that the left 
and the right will pass away is spookily 
precognizant of our world of G7 trade 
summits and Gatt rounds. But don’t 
wait for Made in U.S.A. to get any 
older: see it now.

More subdued 
but along the same lines is Ingmar 
Bergman’s Persona (1966; August 
18-19), in which Liv Ullmann plays 
an actress who slips into muteness 
and then into the identity of her 
nurse, Bibi Andersson.

A healthy dose of whimsy might 
be in order after these forays into 
the avant-garde. The “Disney in 
Wonderland” series should provide 
some. It’s Walt before Mickey 
came into his life with Steamboat 
Willie in 1928. A number of these 
animated shorts feature Who 
Framed Roger Rabbit?-style live 
interaction with a young girl 
named Alice. 

Meanwhile, there’s always an op- 
portunity to recharge your angst 
with a visit to the “Crime, Mystery, 
and Suspense in the German Cine- 
ma.” It offers a healthy dose of 
Fritz Lang, the Steven Spielberg of 
German Expressionism, with M — 
A City in Search of a Murderer 
(1930; July 31) and the infrequent- 
ly screened silents Spies (1928; 
July 24) and Dr. Mabuse The 
Gambler Parts I & II (1921-’22; 
July 17). After that double dose of 
madness, the sight of Rainer Wern- 
er Fassbinder in a leopard-skin suit 
in Wolf Gremm’s Kamikaze 
(1982; July 16) might seem posi- 


tively reassuring.

the Coolidge 


hile millions line up to 
experience Steven Spiel- 
berg’s high-tech di- 
nosaurs in Jurassic Park, 
the Coolidge Corner is bringing us a 
film in which the beasts are done the 
gloriously cheesy Roger Corman way. 
Produced by Corman and directed by 
Adam Simon, Carnosaur, which opens 
this Friday, has everything the Spielberg 
extravaganza offers but for less; since it 
cost a fraction as much to make, it can 
afford to offend. This is the dinosaur 
movie that isn’t afraid to show entrails, 
or to make audiences laugh at hapless 
innocents done up as messy canapes. 
It’s fast, sloppy, crude, and outrageous, 
and it doesn’t care whether it’s suitable 
for kids. 

That’s pretty much the attitude of ge- 
neticist Dr. Jane Tiptree (Diane Ladd, 
in a low-rent response to daughter Lau- 
ra Dern’s performance in Jurassic Park). 
After years of making biological 
weapons for the military, she’s fed up 
with the propagation of the species. Un- 
der the auspices of a project to develop 
a better chicken by gene-splicing it with 
other animals, Tiptree has designed a 
virus that will do in the female half of 
the race, but not before they’ve painfully 
given birth to baby tyrannosaurs. 

That appears to be her plan, at any 
rate; like Spielberg’s opus, Carnosaur 
isn’t big on narrative clarity. There are 
plenty of loose ends and dead spots in 
the story, due perhaps to last-minute 
changes imposed by budget restrictions. 
What the film does offer, though, are 
some genuine characters. In addition to 
a host of hilarious minor players soon to 
be hors d’oeuvres, there are the protag- 
onists: Doc (Raphael Sbarge — he’s 
reminiscent of Corman alumnus Peter 
Fonda), a boozy cynic whose dream of a 
medical career has drifted into a 
nowhere job as a night watchman for a 
politically incorrect corporation, and 
Thrush (Jennifer Runyon), an idealistic 
member of an environmentalist com- 
mune. At least they’re unlike the tedious 
humans in Jurassic Park, in that you 
don’t long to see them end up as-a 
snack. 

The romance between the two is low- 
key and doesn’t get in the way of 
Carnosaur’s macabre, often brutal hu- 
mor. Neither does the film’s anti-tech- 
nology message, which is identical to 
Jurassic Park’s. And the threadbare pro- 
duction won’t prevent your enjoying 
such scenes as a giant, bloody egg sur-' 
rounded by the fragments of the chicken 
that laid it, or the spectacle of protesting 
environmentalists chained to bulldozers 
greeting the appearance of a hungry di- 
nosaur with the words, “Peace, green 
brother!” Forget the magic of Spiel- 
berg’s special effects; count on Roger 
Corman to show you the real thing. 

Carnosaur sets the pulpy tone for the 
rest of the Coolidge Corner’s summer 
attractions, which are highlighted by a 
“3-D and Beyond” series featuring such 
classics in the genre as House of Wax, 
Dial M for Murder, and Andy 
Warhol’s Frankenstein, as well as 
newfangled cyberfied delights like The 
Lawnmower Man. There are also plans 
to have virtual-reality machines available 
in the lobby. 

On the more respectable side, the 
Coolidge hopes to open Martin Breen’s 
American Heart, and Equinox, Alan 
Rudolph’s meditation on twindom star- 
ring Matthew Modine and Lara Flynn 
Boyle, later in the summer.

ven in 1993, movies don’t 
start the way 2001 did. The 
moon, the earth, and the sun 
in alignment. The massive 
opening fanfare of Richard 
Strauss’s Also sprach Zarathustra rising to 
its orgasmically climactic C-major chord 
and organ pedal point. The promise of a 
time span beginning with “The Dawn of 








Man” and taking us out to “Jupiter and the 
Infinite Beyond” — not to mention special 
effects, all in Super Panavision, that left 
Gene Roddenberry’s original Star Trek in 
the cosmic dust. It was an opening that 
promised to boldly go where movies had 
never gone before. 

2001 never quite delivered on that 
promise — it probed the mysteries of space 
but couldn’t solve the riddles of the human 
heart. Still, 25 years later, its technology re- 
mains unsurpassed. Star Wars and Space: 
1999 and the new generation of Star Treks 
have matched it at the special-effect level. 
But no one’s special effects have ever called 
so little attention to themselves, whether it’s 
Kubrick’s ape-men jumping up and down 
or his ships sailing toward the stars. Indeed, 
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Ive the riddles of the heart. 


no one’s space vehicles have ever looked so 
at home in the vastness of the universe. 
Reason enough to celebrate the 25th an- 
niversary of 2001, which plays this Satur- 
day, July 17, at the Coolidge Corner and is 
also available in laserdisc form as well as on 
inexpensive ($20) videocassette (be sure 
you get the letterbox version). 

As for the “human” effects of Kubrick’s 
film, they haven’t dated either — but 
that’s because they were so misanthropic 
to begin with. Like the Friedrich Nietzsche 
work after which Strauss named his tone 
poem, 2001 is less odyssey than lecture. 
“The Dawn of Man” signals the dawn of 
depravity: selfish ape-men pushing gentle 
tapirs away from common-food areas; two 
tribes of ape-men fighting over a water-

hole; an ape-man attacked by a leopard 
while his cowardly fellows run away; ape- 
men learning to use bones to club those 
tapirs and one another. When Kubrick’s 
camera transforms a bone-weapon hurled 
through the air into the spaceship that’s 





carrying corporatespeakmeister Heywood | 


Floyd to the moon, you don’t have to be a | 


rocket scientist to predict that his 21st- 
century homo sapiens won’t act much dif- 
ferent. 

Except that the violence is now verbal. 
Floyd, phoning home to earth, promises 
his little girl something special for her 
birthday but has no idea what to get her; 
his only message to his wife is that he 
called. Astronaut Frank is palpably bored 
by his parents’ palpably boring birthday 


transmission. The director also stages the | 


cocktail party of your nightmares: five per- 
sons, one drink. All of which is set in an 
antiseptic, straight-line world of white 
walls and low ceilings, where food is 
sipped through straws and the instructions 
for the zero-gravity toilet are a mile long. 

Kubrick’s indictment of humanity 
reaches perigee in HAL’s closing plea: 
“Dave, I know everything hasn’t been 
quite right with me, but I can assure you, 
very confidently, that everything’s going to 
be all right. I feel much better now. I really 
do. I still have the greatest confidence and 
enthusiasm in the mission.” (Keep in mind 
that this computer has murdered four 
crew members and was planning to leave 
Dave out there in space.) The scary thing 
is that HAL’s rationalizing sounds exactly 
like Floyd’s. The director’s hypersensitive 
ear has discerned the truth about us hu- 
mans. It’s just not the whole truth. 

But then, 2001 isn’t about humanity, 
it’s about geometry. For all that the clos- 
ing “Jupiter” section offers a spectacular 
alignment of sun, moon, planets, and 
black monolith, Kubrick views the natural 
motion of the universe as circular. Dave’s 
starchild reincarnation — complete with 
the return of the Zarathustra theme, its 
majesty now ironic — is an intentional an- 
ticlimax. The director has already given his 
heart to the giant double-wheel space sta- 
tion spinning slowly to Johann Strauss’s 
Blue Danube waltz (itself a circle); to the 
great prehistoric fish of a ship that carries 
Dave and Frank, with its bulbous head 
and slit eyes; and to the pods, Humpty- 
Dumptys that seem more than human. 

Twenty-five years later, it’s the beauty 
of these creations that makes 200/ in any 
sense a great film. The Blue Danube se- 
quence apart, Kubrick shows them to us 
without background music, silvery and 
shining in the soundlessness of space, de- 
scribing parabolas George Balanchine 
could only dream about. It’s a daring deci- 
sion and it pays off. When near the end 
Dave’s pod and the HAL-controlled fish 
ship face off, more elegant and engaging 
than any of the film’s humans, you might 
just find yourself seeing the music of the 
spheres. g 
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HOCUS POCUS 
ROOKIE OF THE YEAR 


Although Hollywood is cranking out more 
“family” movies these days than it has in 
decades, the results show that Tinseltown 
has forgotten how to tell a story that doesn’t 
depend on the visual aids of violence and 
special effects. (See Once upon a Forest, 
House of Cards, Life with Mikey, and Son- 
In-Law.) Many of these films just keep the 
violence but make it cartoonish, 4 la Home 
Alone, as if that made it suitable for kids. 
(See Last Action Hero, Dennis the Menace, 
Super Mario Bros., and Cop and a Half.) 

Two current PG-rated films, Disney’s 
Hocus Pocus and Fox’s Rookie of the Year, 
respectively show how disastrous it is to 
try to tell a children’s story in the R-rated 
pyrotechnic action-comedy style and how 
even a modicum of narrative flair can im- 
prove a cliché-ridden premise. 

Hocus Pocus (Copley Place, Fresh 
Pond, suburbs) is the convoluted tale of 
three Salem witches, sisters Winifred 
(Bette Midler), Mary (Kathy Najimy), and 
Sarah Sanderson (Sarah Jessica Parker), 
who were hanged in 1693 but are revived 
300 years later on Halloween night, after 
teenage Max (Omri Katz), his kid sister 
Dani (Thora Birch), and his love interest 
Allison (Vinessa Shaw) unwittingly light a 
magical candle. With the help of talking 





black cat Binx (actually a boy under a cen- 
turies-old Sanderson hex), the kids steal 
the witches’ magic book, which the witch- 
es try to snatch back in order to brew a 
potion that will suck the life force out of 
Salem’s children and allow the sisters to 
stay young forever. 

Coherent plot and believable characters 
are not strong points of the Mick Gar- 
ris/Neil Cuthbert screenplay. Midler, Na- 
jimy, and Parker camp it up shamelessly, 
but they can’t breathe life into one-note 
characters who if they were dwarfs would 
be Bossy, Smarmy, and Ditzy. As in most 
current children’s movies, the kids are 
smarter than the clueless adults, which 
makes them annoying, 
especially smart- 
mouthed Birch. 

Sluggishly directed by 
Kenny Ortega (Newsies), 
the movie is mostly in- 
terchangeable chase se- 
quences and noisy spe- 
cial-effects set pieces, in- 
cluding three hangings, 
three persons being 
burned alive in a fur- 
nace, a zombie being be- 
headed twice and having 
his fingers chopped off, 
a cat getting run over by 
a bus, three persons ex- 
ploding, and two kids 
getting the life sucked 
out of them — yet no 
blood. 

Also in questionable 
taste is the relentless 
slamming of witches as 





society. (The filmmakers shot some exteri- 
ors in Salem but apparently consulted no 
real-life wiccans there or elsewhere.) It 
doesn’t take a goddess-worshipper to find 
here an underlying fear of female power 
and sexuality; all the good, healing magic 
in Hocus Pocus is performed by sexually 
chaste male characters (even as the movie 
repeatedly ridicules Max’s virginity) while 
the two heroines tremble on the sidelines. 
Rookie of the Year (Copley Place, 
Fresh Pond, Chestnut Hill, suburbs) is 
also a boy’s fantasy, but at Jeast the 12- 
year-old pitcher’s best friend is his moth- 
er, who proves a pitching whiz herself. 
Henry Rowengartner (Thomas lan

Nicholas) is a little-league klutz, but 


when the tendons in his broken arm heal | 


so tightly that he can throw harder than 
Roger Clemens, he gets snapped up by 
his beloved Chicago Cubs as the key to 
their first pennant since the Jurassic peri- 
od. Yet Henry remains an uncorrupted 
kid throughout, with kid concerns: 
school, pubescent love, not losing touch 
with his two best buddies, garnering 
adult approval, earning spending money 
(when he’s fined $500 for lateness, he 
moans, “That’s like six years’ allow- 
ance!”), and finding a suitable father fig- 
ure. (Why is this the preoccupation of 
virtually all today’s movie kids? Doesn’t 
any child have two role-model parents 
anymore?) Henry even decides that,

and his adult performers — Henry’s 
mom (Amy Morton), a slumping pitcher 
(Gary Busey), the team owner (Eddie 
Bracken), and a sportscaster (John Can- 
dy) — get to express that childlike as- 
tonishment without becoming childish. 
(The only sour performance is Stern’s, 
overplaying Henry’s addled pitching 
coach as if he were still doing his Home 
Alone slapstick.) And you don’t have to 
be male or a baseball fan to appreciate 
the scenes where Henry interacts with 
his mom or his pals: you just have to 
know what it’s like to be 12.

n In Trousers, Christopher Colum- 
bus discovers not America but his 
homosexuality. So does Marvin, the 
charming but spoiled and neurotic 
subject of William Finn’s “Marvin 
musicals,” a trilogy that also includes 
March of the Falsettos and Falsettoland. 
The latter two became the unlikely Broad- 
way hit Falsettos, leaving In Trousers a sort 
of severed leg. But the intricate chamber 
musical puts its best foot forward in this 
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Marvin's room

its Boston premiere — in a whimsical, 
well-sung production under the direction 
of Gerald Moshell (who staged the first- 
ever rendezvous of all three mini-musicals 
in Hartford last year) — at the Lyric 
Stage. 

Perhaps because it preceded Finn’s col- 
laboration with the director/writer James 
Lapine, In Trousers, which hails from 
1979, lacks the warmth and specificity of 
the later plays (which, despite being al- 
most entirely sung, offer quirkish, well-de- 
veloped characters and a plot). Essentially 
a concept musical, In Trousers swirls 
about the midlife crisis in which married 
Marvin, his past a jumble of confused and 
lukewarm sexual memories, disappoints 
the women in his life by finally acknowl- 
edging his homosexuality, leaving wife Tri- 
na for the ecstatically “going-down” 
Whizzer Brown. 

As for Columbus, he is the subject of a 
distorted-memory riff, the centerpiece of 


“Marvin’s Regression.” In it Marvin plays 
the explorer in a school play in which 
Columbus, the “secret boyfriend” of 
Queen Isabella, is caught by his patroness 
making whoopee with a handsome young 
man and set packing for the New World 
— which he plans to name Isabella Land. 
On the way, however, he spends a steamy 
month in berth with his paramour — who 
happens to be named Amerigo Vespucci 
— and re-sets his sails for good. 

The production at the Lyric is set on a 
sort of playground, with colored set pieces 
and a slide. Not only is this an appropriate 
venue for Marvin to take the plunge (the 
graphically erotic “Whizzer Going Down,” 
which busts out into everything from a 
Charleston to the strains of a revival meet- 
ing, finds Marvin spread-eagle on the 
slide), but it’s an apt reflection of his oft- 
infantile appeal. Marvin was a boy, as we 
learn in two saucy numbers, given to “gid- 
dy seizures” — a sort of silly-billy aban- 
don that, when the newly liberated Marvin 
embraces his gayness, leaves the women 
wanting them too. 

The characters;in the song cycle, apart 
from Marvin and Trina, include the sig- 
nificant female figures from Marvin’s 
past, his coquettish high-school sweet- 
heart (who, in the person of Julie Dixon, 
is reminiscent of Hayley Mills with the 
thermostat cranked up) and his enigmatic 
high-school teacher, Miss Goldberg, 
whose imagined “rape” — in a number 
that puts an ironic gloss on The Fanta- 
sticks — consists of Marvin’s trying to get 






into her glasses. 

In Trousers is a weird piece, at once 
static and compelling, that Falsettos fans 
will definitely want to see. It doesn’t bring 
off the immediately ingratiating coup of 
starting out with a song entitled “Four 
Jews in a Room Bitching.” Neither does it 
include the developing human drama of 
the latter musicals, set in the early ’80s, in 
which Marvin breaks from Trina (who 
marries his psychiatrist, Mendel) to move 
in with Whizzer, who leaves him, then 
comes back, only to become ill with AIDS 
just as Marvin and Trina’s son Jason tries 
to bring the whole odd, loving clan togeth- 
er for his bar mitzvah. 

In Trousers is more abstract than that 
— except, perhaps, for Trina, whose ethe- 
real yet down-to-earth character pings 
back and forth between being bereft and 
spitting nails. It seems to be about Marvin 
and women in general, battering him with 
the love they insist he needs, needing 
things he can’t deliver. What’s clear, 
though, is that composer/lyricist/librettist 
Finn is a real talent, a guy who can juggle 
sophistication and sentiment and surreality 
as if they were three oranges. 

The musical begins and ends with a 
strange mantra — the text of a dream — 
in which “men in trousers” (really the 
women in trousers, not to mention coats 
and ties) go through life’s motions, that 
whispered “in trousers” following them 
like the shards of a nursery rhyme. The 
show boasts some ravishing, intricate har- 
monies, as well as such witty peculiarities 
as “How Marvin Eats His Breakfast” and a 
lot of musicalized anxiety. Julia Kiley, as 
Trina, wraps a rich mezzo around some 
aching ballads, as well as rising to the 
fudge-ripple-aided fragmentation of the 
sparky/gutsy “I’m Breaking Down” 
(which was interpolated into Falsettos). As 
Marvin, Tim Ewing proves particularly 
adroit at switching between the character’s 
boyish confusion and his pained maturity, 
the knowledge that he must undo sacred 
ties to get the laces of his sexual orienta- 
tion through the right holes. Dixon and 
Rosemary Loar are strong, too, as the 
spectral blasts from the past. 

Lest anyone wonder (you never know 
with summer rentals of local stages), this 
is a solidly professional if streamlined 
production. Director Moshell is a music 
professor at Trinity College, and the four 
singers, have Equity and operatic creden- 
tials. They can’t breathe the smart com- 
passion of Falsettos — which deals with 
Marvin’s finding, and teaching, what it is 
to be a man, not just sleep with one — 
into this earlier, artier, and in its AIDS 
blindness more innocent work. But they 
make it clear that all In Trousers needed 
to become Falsettos was a dose of old- 
fashioned dramaturgy and some Finn 
tuning. QO

hakespeare leaves the 
boundaries between dream 
and reality purposely 
vague in A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, so perhaps 
it should be no surprise that veteran Publick 
| Theatre actor Phillip Patrone, here making 
his directorial debut, couldn’t resist adding 
his own framing device to the Bard’s al- 
ready layered tale. In Patrone’s version, the 






entire story — from Puck making Titania 
fall in love with an ass to the sweet dénoue- 
ment that finds each rightly paired couple 
setting off to bed — appears to be a dream 
occurring to one Nicholas Bottom. Oh, he’s 
not a weaver. He’s an advertising executive 
beset by problems of getting a photo shoot 
together, the details of which are revealed to 
us as he plays back his answering-machine 
messages before nodding off. 

Sound gratuitous? The stunt may have 
been inspired by Bottom’s insistence — 
found in Shakespeare’s text — that a pro- 
logue be written for the artisan-actors’ pro- 
duction of the drama of “Pyramus and This- 
by,” explaining that “I Pyramus am not 
Pyramus but Bottom the weaver.” This, Bot- 
tom opines, will calm the alarmed audience 
and “put them out of fear” of his ferocity. 

Whether or not you think Patrone has 
taken outrageous liberties with Shake- 
speare’s text, one thing is certain. The work 
of adding one more level of reality taxes the 
feeble Publick Theatre production so heavi- 
ly that much of the play’s famed magic goes 
the way of the audience’s fear. So much so 
that, when Egeus first appears at court with 
his recalcitrant daughter Hermia, who is in 
love with Lysander, Theseus’s stern com- 
mand that she marry Daddy’s choice, 


Demetrius, or remain a virgin seems like 
small stuff compared to the burblings of 
Nicholas Bottom’s message machine. 

What’s a pair of AWOL lovers to do? 
The stakes having been visibly reduced, this 
Hermia and Lysander flee to the woods, 
which — outfitted by three sickly tree limbs 
over-reaching the trellises and balconies of 
Harry Smith’s anemic court set — resem- 
ble not Shakespeare’s green crucible of 
transformation but a low-rent suburban 
back yard. (Can moonlight revels actually 
occur in a place like this? Why not ditch the 
Athens architecture in favor of a better 
bower?) Here the band of rude mechani- 
cals, whom Patrone turns into rude me- 
chanics, appear to go no farther than the 
corner garage to rehearse their “most 
lamentable comedy” (in which greasy envi- 
rons Roderic Culver’s Flute, a dolt in cover- 
alls, nonetheless wrings gold from the role 
of Thisby, which he puts to good use later). 

It helps that Raphael Peacock’s Lysander 
is cocky and amiable. He infuses his lines 
with a comprehension that eludes 
many of his colleagues, his prox- 
imity lending Louisa Grignon’s 
Hermia some much needed fla- 
voring. Less charismatic is Neil 
McGarry’s Demetrius. He’s 
hardly a match for Laurann 
Adams’s sassy Helena, whose “I 
am your spaniel” act is a hilarious 
kind of putting on the dog. Kip 
Keith’s Puck is of the muscular 
Nijinsky variety, albeit less sexual 
than mischievous. It’s he, and not 
the bevy of grunge-harlequin- 
costumed fairies, who infuses the 
production with what little bits of 
mischief it’s able to sustain. 

What this Midsummer never 
does attain is a sense of magic 
that can transform warring part-

ners into peaceable teams, nightmares into 
sweet dreams, or bad actors into good 
ones. Missing is the sense that Titania and 
Oberon (played by Anne-Marie Cusson 
and Kamau Minkah Hashim, who also 
double as Hippolyta and Theseus) are 
forces of nature, powerful enough to ar- 
range and rearrange the lesser goings-on 
of hapless mortals. Cusson is more com- 
pelling as Titania than as Hippolyta, but 
her tinny voice conjures up a silent-movie 
actress in a medium that demands sound. 
And Hashim is way out of his element. 
Plodding around the stage as though 
chained to an iambic treadmill, he drops as 
many syllables as suits his attitude. 
Unsatisfied Bard lovers, their evening 
having run anything but smooth, will have 
to content themselves with the spectacle of 
“Pyramus and Thisby.” It’s hilarious, not 
because of Bruce Ward’s hamming it up as 
Pyramus/Bottom, but because its celebra- 
tion of ineptness both survives and encom- 
passes all of what has just passed. Q

Paula Vogel’s The Baltimore 
Waltz puts a surreal spin on AIDS

illy and surreal, The Balti- 
more Waltz deserves cred- 
it for retuning the stan- 
dard AIDS drama, though 
its goofy melody doesn’t 
rise to the tragic occasion. Dramatist Paula 
Vogel (director of the playwriting program 
at Brown University) dispenses with melo- 
dramatic devices (indifferent doctors, loyal 
lover, deathbed scene), replacing them with 
an internalized fantasia that never directly 
mentions AIDS but dreams around it. Vo- 
gel holds her politics, guilt, and grief up to 
a funhouse mirror — what’s reflected is a 





joky stream of consciousness with the- 


strengths and weaknesses of distortion. 
The Baltimore Waltz jettisons realistic 
clichés, which is probably why it’s the lead- 
ing AIDS play on the regional-theater cir- 
cuit. But the playwright never bothers to 
make full use of the gain in imaginative 
freedom. Leaving the traumatic world of 
fact behind, Vogel comes up with a playful 
but tawdry vaudeville show. 

The play’s shocking role reversal is that 
Anna, a single elementary-school teacher 
and sister of an AIDS sufferer, imagines 
she’s contacted the fatal illness ATD, Ac- 
quired Toilet Disease. She and her broth- 
er, Carl, go on a European trip (the tour 
Vogel never took with her own brother, 
who asked her to go before he was diag- 
nosed with HIV). Anna undergoes stages 
of withdrawal, despair, and lust while Carl 
tries to find miracle cures for her, insisting 
on a visit to Dr. Todesrécheln (“death rat- 
tle”), who specializes in better health 
through drinking urine. 

Mixed into this allegory of hopelessness 
are bits and pieces of film noir, French- 
language lessons, slide shows, and bur- 
lesque routines. Carl meets Harry Lime 
(of The Third Man fame) on the ferris 
wheel while Anna (eager to make up for a 
meager sex life) makes whoopee with ev- 
ery guy she sees, from a French bellboy to 
a German Marxist. Anna’s vision is an at- 
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tempt to put herself in Carl’s shoes, 
though it’s also a futile escape from reality. 
The doctor in the Baltimore hospital room 
jolts her awake, asking “Where have you 
been?” before leading her to her brother’s 
dead body. 

The script’s promise of stylistic libera- 
tion is fudged by Anna’s inner tumble into 
regression (a return to the womb? a repu- 
diation of responsibility?). Cari hauls a 
beloved stuffed rabbit around with him; he 
hides it from Customs as if it were contra- 
band, rubs it up against strangers who 
have their own bunnies, and fights to keep 
others from taking it. The hare isn’t so 
much an image of homosexuality as it is 
Vogel’s most obvious transposition of pri- 
mal anxieties and needs into Anna’s 
Freudian dream world. 

But Anna and Carl’s simple-minded 
props and prattle are filtered through Vo- 
gel’s tired adult sensibility. The Baltimore 
Walrz is childish rather than artful; its hu- 
mor isn’t witty or black but smirky. Anna 
asks her French lover what male and fe- 
male genitalia are called in his language; 
Dr. Todesrécheln is yet another reincarna- 
tion of Peter Sellers in Dr. Strangelove, 
complete with out-of-control arm; the final 
image is the predictable Viennese shake-a- 
leg. Approaching AIDS through the use of 
fantasy (as does the acclaimed Angels in 
America) calls for more, not less, theatrical 
imagination. Vogel ends up with the irra- 
tionality, but not the poetry, of a dream. 

Kids’ stuff The Baltimore Waltz may be, 
but the Equity production at the Brown 
Summer Theatre is a grown-up affair. Di- 
rector Ronn Smith was the dramaturg for 
the play’s world-premiere production at 
New York’s Circle Repertory Company 
(which was directed by Anne Bogart, who 
had scheduled the play for her aborted sec- 
ond season at Trinity Rep). He moves the 
short scenes with dispatch, getting fine, 
understated performances from his cast. 

Geraldine Librandi lends Anna an edgy 
melancholic vulnerability that’s a wry par- 
ody of soap-opera misery. Jonathan Fried 
makes the brilliant Carl an appealing if 
pouty figure, an irritable boy/man who 
carries his stuffed bunny while touring the 
Louvre. The script has one actor playing 
all the other parts, and Peter Jacobson 
handles the nifty scramble of languages 
and costumes like a vintage trouper. His 
over-the-top mad doctor, though, reminds 
you that The Baltimore Waltz’s cornball 
unconscious is but a meager response to a 
modern plague. Q

In your face 


Donald Byrd’s Drastic Cuts 


leaves you looking for peace 


by Thea Singer 


onald Byrd’s non-stop, 

technically stunning 

Drastic Cuts — set to 

Mio Morales’s relentless, 

thumping score — hits 
like a fist in the gut. Although billed as a 
reaction to the incredibly shrinking arts 
funding in this country, it delivers not so- 
cial but sexual politics, thrusting men 
against women as both adversaries and 
lovers in an alarming array of postures, 
partnering, and lifts. Last weekend the 
company’s eight dancers performed the 
four-part evening-length work at the 
Hatch Shell with an intensity and vigor 
that likely outsmoked the sky-high tem- 
peratures in the first of the Harvard Sum- 
mer Dance Center’s two faculty perfor- 
mances. 

Byrd gets his point across by merging 
the classical lines and speed of ballet with 
the drive and athleticism of jazz and the 
into-the-floor weight of modern dance. In 
his hands, entrechats crash into splits, un- 
dulating torsos compress into whirlwind 
pirouettes, battements slice the air, and 
hands, with elbows out, cover ears and 
jerk toward center, as if simultaneously to 
close out and keep time to all the noise. 
His explosive, limber dancers don’t so 
much*inhabit his movement as split it 
apart at the seams. 

In part one, for instance, a single-file 
line of four men mark out their territory by 
tracing a box on stage before playing the 
chorus, then the master, to a single wom- 
an who crosses their path. One twirls her 
by a leg stretched so taut and high it slices 
her between the eyes. Later she one-ups 
them by sitting, in an impossibly wide sec- 
ond position, atop their curved backs as 
they support themselves with their hands 
on their knees. Given the dance’s pace and 
tension, it’s a wonder you don’t hear her 
muscles rip. 

And there’s the rub: pyrotechnics meant 
to astonish are often so hard-hitting 
they’re painful. In section two, which is a 
quintet, flashing lights zing your eyes at 
appointed intervals as a voice intones, 
“That gets my heart pumping.” It’s more 


explicitly sexual than the opening segment, 
as the men seem to take turns with the 
women. One chases his partner around 
the stage uttering catcalls. Another rubs 
his hands over the breasts of the lady 
straddling his belly or drags her across the 
space. A third leads his mate by the hand 
as she struggles to walk behind him in a 
crouch. They strip off their shirts in a 
show of machismo and grab their crotches 
and butts. Both sexes clump center stage 
to caress one another lasciviously. 

Provocative as the gestures are, they’re 
meant to be taken not at face value but as 
a warning of the dangers, to body and 
mind, of excess — specifically, of pushing 
sexual role-playing too far. The phrase 
that best displays Byrd’s self-conscious in- 
tent brackets the section like bookends: a 
man hoists a woman atop his shoulders 
while another woman, in deep second-po- 
sition plié, rests her head on his stomach 
and encircles his waist with her arms. It’s 
a scene of surprising calm, and nurtu- 
rance, in the midst of so much madness. 

That image leads well into the work’s 
second half, which cuts through the roiling 
bodies to deliver, finally, a more spare 
commentary in the form of a lone wom- 
an’s soliloquy and a duet. The first shows 
a woman swaggering to the stage apron, 
where she pulls at and wipes her face with 
increasing abandon, as if ridding it of the 
emotional grime it’s stored over the course 
of the night. She convulses in laughter, 
then, turning her back to the audience, 
snaps off her bustier and swings it with the 
insolence of a teenager chewing gum in 
your face. The gesture speaks volumes: no 
matter what action preceded her entrance, 
she’s the one emotionally in charge. 

The dance finishes with fast and furious 
partnering, similar to that pursued earlier 
but softer, perhaps because only two peo- 
ple are on view, or perhaps because of di- 
minishing returns. As scintillating as 
Byrd’s moves are, they ultimately lose 
power: without contrasting dynamics, 
what started out as thrilling becomes ev- 
eryday or, worse, tiresome. And though he 
often sets up an individual as a still point 
against a group of, say, four, I found my- 
self longing for more points of calm within 
Drastic Cuts’ visual and aural storm. Q

or months now, local rock 
fans and musicians have been 
expecting the worst: the Par- 
adise, a rock-and-roll institu- 
tion, was going to close its 
doors to live music. Rumors flew about the 
club turning its lucrative little storefront 
operation, the Eurodance venue M-80, into 
the presiding aesthetic. In short, it was ev- 
ery rock nerd’s worst nightmare: the rock- 
and-roll cub becomes a disco. 

Well, forget it. Paradise owner Seth 
Greenberg, who’s been at the helm since 
1983, insists that rock and roll is here to 
stay. The club will close for renovations on 
August 16. When it re-opens, on Septem- 
ber 6, he says there will be more live music 
than ever, including jazz and blues. And it 
will be happening in a completely re- 
designed room, one lavish with rich fabric, 
stainless steel and chrome, and a ma- 
hogany dance floor. All to the tune of more 
than a half-million dollars. 

“We’re making an investment in the 








rock-and-roll community — that’s how we 
see this deal,” Greenberg said recently in 
his office next door to the club. “And be- 
cause we have the money to do it now — 
before we blow it somehow or other,” he 
adds with a laugh, “we’re doing it.” 

But the skeptic might wonder why 
Greenberg is bothering with live music at 
all, rock in particular, especially in a down 
economy when, by his own admission, it’s 
“pretty much impossible to make money in 
concerts on a small scale.” For the most 
part, he says, live shows at the Paradise 
have only been breaking even, doing not 
much more than paying for the club’s over- 
head. Whereas M-80, with its young, 
wealthy European clientele and VIP service 
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Boston’s showease rock room 
gets ready for a rebirth 


and membership prices, has been “huge.” 
Why not go Eurodisco to the max? 

“The key to any business is diversifica- 
tion,” answers Greenberg, who holds part- 
nerships not only in the Paradise but in 
Stitches and Universal Joint on Beacon 
Street, and Quest. (Lansdowne Street club 
tsars John and Patrick Lyons, along with 
omnipotent regional promoter Don Law, 
hold the other half of the Paradise owner- 
ship.) “You don’t know what direction an 
industry will move into. 

“Ten years ago, for instance, comedy 
clubs were these new, upstart nightclub 
concepts, and the next thing you knew, ev- 
eryone got into it, and every restaurant and 
little schmeckola pizza place started having 
comedy nights. Then cable TV got into it, 
and then [non-cable] TV, and soon you 
could see every comedian in the world on 
television at home. That knocked the hell 
out of the comedy-club business.” 

Greenberg has started another trend 
with the VIP Eurodisco concept, but he 
isn’t ready to scrap rock and roll. “We’ve 
been very lucky. We came up with a unique 
concept with our club in front, and it was 
able to supplement our business here [at 
the Paradise]. We’ve maintained a great 
booking policy and a great booking staff. 
And by producing quality shows over the 
years, we’ve developed a rapport with 
bands and agents, so that bands want to 
play this room.” 

Greenberg also thinks that the high-ser- 
vice concept of M-80 can draw out more 
of the dwindling live-music audience, as 
well as make the room available to tradi- 
tionally non-Paradise acts like jazz and 
blues. “I personally believe very strongly 
that if I build a great club, more people are 
gonna want to come out and see live rock 
and roll than they would before. I’m con- 
vinced of it. 
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“Because I know how J am personally. 
There’s lots of times I’d love to see a rock- 
and-roll show, but I don’t want to be in a 
room that’s too crowded, too sweaty, and I 
don’t have a place to sit or at least a space 
to have a little bit of privacy. A lot of 
diehard fans will go see a particular band, 
but more people will come out and see 
rock and roll more often if they can see it 
in a great environment.” 

So the days of the punk-rock dungeon 
are over? “I think that sort of came and 
went. I think people are smarter today. 
They don’t want to walk into a room that 
has pipes dripping on their heads and lacks 
ventilation. That can only be so cool and 
go so far.” 

The plans for the new Paradise entail 
gutting the room and building new dress- 
ing rooms, new bathrooms with new fix- 
tures, a handicapped restroom, and a sec- 
ond-level mezzanine (at about the level of 
the current sound booth), which will in- 
clude alcove-like banquettes. The current 
obstructive pillars will be reduced to nar- 
rower stainless-steel support beams. The 
stage will remain where it is, and the em- 
phasis of the new design, aside from the 
fixtures, will be the improved sightlines.

“We’re not building this plush, rich- 
looking palace of a nightclub,” Greenberg 
insists. “We’re building something that’s 
very cool and very understated and very 
smart.” In essence, it’s. the M-80 idea of 
service and comfort applied to a rock 
club. “There are very few clubs that are 
concert clubs that are also designed to do 
dance-club business. Avalon does it, but 
Avalon is basically a club and just does 
concerts occasionally.” 

And of course, in the Avalon tradition 
(where he and his Paradise staff do Inter- 
national nights on Thursday), Greenberg 
will still be doing some events during the 
school year, when 8 o’clock shows clear 
out by 11 so that the disco can move. in, 
But the rumors of a total dance-club 
make-over, which were often reported by 
fearful Paradise staffers themselves, 
started when it was reported in the local 
press that Greenberg and Patrick Lyons 
would be checking out the designs of 
various dance clubs in Europe. In fact, 
his staff is now integrally involved in the 
makeover of the new club — including 
the veteran sound, light, and backstage 
crew. “I think we’ve quelled those fears,” 
says Greenberg. 





















ver 17 years, the Paradise Rock Club 
has racked up a lot of memories. There 
was the bar in the front room that be- 
came Stitches, then M-80. In the early 
days, there was even jazz — a several- 
night stay by Sonny Rollins, a Charles Mingus perfor- 
mance that had to be cancelled when the great bassist- 
composer was overcome by Lou Gehrig’s Disease. Here 
are some other recollections. 
» 

Ted Drozdowski: The first show I caught in town was 
Mission of Burma at the Paradise. “Academy Fight 
Song” b/w “Max Ernst” was such a great single, and got 
so much airplay where I came from, that I was sure 
they’d be huge here. 

Instead, we arrived late and got a table at the front. 
The room was nearly empty, but the band were great, 
playing almost in our laps. We got dappled by their sweat 
and punk-edged attitude, and bathed in sound as power- 
ful as a knotted fist, booming through the club’s serious 
PA. Next week we went back and caught Human Sexual 
Response — from the same table. 

When the tables went, a little of the club’s class disap- 
peared too. But the shows stayed great, from a sparsely 
attended gig by the Fall, to shoulder-to-shoulder double 
bills like John Cale and Pere Ubu, to the Boston debut of 
Masters of Reality — the concert that convinced me the 
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Remember when

old-horse blues rock could still run, when I was ready to 
bury it. In recent years, I’ve gotten to know the club’s 
sound, stage, and lighting people a bit. They’re not only 
top-notch pros but nice folks, which makes the room a 
Paradise for local bands as well. 
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Brett Milano: I'd like to say I was at the Paradise when 
U2 opened for Baréoga, or when Richard and Linda 
Thompson played a few months before splitting up, but I 
couldn’t get tickets. But I recall two important nights in 
the early days. One show that shaped my musical taste 
for the next 10 years was my first R.E.M. gig in the sum- 
mer of 1983. The opening band weren’t bad either: they 
were loud and loose and covered a couple of Motérhead 
songs. They were called the Replacements. 

I was there to see the Roches the night that Reagan 
got elected, in 1980. When the news came down, I re- 
member that Suzzy Roche had the perfect comment: 
“Where are we all gonna move to?”

Matt Ashare: My fondest memories of the Paradise co- 
incide with my formative punk years, the three summers 
I spent in Boston before reaching that magic age of 21. 
Back then, 18-plus shows were a rarity, so I had to rely 
on all-ages hardcore matinees for my rock-and-roll fix. 
I’d put on my Sunday-punk best, line up under the bru- 
tal midday sun, and wait to be let into the remarkably

well air-conditioned Paradise. 

I must have seen most of the bands from the This Is 
Boston Not L.A. compilation (the FU’s, the Freeze, Jer- 
ry’s Kids, etc.) a half-dozen times each. I vaguely re- 
member Stranglehold ending one particularly rowdy 
Paradise set with a rousing version of Kiss’s “I Wanna 
Rock and Roll All Night” that somehow justified those 
— years in the Kiss Army I’d been so embarrassed 
about. 

But the best all-around experience for me was seeing 
Gang Green a few weeks after a disastrous set at the 
Channel. That gig started with an obviously trashed 
Chris Doherty chanting “Budweiser” and ended a 
minute into their first tune when he fell off a speaker col- 
umn and passed out — very, very punk! Doherty started 
the Paradise show with a sincere apology, then proceed- 
ed to rip through the fastest, tightest Gang Green set I © 
ever saw. It was the first and only time I enjoyed slam- 
dancing.

Jon Garelick: The first Paradise gig I can remember 
was a performance by Captain Beefheart and the Mag- 
ic Band. This was at the time of Doc at the Radar Sta- 
tion, so it must have been 1980. The tables and chairs 
were bolted to the floor. Boston’s Suede Cowboys 
opened with their garage funk, including a great “One 
Nation Under a Groove” (with Brother Cleve on key- 
boards). 

Between sets the Captain — Don Van Vliet — en- 
tered from the audience, with the house lights up, 
wearing a big overcoat and fedora, looking thinner 
than the last time I’d seen him (in the early ’70s), and 
scoping the scene. During his set, when the audience 
shouted “Captain!”, he winced and said, “Ooo! That’s 
the shingle that’s given me shingles!” He sang, played 
soprano sax and harp, complained about his record 
company and the vocal mike, and put on a great show. 
Eric Drew Feldman (later with Pere Ubu and Frank 
Black) played keyboards. Gary Lucas did a special 
guest guitar appearance for “Flavor Bud Living.” 
That’s all I can remember. Q

The Story continue to map the angles of humanity

alking to Jonatha Brooke 
about her songwriting is like 
listening to the music she 
makes with the Story: you 
wind up encountering a lot 
of beauty and sadness. “It’s just family and 
history and angst, and love and hate and 
death and church,” she noted over lunch 
with her singing partner Jennifer Kimball 
in Cambridge last week. Sure, every good 
writer of literate pop songs has hit on 
those themes from time to time. But 
Brooke, who provides all the Story’s mate- 
rial, has an knack for covering them all in 
the same song. 

Case in point: “Amelia,” the last track 
on the new Story album The Angel in the 
House (due in stores from Elektra on 
Tuesday), and one of its more striking 
numbers. Sure enough, its lyric concerns 
angst about family history. “Amelia Baer- 
horst was my grandmother’s name,” 
Brooke explains. “But the song was also 
inspired by a Sharon Olds poem about 
imagining she was there at her parents’ 
college graduation. They were in love and 
about to be married; and they were beauti- 
ful and young and blind. The poem is 
about being there and wishing you can 
say, ‘Don’t do it, don’t get married be- 
cause you’re going to do things you never 
believed you’d do, and you’re going to re- 
gret it. You’re going to do horrible things 
to your children: me.’ 

“The song is inspired by that, but also 
by knowing what my grandmother went 
through with my grandfather. He was 
mentally ill for 10 years. And he was a 
huge man; my mother was about my size. 
I just remember her driving him around in 
their Lincoln Continental; they’d visit us 
and he wouldn’t say anything. He would 
drool, and his hands were stuck in this po- 
sition. She was always up and cheerful and 
caring. She dealt with it. She was sup- 
posed to.” 

Whew. This is, of course, not the stuff 
that usually gets channeled into catchy 
tunes. “It’s what I do, though,” she says. 
“Once in a while I think I'd better just 
lighten up, write a happy song that has 
three chords, a really simple hook, nothing 
bizarre or dissonant about it. We’d proba- 
bly make more money that way.” 

Brooke appears to be one of those well- 





adjusted people who work out their darker __ also felt obliged to throw on a novelty _ 


tendencies through songwriting. Does 
having a tangled history at least give her 
more to write about? “Yeah, it definitely 
creates more fodder for intricate, compli- 
cated, fucked-up situations in the songs. I 
have to admit that my parents’ divorce 
three years ago was a real catalyst for a lot 
of material; I got a lot of vengeance out of 
that. ‘The Perfect Crime,’ from the first al- 
bum, was about that. [After writing the 
songs,] I think I grew up a lot and realized 
they weren’t going to change. I hope they 
weren’t offended by anything I wrote. It 
wasn’t done hurtfully, just as a way to ex- 
press reactions. 

“On the other hand, people can misin- 
terpret songs. One woman thought that 
‘The Alarm Is on Love,’ from the first al- 
bum, was about my screwed-up childhood 
and my failed mother-daughter relation- 
ship. Which it wasn’t. But I appreciated 
her sympathy.” 

The Angel in the House is a solid, 
though not perfect, follow-up to last year’s 
reputation-building Grace in Gravity. 
Brooke hasn’t run out of dark beauty or 
intriguing song angles, and the harmonies 
remain stellar. Unfortunately, it’s a slicker 
production than the debut, and the cushy 
full-band setting doesn’t suit their voices 
as well as the largely acoustic sound of 
Grace. Keyboardist Alain Mallet (Brooke’s 
husband) does most of the arrangements, 
and his preferred sounds (New Age key- 
boards crossed with Brazilian rhythms) 
wind up softening the natural dissonance 
in the Story’s harmonies. The best mo- 
ments are the more unadorned ones. 
Those include two songs dealing with ro- 
mantic longing: “In the Gloaming,” a tra- 
ditional folk tune done with only piano, 
and “The Gilded Cage,” one of Brooke’s 
best heart-on-sleeve ballads. 

“I think there’s a lot of female-ness in 
the record,” Brooke offers. “In the range 
of emotion involved, the expression, the 
vulnerability.” As for the album’s title, “I 
think a lot of women’s houses are haunted. 
There’s a lot of baggage that we all carry 
around, even in our generation, that keeps 
us from achieving what we set out to do 
and tells us instead to waste time on things 
like our physiques and cleaning our hous- 
es. So ‘the angel in the house’ is the phan- 
tom that haunts every woman. It’s my 
mom, my grandmother, and the love-hate 
thing that we’re all torn by.” 

As with Grace’s “Dog Dreams,” they’ve

song two-thirds of the way through; you'll 
either love it or hate it. To these ears, 
“Fatso” is the album’s major glitch. Sure, 
it takes on a serious topic — society’s 
pressure on women to look like super- 
models — but it’s way too cute and way 
too long, and it sounds like the Roches on 
a really bad day. (There’s also a joky 
reprise of the song at the end of the CD, 
and it’s the last thing you’d want to listen 
to after being moved by “Amelia.”) Be- 
sides, to hear these particular singers ob- 
sess about gaining weight is a little like 
hearing millionaires Aerosmith do “Eat 
the Rich”: some people shouldn’t oughta 
complain. 

“Some people have that reaction, like 
‘What do you have to worry about?’ ” says 
Kimball, who’s the Story’s quiet one. 
“That’s indicative of the problem we all 
have to deal with. It doesn’t matter what 
you look like or what sex you are; it mat- 
ters what you think about yourself. Neither 
of us has had really serious eating prob- 
lems, as many women have. But all the 
same, it has affected us in different ways.” 

The Story’s own visual style is fairly 
striking for the folk-rock circuit, where 
their kind of new-wavish glamor isn’t of- 
ten seen. “I think that’s conscious,” says 
Brooke. “We like looking good, but we 
don’t like to appear that we take ourselves 
too seriously. So there’ll always be some 
goofy element to both of us, like Jennifer’s 
hair.” (The latter, Kimball says, will be 
newly spiked for the coming tour.) 

Making the second album wasn’t as 
rough on the Story as it can often be for 
bands. Brooke already had most of the 
material written (a couple of tunes go back 
to their early days, when they performed 
around Amherst and Boston as Jonatha & 
Jennifer). And they found themselves a fa- 
vored project at Elektra, which had pur- 
chased the debut album after it had been 
out on the smaller folk label Green Linnet 
for a few months. 

“We had more money this time, which 
meant a better studio and more live musi- 
cians,” Brooke says. “I know that [Elektra 
president] Bob Krasnow took a shine to it 
and sent down the word of ‘Hey guys, let’s 
run with this.” ” And the past year has 
brought a glimpse of stardom, at least on 
the regional level. “It’s getting to the point 
where people’ treat us differently, which is 
a very odd thing,” Kimball says. “We've 
gotten a few weird letters, but nothing re- 
ally extreme yet,” Brooke adds. “I can 





imagine it getting really stupid if this al- 
bum does well.”

SINGLE OF THE WEEK. Bendalittle has 
to be the worst band name I’ve heard all 
year, so perhaps we can be glad that their 
“Now”/”Fall” single (on San Francisco’s 
Deadsmack label) is a one-off. But it’s still 
a fine collision of pop hooks and garage 
noise, as befits a band with two ex-Cave- 
dogs (the two in Merang, drummer Mark 
Rivers and guitarist Todd Spahr) and two 
members of Evol Twin (guitarist Fran Gon- 
zalez and bassist Glenn Brown). The press 
release points out that all four band mem- 
bers were drunk when they cut these tracks 
— and they must have been peaking when 
they recorded the A-side, which has a win- 
ning, sloppy exuberance and could have fit 
on the first dB’s album. The flip’s a bluesy, 
bottom-of-the-bottle number that begins 
with the question “How’s your life? Mine is 
more or less a drag” and ends just when it’s 
on the verge of breaking into a chaotic jam. 
Proof that tight isn’t always right.

Canadian folk singers/sisters Kate 
and Anna McGarrigle released their 
first two albums, Kate and Anna Mc- 
Garrigle (’76) and Dancer with 
Bruised Knees (’77), at the dawn of 
punk rock, but if they’d debuted in 
another musical era, it probably 
wouldn’t have mattered.

expect the worst: preciousness, coy- 
ness, homespun quaintness.

reaction, no doubt, but there it is, 


leaving a small band of intrepids to 
discover the intelligent pleasures of 
this original duo. 

Fortunately, in the age of reissues 
almost everybody gets a second 
chance, and the McGarrigles, whose 
first two recordings on Hannibal 
have been newly digitized and made 
available by Rykodisc, sound as un-

Less mysterious, 
though, is the buzz of contentment 
that comes from listening to the two 
discs. It’s the unalloyed pleasure of 
time spent with music for grown-ups.

their influences on their sleeve, the B- 
side. Smart, minimalist pop, howev- 
er, will probably be around as long as 
there are college kids with time on 
their hands, and recent EPs by DC’s 
Unrest and the New York-based col- 
lege-rock supergroup Luna hint that 
the concept of the B-side may survive 
the CD age as long as you don’t mind 
paying more for it. Both EPs are as 
compelling for the associations they 
might fire in your mind as they are 
for their music. 

Luna’s Slide EP (Elektra) compris- 
es a single lifted from last year’s Lu- 
napark, the tunefully lethargic 
“Slide,” and five tracks that would 
have been B-sides in the days of vinyl. 
With Dean Wareham, an ex-member 
of the oh-so-Velvety Galaxy 500, at 
the helm and drummer Stanley 
Demeski on board after his stint with 
the Feelies (a band who reworked 
“Foggy Notion” more than once), it’s 
no surprise that there’s a Reed/Cale 
tune on Luna’s Slide (Elektra). “Ride 
into the Sun” is basically a poor 
man’s version of “Sweet Jane,” with 
similar chords and fewer words, and 
since we already know about Ware- 
ham’s VU obsession, it’s ultimately 
unrevealing. 

Luna branch out into more-abra- 
sive guitar textures with the Dream 
Syndicate’s “That’s What You Always 
Say.” The song introduces those fa- 
miliar only with Syndicate frontman 
Steve Wynn’s more recent classic- 


classifiably refreshing as they did the 
first time around. 
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song, refuses to wallow in rejection, 
| instead spiking it with defiance and 
leavening it with self-possession.

On Bruised Knees, Kate’s “South- 
ern Boys” is equal parts flirtatious 
and mocking: “Their breath in your 
ear is as soft as the cotton/Whether 
they’re wooing or whispering/The 
latest racist joke” followed by “I get 
knocked right off my feet when I 
hear that Southern drawl.”

Similarly, her “First Born” is ambiva- 
lent about its titular subject; though 
the little king she’s describing sounds 
like a potential monster, she sings 
with the insight of one who involun- 
tarily assists in the coronation. 

Anna continues her more literary 
observations with the title cut: “For 
years we had been one with the 
stars/A pas de deux of renown/I’d 


genre are the Velvet Underground. 
R.E.M. simply had the good taste to 
record a cover of “There She Goes 
Again” as the B-side to “Radio Free 
Europe,” which introduced college- 
aged post-punks weaned on the 
“anyone can play guitar” ethic to the 
accessible, three-chord minimalist- 
pop side of the Velvets. A lot of those 
kids dug copies of The Velvet Under- 
ground and Nico out of used-record 
bins and found direction in definitive 
DIY songs with simple, literate lyrics 
and stark melodies that express a 
range of complex emotions — songs 
like “Sunday Morning” and “Femme 
Fatale,” both of which R.E.M. cov- 
ered live. 

Ironically, the same digital revolu- 
tion that hastened late-’80s VU re-re- 
leases also eliminated the main forum 
major-label bands had for wearing 





tracks from 1982’s almost forgotten 
Days of Wine and Roses (Ruby), a 
great disc that came at the crest of 
the VU revival and combined deli- 
cate, edgy melodies with psychotic 
guitar outbursts. The other cover, 
Beat Happening’s pop & poetry “In- 
dian Summer,” recalls R.E.M.’s 1987 
B-side version of Pylon’s “Crazy” in 
its implicit support of a contemporary 
band working in a similar vein. (See, 
there is a tradition at work here.) The 
slightly scaled-back demo of Luna- 
park’s folky “Hey Sister” and a noisy, 
one-dimensional outtake from that 
disc that didn’t make the cut for obvi- 
ous reasons (“Rollercoaster”) are 
merely curiosities for diehard fans. 
The Isabel Bishop EP (4 A.D.) by 
Unrest is a less compelling effort by a 
more promising spare-and-moody 
pop band. Its main attraction is a 
nifty ethereal dance mix of “Isabel” 
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from last year’s Imperialf.f.r.r. (Teen 
Beat), with fragmented chords and a 
basic drum-machine groove support- 
ing Mark Robinson’s typical Reed- 
like deadpan poetics. There’s also a 
more listener-friendly re-recording of 
an earlier tune, “Teenage Suicide,” 
and a couple of tracks from hard-to- 
find indie singles. The only new of- 
fering is the disappointing instrumen- 
tal “Nation Writer,” which takes min- 
imalism to the extreme by eschewing 
hooks altogether. 

B-sides have always been hit-or- 
miss affairs. Even R.E.M. had a few 
clunkers. But casual misfires can be 
endearing, and if EPs can replace 
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B-SIDE UNREST: smart, minimalist pop will probably be

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Is Kelly Willis letting go of 
the rough, emotional stuff?

elly Willis should bear in 
mind that two of the 
singers who’ve left their 
mark on her in a big way, 
*50s rockabilly priestesses 
Janis Martin and Wanda Jackson, would 
never make it onto country playlists today. 
Country radio likes everything not just 
glossified and slicked over, but sat upon, 
crushed and flattened like a straw hat left 
carelessly on a chair. Martin and Jackson, 
with their big-boned, take-no-prisoners 
voices, would be denounced as the An- 
tichrist — or, at the very least, as girls that 
had better be sat upon before they did any 
damage with their big-bottomed sound. 
You have to wonder whether Patsy Cline 
would be able to get a hit today: she could 
wrestle a moist, gooey string part into the 
dust with ease, and her voice, even on 
record, takes charge of any room it graces. 
Would country radio dare let any one per- 
former — let alone a woman — have that 
much power? 

Willis’s third and latest album, Kelly 
Willis (MCA), is just fine as country al- 
bums go: her voice, marvelous as ever, has 
both honey and heartbreak rolled into it, 
and her articulation is beautifully impre- 
cise, like a spontaneous slide across a pol- 
ished hardwood floor. (She has a way of 
bending and gently splintering her phrases 
that’s a little like Dwight Yoakam’s.) Even 
in ballads — like her gentle duet with 
Kevin Welch “That'll Be Me,” or on Jim 
Lauderdale’s radiant “I Know Better 
Now” — her voice is full-bodied and gen- 
erous; it may be bathed in tenderness, but 





it never sounds fragile or flimsy. 

It’s just that this time around, Willis 
pulls up short of kicking butt — something 
that seemed as elemental to her as breath- 
ing on her two previous (and stunning) al- 
bums, 1990’s Well Travelled Love and 
1991’s Bang Bang. Worst of all, I get the 
sense that she’s consciously pulling on the 
reins in a bid for country-radio stardom. 
Her sound has been gussied up, refined, 
toned down. And her band are almost too 
capable; they just don’t have the raw, mete- 
or-like flash of Radio Ranch, the outfit that 
backed her on Well Travelled Love. 

You just know Willis has it in her to be 
rowdier and ruder. The album’s rockers 
come closest to matching the gutsy 
promise of her earlier material: she’s a dy- 
namo on the opener “Take It All Out on 
You,” and her vocals fairly kick up their 
heels on Marshall Crenshaw’s stomping, 
good-natured “Whatever Way the Wind 
Blows.” But “One More Night” is the song 
that brings home what’s missing. It opens 
with a big, chunky guitar riff that would 
sound at home on a Pretenders album. The 
riff isn’t repeated until the end of the song, 
and I found myself desperately wanting it 
back. Willis is strong enough to stand up to 
the biggest guitars — all the more reason 
they should challenge her instead of slink- 
ing meekly into the background. 

The things I wanted out of those guitars 
— things I found myself articulating in 
embarrassingly simple words like “More!” 
and “Bigger!” — are probably the very 
things that were stripped away to make 
Kelly Willis more radio-friendly. In a 1991 
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NO KICKING BUTT THIS TIME — is Willis consciously

Washington Post article, starmaker/music 
mogul Tony Brown (who produced her 
first two albums and co-produced this one 
with Don Was) tried to explain the fate of 
Well Travelled Love (which got great re- 
views, but flopped). He said its sound was 
“too rough, gutsy, emotional.” Radio 
Ranch, he said, “didn’t have that formula 
sound that country radio is used to.” 

You can’t exactly disrespect Brown: at 
least he seems to have an inkling that truly 
good stuff often isn’t what sells, and he 
doesn’t buy the idea that a flop is neces- 
sarily a bad album. But what does it mean 


when one of country music’s top produc- 
ers says that an album failed because it 
was too gutsy, too emotional? 

Kelly Willis is a good enough country 
album — and country radio would earn a 
few stars by paying some attention to it. 
It’s distressing, though, to think that an 
artist as bodaciously talented as Willis 
might be using the country-music main- 
stream as a yardstick for success. She 
seems to be stretching for a tarnished and 
dented brass ring, as if unaware that she 
shouldn’t be settling for anything less than 
platinum. Q

In part, it’s kind of a drag to hear a per- 
former lecturing enthusiastic fans, who 
seemed to be sorting matters out — albeit 
chaotically, since they were excited. It’s an 


even. bigger drag that she’s,right: sharing , 


is a foreign concept in our culture of con- 
sumption. And when the realization that 
her directions made sense hit me, so did 
one possible answer to the mystery of her 
appeal: maybe fans like Natalie Merchant 
because she reminds them of their moth- 
er, or an idealized mother, who’s hiply 
successful and creative, clean-scrubbed 
good-looking, modestly but stylishly 
dressed, and ready to deliver a stern, well- 
intentioned lecture when she feels it ap- 
propriate. 

Then again, maybe all the rain that fell 
before the show soaked into my cranial 
cavity, and what’s drawing the crowds are 
the songs, which — as the band’s life has 
gone on — have become increasingly 
dominated by Merchant’s lyrics. It’s hard 
to see the music as anything more than 
wallpaper for her sitting-room dramas 
these days. Especially when the band deliv- 
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er as lackluster a performance as that at 
Great Woods. 

On their last visit to the Mansfield shed, 
the group caught fire about halfway 
through the set, rocking out to the lead of 
Robert Buck’s multi-hued guitar. This 
time, Buck looked bored wandering 
around his rig, and well he might be, light- 
ly layering heavily chorused chords behind 
Merchants mid-tempo musings all night 
long. Save for drummer Jerome Augusty- 
niak, who worked hard to put some spine 
into the concert, there were too many 
times when Merchant seemed the only liv- 
ing being on stage. 

But back to the songs. There are some 
great ones in the Maniacs’ catalogue — 
none of them on their latest Our Time in 
Eden (Elektra), which may account for the 
group’s musical lethargy. However, the 
concert did yield the band’s gems, includ- 
ing “Trouble Me,” a summation of 10,000 
Maniacs’ best qualities. The lyrics are car- 
ing and poignant, very human without lec- 
turing about child abuse, unwed mother- 
hood, vegetarianism, or any other of the 


politically correct themes that Merchant | 


has been known to plunder for material. 
On “Trouble Me,” her vocal melody line is 


relaxed and spare, allowing her the space | 


to work her register slowly and carefully, 
to its prettiest effect. The firm-standing 
folk-rock accompaniment by the band is 
as giving and supportive as the song’s 
message: “Trouble me with your worries 

. my back is sturdy and strong.” And in 
the middle, Buck throws down a handful 
of perfect, fat, singing notes for as eco- 
nomical a solo as could be imagined. 

But the band’s playing at Great Woods 
turned economy to poverty, spare to bare. 
That didn’t still the enthusiasm of an audi- 
ence who seemed content to scream for 
each of Merchant's trademark dips and 
twirls, even when they left her audibly 
short of breath when she returned to the 
microphone. The performance recalled the 
group’s own consumer culture knock 
“Candy Everybody Wants,” the radio hit 
from Our Time in Eden with the refrain 
“Hey, hey, give ’em what they want.” On 
CD, that line is sung with an almost audi- 
ble shrug that became almost visible on 
stage. 

Openers World Party kicked harder, es- 
pecially on their opening and still-best 
number “Ship of Fools” and a couple of 
blown-out psychedelic jams. Ultimately, 
however, excessive jamming undid the set 
as arrangements degenerated into charac- 
terless rave-ups. Those who caught the 
band’s special midnight set-at Bunratty’s 
that evening were reportedly treated to a 
tighter, more dynamic performance. QO

he “world music” label often 
means you get a lesson on 
foreign culture along with 
your music. But English sax- 
ophonist Trevor Watts and 
the Moire Music Drum Orchestra are more 
intent on making a world of their own. 
Despite the powerful presence of five 
Ghanaian drummers, theirs is not a tra- 
ditional band. Although it’s led by one of 
the founding fathers of the English avant- 
garde, it’s not a free-improvisation unit. 
Instead, percussionists Nana Tsiboe, Paa- 
pa Mansah, Jojo Yates, Nana Appiah, and 
Nee-Daku Patato, saxophonist Watts, 
and bass-guitarist Colin McKenzie cher- 
ry-pick among their sources to create a 
cross-cultural mix of hypnotic intensity. 
The combination of Watts’s probing, al- 
ways surprising lines — indebted partly 
to Ornette Coleman and partly to Euro- 
pean improvisers like Evan Parker — and 
the joyous, overwhelming African 
rhythms creates a sound unique in new 
music. Their Boston debut downstairs at 
the Middle East on July 22 should be one 
of the most provocative and exciting jazz

events of the year. 

“It diminishes the band to call it the 
Trevor Watts trio with Nana Tsiboe’s 
quartet,” the 54-year-old Watts explains. 
“It’s nothing like that. We play the way we 
play, the guys from Ghana play the way 
they play, we all enjoy each other, and the 
music comes out in the middle. We’re 
making it up as we go along, so we’re for-. 
mulating our own way of playing, really.” 

Founded in 1990, the band grew out of 
two parallel projects Watts initiated in 
1982: the Moire Music Orchestra and the 
Drum Orchestra. Named for patterns cre- 
ated by overlapping lines, the 10-piece 
Moire Music Orchestra included jazz mu- 
sicians, strings, and African percussion 
provided by Tsiboe, a close collaborator 
with Watts after they met in drummer 
Louis Moholo’s African-free jazz ensemble 
in 1980. That same year Watts founded 
the Drum Orchestra as a continuation of 
his free improvising, but using African 
drums and Steeleye Span violinist Peter 
Knight, an old friend he had met while 
working in a music shop in London in 
1967. In 1990, Watts put the two ideas to- 
gether as the Moire Music Drum Orches- 
tra, which blends composition with open- 
ended improvisation.

Their few recordings are produced by 
Watts, but a new ECM CD is due in Jan- 
uary. Their most recent CD, Live in Latin 
America, Vol. 1 (ARC), features four unti- 
tled pieces. The supercharged performance, 
intensely physical, even danceable, also 
messes with your mind. They subvert ex- 
pectations one minute, then gloriously fulfill 
them the next; it’s a perfect fusion of the 
sound of surprise with the dignity and pow- 
er of ancient tradition. On the first number, 
Watts’s lilting alto flows through blues, 
jazz, and North African music as it floats 
over the gentle chick-chick of a beaded 
gourd and muted drum polyrhythms. 

In contrast, the thunderous third num- 
ber finds Watts on soprano, pouring agi- 
tated, obsessive twitterings over log-drum 
cross-rhythms, an insistent cowbell pat- 
tern, a rocking Liam Genockey on kit 
drums, and Colin Gibson’s marching bass 
lines. Since then, McKenzie has replaced 
Gibson, and a fifth Ghanaian, Paapa 
Mansah, has replaced Genockey. 

Watts, whose first idol was bebop alto- 
saxophonist Ernie Henry, was instrumen- 
tal in the development of English free im- 
provisation in pioneering groups like the 
Spontaneous Music Ensemble and Amal- 
gam. The atonal, fragmented music of the 
English improvisers hardly seems like the 
proper training ground for performing 
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with African drummers, but Watts says, 
“The skill of hearing comes from Sponta- 
neous Music Ensemble days. The only dif- 
ference [in Spontaneous Music] was there 
wasn’t something regular going on that 
you could play against.” 

Most musicians who use ethnic ele- 
ments in their work take great pains to ex- 
plain every particular of it. The self-taught 
Watts is exceptionally modest about his 
understanding of the African elements of 
the Moire Music Drum Orchestra, and his 
explanation of the band’s music is not at 
all didactic. “Basically the band works on a 
quite close friendship basis, a social basis. 
I’m not one of those people who studied 
and can say, ‘Oh that’s a so-and-so 
rhythm,’ but I don’t think that makes the 
music any less valid. I’ve always picked it 
up as I went along. Generally, I don’t ask 
questions, I find things out by playing. I’m 
always learning in that spontaneous way, 
I’m not a schooled musician.” 

Perhaps that lack of schooling works in 
Watts’s favor, allowing him to focus on the 
personal and the spontaneous, rather than 
the cultural or the historical. In a way he’s 
following in the footsteps of Ornette Cole- 
man by creating his own tradition, his own 
rules, as he plays. As he puts it, “I think 
rhythms come out of specific people and 
places.” QO 
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“WE PLAY THE WAY WE PLAY, the guys from Ghana play 


the way they play, and the music comes out in the middle.” 
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Yeah!

Leon Kirchner and the Harvard 


Chamber Orchestra do it again

hat was fun!” “I didn’t like 
all of it, but it was so inter- 
esting.” “The Funeral March 
sounded like Beethoven was 
glad the guy died.” “That 
was the fastest Eroica I’ve ever heard, yet 
everything was so clear.” “It’s not my 
desert-island performance.” “You felt it 
was being composed as you heard it.” Or, 
as someone in the balcony at Sanders 
Theatre cried out right after the last exhil- 
arating note, “Yeah!” 

These are only some of the comments 
that came after this summer’s first Har- 
vard Chamber Orchestra concert, which 
was conducted — as all of them over the 
past 15 summers have been — by Leon 
Kirchner, Pulitzer Prize-winning compos- 
er, beloved teacher, and stimulating mu- 
sicmaker. 

Kirchner is probably better known for 
playing 20th-century music than for his 
Beethoven. So, in fact, I was most looking 
forward to Stravinsky’s Dumbarton Oaks, 
his 1938 chamber concerto (as in Bran- 
denburg) for 15 strings and winds. He 
gave us a twinkling yet spiky performance. 





The first movement galloped off to the 
sound of Stravinskyan hunting horns. The 
teasing second movement was like Nature 
syncopated — Donald Bravo’s bassoon 
punctuating the pastoral noises with frog- 
gy burps and Marianne Gedigian’s sensu- 
ous flute providing an idyllic interlude. 
The “con moto” last movement seemed 
like two trains chugging toward the same 
switch until they suddenly became miracu- 
lously airborne (concertmaster Quing Hou 
and violinist Tison Street inviting you to 
overhear their sweetly seductive duet). 

Kirchner’s entire program was brilliantly 
planned and beautifully proportioned. He 
underlined Stravinsky’s debt to Bach by 
preceding Dumbarton Oaks with Bach’s 
equally seductive Concerto in A for Oboe 
d’Amore. Audiences are more familiar with 
this work as a keyboard concerto, but schol- 
ars have discovered that Bach originally 
composed his keyboard concertos for other 
instruments, though the original scores are 
lost. So this concerto is actually recon- 
structed from Bach’s own transcription. 

The sinuous, wreathing solo music, es- 
pecially in the heavenly slow movement 
(Larghetto), was obviously born for a 
more legato, singing instrument like an 
oboe. Kirchner’s principal oboist, Frederic 
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PUAN. 3:6; 
Cohen (whose name was unconscionably 
omitted from the program), played with 
refinement, warmth, and deep yet under- 
stated affection. The entire orchestra 
(strings and harpsichord) accompanied 
lovingly, each. phrase either in support of 
or in direct, almost vocal response (mainly 
“Amen”) to the soloist. 

It was refreshing to hear Bach on mod- 
ern instruments. Since the playing was so 
clear and buoyant, the tempos so forward- 
moving, and the phrasing so lilting, this 
didn’t have the kind of old-fashioned thick 
texture the early-music original-instru- 
ment movement has been reacting against. 
This was, shall we say, a “historically in- 
formed” performance. Yet the greater 
range of color in the modern instruments 
encouraged more expressivity than you 
generally hear on original instruments. 
Kirchner’s highly inflected style would 
probably get more feeling and thought out 
of original instruments than most early- 
music specialists attempt. 

I was so happy with the Bach and 
Stravinsky, I confess I was less than eager 
to hear Big Beethoven afterward. But the 
orchestra was already on stage, more than 
doubled, and there was no turning back. 
This was no-nonsense Beethoven, off like

DESPITE THE FLEETNESS, 
this was “heroic” Beethoven. 
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a shot — sleek, unhesitant, sure of itself. 
Beethoven, we could all clearly hear, had 
his debt to Bach and Handel as well as 
Haydn and Mozart. The orchestra negoti- 
ated most of the fugal passages in both the 
Funeral March and the Finale with un- 
forced ease and crystalline clarity. But you 
could also hear (in the coda of the Allegro 
con brio) where Rossini would come from, 
and (in the vivacious Scherzo) the seeds of 
Mendelssohn. 

Despite the fleetness, this was still pow- 
erful, “heroic” Beethoven, because both 
the tempos and the dynamics were so con- 
vincingly gauged. Those grunting little 
notes in the basses that introduce the fa- 
mous theme of the Funeral March, so 
vividly audible, had the effect of dirgelike 
effort and pain; I found this procession ex- 
tremely moving (Frederic Cohen’s 
poignant oboe didn’t hurt either). Power- 
ful climaxes were built up to carefully, yet 
there was always that sense of spontaneity, 
as if you were overhearing the composer 
composing. The current constellation of 
players is one of the strongest teams 
Kirchner has ever assembled. The SRO 
crowd rose to its collective feet. “Yeah!”

If you missed the first of this season’s 
free concerts, you’ll have another shot at 
Sanders Theatre this Monday, July 19. 

Kirchner is planning to end his stunning, 
revelatory Bruckner series with the compos- 
er’s first symphony to achieve a popular 
success, No. 4, the Romantic: the most en- 
gaging, least philosophically dense, and — 
despite a moving slow-movement funeral 
march — the most exuberantly cheerful of 
Bruckner’s symphonies. The opening move- 
ment, proto—Star Wars, initiates a splendid 
hour-long panorama of the Austrian coun- 
tryside. The Scherzo has some of the most 
vivacious hunting music ever written. 

Because Bruckner symphonies are long 
and serious, even spiritual, and because 
their major champions have been German 
conductors, they have an image of being 
slow, lugubrious, even moralistic. Kirchner 
has proven that this composer doesn’t 
have to be heavy to be moving and mean- 
ingful. Whether you already like Bruckner 
or are afraid of him, Kirchner makes you 
see him in a dazzlingly fresh new light.

Songwriter Williams 
gets a little help 
from her friends

ven if it hadn’t been done for a worthy cause, 
Sweet Relief (Thirsty Ear/Chaos) would 
stand on its own. But the album is both a 
benefit for and a tribute to Victoria Williams, 
a Louisiana-bred singer-songwriter who was 
diagnosed with multiple sclerosis last year while touring 
with Neil Young. Like a lot of up-and-coming musicians 
and, according to last Sunday’s New York Times, 37 mil- 
lion other Americans, Williams has no medical insurance. 
So 14 bands and solo artists have contributed a track 
apiece to a disc that, one hopes, will pay her hospital bills 
and help set up a fund (the Sweet Relief Musicians Trust 
Fund) to aid similarly stricken artists in the future. 

The album avoids the self-congratulatory odor of most 
rock-and-roll fundraisers and the diluted hit-or-miss quali- 
ty of compilation tributes. Even the best tribute CDs — 
like the 1989 Neil Young ode The Bridge (Caroline), a disc 
that Williams contributed a track to — are largely novelties 
with only a few solid tracks. Maybe Sweet Relief works be- 
cause it combines a good cause with the focus of a single 
songwriter’s work (as did The Bridge). Maybe it’s because 
the cause hits so close to home for the performers. Or 
maybe it’s simply the consistency of the performances and 
the raw material of Williams’s songs. 

Executive producers Sylvia Reed (Lou’s wife) and Kelly 
Walker rounded up a truly diverse yet remarkably cohesive 
roster that’s almost a perfect match with songs ranging 
from pure folk to country, gospel, and rootsy rock. Instead 
of discovering the obvious, Sweet Relief introduces a gifted 
artist. Even if you can find a used copy of either of her out- 


, Of-print albums, 1987’s Happy Come Home (Geffen) and 


1990’s Swing the Statue (Rough Trade), her high-pitched, 
warbly voice is an acquired taste that tends to obscure her 
talent as a songwriter. 

Sweet Relief opens strong with “Summer of Drugs,” a 
passionate teen

too young to be hippies/Missed out on the love/Turned 
into a teen in the late ’70s/In the summer of the drugs.” 

The country folk of “Main Road” is such a perfect fit for 
Lucinda Williams (no relation) that it’s hard to believe it 
wasn’t written for her tough yet vulnerable voice, which 
resonates with beauty on lines like “Games turn into 
life/Once a tomboy, now a tom-wife.” And when Lou Reed 
molds the day-in-the-life vignette “Tarbelly and Feather- 
foot” into one of his idiosyncratic spoken-word deadpans, 
the similarity between the song’s stark imagery (“Eyes 
bulging out/Body like a statue/Mouth drooling like a leaky 
spout”) and Reed’s own writing is uncanny. 

There are also a few nice surprises. With Williams adding 
some guitar and wispy background vocals, Pearl Jam come 
through with a refreshingly understated performance on 
“Crazy Mary.” Eddie Vedder refrains from his usual tenden- 
cy to over-emote, bringing a subtle, haunting tone to this im- 
pressionistic tale of a maladjusted hermit who could easily be 
related to the kid in “Jeremy.” Lesser-known DC punk-pop- 
sters Shudder to Think distinguish themselves with an 
adrenalized rendition of “Animal Wild.” And the Robb Broth- 
ers production team help Boston’s Buffalo Tom peel away 
some of their customary grunge for a hook-laden, Replace- 
ments-style rocker coincidentally titled “Merry Go Round.” 

There are only two disappointments: Michael Penn’s 
too-quirky reworking of “Weeds” and the Waterboys’ 
Caribbean-styled take on “Why Look at the Moon,” which 
is a little silly and forced. But the offerings by Matthew 
Sweet (“This Moment”), the Jayhawks (“Lights”), Maria 
McKee (“Opelousas (Sweet Relief)”), and Evan Dando 
(“Frying Pan”) more than compensate. Even less immedi- 
ately compelling efforts by Giant Sand (“Big Fish”) and 
Michelle Shocked (“Holy Spirit”) work in context because 
of the disc’s underlying emotional and thematic focus. On 
Sweet Relief, Williams and her art stand as the best argu- 
ment for the cause. .)

The films of Chris Marker are unequalled in contemporary cinema for their beauty, complex- 
ity and inventiveness. By turris august and amusing, they quicken the heart and astonish 
the eye. Personal, poetic, wry, anecdotal, Marker’s works are composed of strange 
juxtapositions — of places, i , memories, arguments, tales — which illuminate the 
world in startling ways.
